PEEKAMOOSE CLUB MEMBERS WARLIKE 


William E: Kelly Accuses Sculptor 
Ward of Pointing a Gun at Him 
and Threatening to Shoot. 


New. York, Sept. 6.—(Special.J—J. Q. A. 
Ward, the sculptor, is said to have a pep- 
pery disposition, and he showed evidence of 
it yesterday by threatening to pepper Will- 
lam KE. Kelly, a guest of the Peekamoose 
club in Ulster County, with shot. According 
to Mr. Kelly Sculptor Ward not only threat- 
ened to shoot \liim, but leveled’a gun at his 
breast. 

Mr. Ward is a member of the Peekamoose 
club, probably the.most exclusive organiza- 
tion in New York. For a long time he has 
been fighting other members of the club in 
the courts for possession of the property. 
Mr. Kelly, who had been married recently, 
was invited to spend part of his honeymoon 
at the club as the guest of Louis E. Howard, 
its millionaire Vice-President;.who is oppos- 
ing Ward in his fight. 

Kelly was fishing in a stream running 
through the club grounds with Mr. Howard's 
77-year-old son, Buddis, and his coachman, 
William Dibble, when Mr. Ward appeared 
with J. W. Wentworth and’a young sculptor 
named Smith and ordered them to leave. 

**I had heard of the trouble in the club and 
knew Mr. Ward by sight,” said Mr. Kelly, 
“but I had no idea he would object to our 
fishing. When he ordered me away I refused 
to go and told him I was a guest of Mr. How- 
ard and had a right to be there. 

* Then Mr. Wentworth and Mr. Smith came 
up. Mr. Ward again ordered us away and J 
again refused. The three men then hurried 
to the ‘ Wigwam,’ where they were staying, 
and returned with three breech-loading shot- 
guns.” These they pointed at us and ordered 
us to stop fishing. 

“Dibble did not like the appearance of 
things, and reeling in his line started away. I 
refused to move, and Mr. Ward shouted: ‘ If 
you don’t get out of there I will shoot.’ 

** Shoot, and you will die, too,’ I replied.

Cork, Ireland, Sept. 5.—[{[Copyrighted, 1896, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}]—Albert George Whitehead, or 
Murphy, the Irish political prisoner who was 
released from Portland prison Aug. 24, and 
who mysteriously escaped from the friends 
who were keeping him under control, has 
been found here. 

Whitehead was a mental wreck when the 
government turned him loose. He was taken 
charge of by friends, who tried to make him 
realize that he was a free man, but he turned 
from them all in horror. He coulg not be 
convinced he was not the victim of some 
other plot on the part of the government, 
and all efforts to bring back his lost reason 
failed. ) rat 

The. night of Aug. 25 he disappeared sud- 
denly. ‘This was at Skibbereen, in the north- 
ern part.of Cork. Searching parties hunted 
for him all over the country, but no trace of 
him was found until Monday last, when his 
coat and waistcoat were discovered near 
Bantry, in the southwest part of Cork. The 
belief was that he had committed suicide. 

A haggard, wild-eyed man was /found 
parading the quays of this city this evening. 
He was eagerly asking every one he met if 
there was any ship ready to sail for America. 


COLD WAVE SWEEPS OVER CHICAGO. 


hercary Takes a Drop of 16 Degrees 
in Twenty Minutes and Torrents 
of Rain Fall. 


Chicago was given a foretaste of winter 
yesterday afternoon. Almost without warn-’ 
ing the wihd freshened to forty-two miles 
an hour. It blew straight from the north- 
west and brought in its wake a chilling rain 
and a sudden fall of sixteen degrees in tem- 
perature. The maximum of 68 degrees was 
recorded at 2:50 p. m. and the minimum of 
52 at3:10 p.m. The wind wasstronger than 
it has been at any time since the storms of 
June 7 and 8, on which dates it went down 
the pike at the rate of fifty/and forty-six 
miles respectively. 

The official forecast issued yesterday 
morning was: not calculated, judged bythe 
usual standards of English, to inspire alarm 
or to cause any large’percentage of the male 
population to call on their avuncular rela- 
tions for the purpose or negotiating for the 
return of borrowed overcoats. It read: 

‘Chicago and vicinity, fair and cooler to- 
night; Sunday, fair; brisk to high northwest 
winds.”’ 

Trustful readers of the weather column 
went to Aheir places of business in light fall 
overcoats, The majority laid umbrellas. 
aside, and some summer attire was still 
noticeable. 

It continued fair until nearly 2:30 o’clock, 
when the sky assumed an ominous hue. 
“jouds seemed to arise from the ground in- 
stead of arriving in sharply defined masses 
from any one direction. Gradually the mist 
thickened until it was all but dark. 

Conductors on open cars drew the storm 
curtains close, and mariners hurriedly got 
their vessels in trim to withstand a squall. 
They barely had time to haul down their 
superfiucus sails before the nor’wester bore

In defending his store from a burglar, who 
made a daring attempt to force an entrance 
in the middle of the afternoon yesterday, 
Henry Lourie, No. 369 West Harrison street, 
received wounds which probably will prove 
fatal. | 

After a hard hunt Thomas 8. Rousseau, 
who is a neighbor of Lourie’s, was identified 
as his assailant and arrested by Policemen 
Weise and Maloney, who took their prisoner 
to the Desplaines Street Station. 

The store where the robbery was at- 
tempted is a wholesale liquor establishment, 
of which Lourie is the proprietor. His home 
is in a flat above the store. 

About 4 o’clock p. m. he went down-stairs 
to empty an\ash pan. As h¢ stepped into 
the yard in the\rear of the store he received 
a stunning blow on the head, which felled 
him to the ground: 

Before he had time to call for help or make 
a movement to defend himself his assailant 
had sprung over his body, beating him about 
the head with a heavy club and kicking him 
in the face and sides. Lourie became uncon- 
scious and his assailant turned and fled. 

A woman next door had seen a man at- 
tempting to break into the store and had wit- 
nessed his attack on Lourie. She gave the 
alarm and neighbors arrived and carried the

No Comment on Gallagher.

World.]—Reports of the condition of Dr. 
Gallagher on his arrival in the United States 
have been printed here by the afternoon 
papers, but with no comment. The release 
and the condition of the dynamite prisoners 
continues to be a subject of acrimonious de- 
bate in the newspapers. | 

The Tories are asking why the clemency 
of felease is extended to such “ atrocious 
malefactors *” under any circumstances. 
The prison reform people generally aré urg- 
ing the necessity of some radical change 
in the treatment of all life prisoners. No 
matter what the result to Dr. Gallagher 
neither he nor his friends can have any case 
ageinst the British authorities and the Irish 
leaders are equally helpless. 

The latter add little today in comment on 
the details of Dr. Gallagher’s arrival in 
New York and his condition to the ex- 
haustive summary of facts I cabled last Sat- 
urday except to point out that the evidence 
taken at the inquiry into the conduct of 
Chatham prison, published in a parliament- 
ary blue book, shows that several years ago 
medical experts employed by them in reply 
to the evidence that Dr. Gallagher was 
shamming insanity declared him to be -un- 
doubtedly mad. ‘The Home Office, however, 
steadfastly denied the existence of symp- 
toms of insanity and his condition was ren- 
dered hopeless because he was so savageiy 
punished for pretending to be crazy. 

Daly is reported to be undoubtedly crazy 
in Paris. 

London, Sept. 5.—In connection with the 
assertion that Irish political prisoners have 
been driven insane by the hardships of con- 
vict life it ig interesting to note the report of 
the Government Inspector of Prisons, which 
not only flatly contradicts the assumption, 
but shows to his satisfaction that the prison 
management has precisely the opposite ef- 


fect. The report quotes figures toshow that 


the number of insane prisoners decreases 
with the length of their imprisonment. 


Recognizes His * Widow.”’ 


New York, Sept. 5.—[Special.}—Dr. Thomas 
Gallagher spent today in comparative quiet 
at the Hotel Savoy. His friends feel sure 
he is insane. He may be sent to the Long 
Island home at -Amityville within a few 
days. Although he continued to act in an 
irrational and excited manner all day there 
was a decided improvement in his condition. 
There were periods when his mind seemed 
clear, and these increased in length and fre- 
quency as the day wenton. His friends hope 
he may yet recover his sanity. 

He slept soundly until 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when he suddenly leapéd from his bed 
and ran around the room, shouting that 
he would not be taken back to England. 
Four members of the committee who were 
on watch came in and tried to quiet him. 
He struggled awhile, then stopped abruptly 
and allowed himself to be led back to bed. 

He recognized his sisters and niece dur- 
ing the day at times, but did not seem to 
understand the relationship. Once he said 
to Mrs. Connelly: ‘* O, yes, thisis my widow 
since I was murdered, years ago.”’ 

This evening Dr. Fitch, the Bellevue Hos- 
pital insanity expert, saw Dr. Gal- 
lagher and talked with him, becom- 
ing . convinced the released prisoner 
is insane. The Amnesty Association 
tion have raised $20,000 to take care of Dr. 
Gallagher, and the committee will meet on 
Tuesday evening to arrange a plan for his 
support. 

A letter received here today from one ol 
the committee appointed to receive Dr. Gal- 
lagher, Whitehead, and other alleged dyna- 
miters on their release from prison gives new 
details of their release and of their prison 
life. The letter refers particularly to the 
efforts of the ministerial and prison author- 


ities to prevent any exact news of the re-« 


lease of the prisoners from reaching the 
American Embassy. 

The release of Dr. Gallagher, says the 
writer, brings the number of objects of the 
crown’s so-called clemency within eight days 
up to four, and reduces the number of 
victims still in durance to eight—Wilson, 
Featherstone, Burton, Dalton, Flannigan, 
McCullagh, McDermott, and Duff. 

Six or seven of these men are hopelessly 


demented. Physicians despair of anything 


like cures “being effected in the cases of

HIS OWN SOLDIERS DID NOT KNOW HIM. 


Efimperor William Surprises His Gren- 
adiers by Appearing in a Kus- 
sian Uniform. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.|] 

Berlin, Sept. 5.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—According to my Bres- 
lau dispatch, Chancellor Von Hohenlohe 
presided at the conference between German 
and Russian statesmen, after which the 
Chancellor had a private interview with the 
Kaiser. 

It is just announced that the new Russian 
ironclad Benjamin has been ordered to go 
to the Mediterranean, and the order is 
thought to be the result of the conference. 

I learn that Germany will not send any 
warships to Constantinople or Crete, which 
indicates that Russia will act in that sec- 
tion for Germany. 

When the Kaiser appeared before. the 
guard of honor at Breslau wearing a Rus- 
sian uniform his own soldiers did not recog- 
nize Rim, and deferred the salute tntil 
greeted by the Kaiser, who said: ‘‘ Good 
morning, grenadiers.”’ 

The Czarina, when she met the German 
sovereigns, wore a Silver brocade, and aft- 
erwards a white silk trimmed with swans- 
down. The Empress wore salmon and sea 
green silks, 

The Czar was pale throughout the cere- 
monies. 

Emperor William has appointed the Czar 
an Admiral la suite of the German navy. 
He has ordered the appointment announced 
to the fleet at Kiel. The Emperor has also 
ordered that a salute of twenty-one guns 
shall be fired and that the Russian flag shall 
be displayed at the main tops of the vessels 
of the fleet. 

Breslau, Sept. 5.—After the parade: of 
troops luncheon was had at Landeshaus. 
This evening a state banquet was given at 
the castle. Emperor William toasted the 
Empress of Russia, and thanked the august 
guests for their visit on behalf of the prov- 
ince and of the whole of Germany. He 
welcomed the Czar as a bulwark of peace 
on the ground upon which the Czar’s ances- 
tor and the speaker’s great-grandfather 
had met in the closest of friendship. He 
prayed that God would protect and watch 
over the Czar for the welfare of Europe. 
Emperor William concluded as follows:

In introducing the speaker President Ede 
win Burritt Smith of the league said in 
part: .

He has never fallen into the 
too common error of usin, the words 
‘party’ and ‘country’ as synonymous 
terms. No one ts better entitled to be heard, 
and to no one could we listen with greater 
interest and profit at this crisis.” 


Avalanche of Argument. 


Mr. Schurz, throughout his address, spoke 
with an earnestness which at times al t 
swept him beyond the power of self control. 
He summoned to his aid no,tricks of oratory 
or rhetoric to please his audience, but by 
straightforward, clear, and well ordered 
argument delivered blow upon blow with 
cumulative power, assailing what he de- 
clared to be the most appalling danger which 
had ever threatened the cause of good gov- 
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| ernment, the most colossal error which had 


ever lured to its support, by insidious and 
flattering deception, the indorsement of 
citizens who are honest in their intentions 
‘and patriotic in their purposes. . | 
After reviewing the history of the legisla- 
tion which Popocratic orators have per- 
sisted in terming “‘ the crime of '73,” and 
quoting statistics to show that the passage 
of the law had absolutely no effect upon tlie 
prices of commodities or the wages of labor, 
Mr. Schurz ‘denounced the statement that 
the law was passed in secret by a con- 
spiracy, as the most outrageous, us, 
and gigantic falseh that had ever 
uttered in the guise of argument. | 
The audience had already become en- 
tralled by the earnestness, the forceful

Throughout the speech the closest att 
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tion was paid to every statement of fact, == 
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every thrust of wit or logic by which the 
speakers exploded the tenets of the free 
silver debaters. 

Applause which.,swelled to tempests of 
thunders of sound and subsided only to rise 
“again frequently intcrrupted the speaker. 

His tribute to the courageous action of 
“president Cleveland in saving the Nation's 
credit in the face of storms of opposition, and 
his denunciation of those who, with brazen 
effrontery, make the proposition to American 
citizens that they repudiate half the Nation's 
debts were received with equal favor. 

Throughout his address Mr. Schurz made 
no resort to vituperation or abuse of those 
whose arguments he combatted. He de- 
nounced unsparingly men of intelligence 
who were lending themselves as tools to ac- 
-complish ends they must know to be dis- 
honest, but expressed the belief that the ma- 
jority of those who had been led astray by 
their arguments were honestly mistaken, 


Women in the Assembling ¢.- 
The audience, like the organization under 
whose auspices the meeting was called to- 
_ gether, was composed of representative men 
from both the old parties. There was also 
be large number of women in the gathering. 
The closing of Mr. Schurz’s speech, in 
. ~which he promised that an unspeakable in- 
-gult offered American citizenship would be 
repelled when the election takes place in 
November, brought the audience to their 
feet. 
For more than a minute they stood waving 
handkerchiefs and hats, and the women 
their bouquets of flowers. Some one cried: 
“Three cheers for Carl Schurz!" and they 
re given with a will. 
"ares cheers for McKinley followed and 
there was no diminution in the volume of 
the cheering. A call was made of three 
cheers for Cleveland,’and again an enthusi- 
astic chorus of voices joined in responding 
to the tribute the speaker had paid to the 
action of the President of the United States.

CARL SCHURZ ON FREE COINAGE. 


Declaration of the Chicago Platform 
Thoroughly Analysed. 


“Mr. Schurz’s speech, in full, was as fol- - 


lows: | J 
Fellow-Citizens: I have come from the 
East to the West to speak to you for honest 
money. I do not imagine myself to be in an 
‘enemy's country.” There is to me no 
enemy’s country within the boundaries of 
‘his republic. Wherever I am among Amer- 
cans, I am among fellow-citizens and 
‘riends, bound together by common inter- 
ests and a common patriotism. In this 
~ spirit I shall discuss the question of the day. 
1 shali not deal in financia! philosophy, but 
in hard and dry facts. 

There are sporadic discontents in the coun- 
try, partly genuine, partly produced by arti- 
ficial agitation. They may be specified thus: 
There are farmers who complain of the low 
prises of agricultural products; laboring 
men complaining of a lack of remurerative 


_ employment; men in all sorts of pursuits» 


complaining of a general business stagna- 
tien and of a scarcity of money. In some 
parts of the country, especially the South 
and West, there are many people complain- 
ing of a want of capital and a too high rate 
of Interest. The cry for more money is the 
favorite cry. These are the principal and 
the most definite complaints. Beyond them, 
however, an. impression has been spread by 
agitators that an organized conspiracy of 
moneyed men, mainly great bankers, in 
America and in Europe, backed by the mon- 
archs and aristocracies of the Old World, is 
' geeking the general establishment of the 
gold standard of value to monopolize or 
*eorner ” the world’s money to the general 
detriment. 


Takes Up Popocratic Platform. 

All this has found definite expression in 
the following declaration of the Chicago 
platform: ‘‘ We declare that the act of 
1873, demonetizing silver without — the 
knowledge or approval of the American 
people, has resulted in the appreciation of 
gold and a corresponding fall in the prices 
ot commodities produced by the people; a 
a heavy increase in the burden of taxation 
‘and of all debts, public and private; the en- 
'riechment of the money-lending class at 
‘home and abroad, prostration of industry, 
and impoverishment of the people.””’ Mark 
“vell that all these-evil consequences are as- 
cribed to the demonetization of silver in 
the United States alone—not to its demone- 
tization anywhere else. This is to justify 
the presentation, as a sufficient remedy, of 
the free coinage of silver in the United 
States alone, *‘ without wating for the aid 
_or eonsent of any other nation.” This 
platform is amplified wy free-coinage ora- 
tors, who tell us that the act of 1873, called 
**the crime of 1873,’’ has surreptitiously 
* wiped out ”’ one-half of the people’s mon- 
ey, namely, silver; that-in consequence the 
remaining half of our metallic money, name- 
ly, gold,.as a basis of the whole financial 
structure, has to do the same business that 
formerly was done by gold and silver to- 
gether; that thereby gold has risen to about 
double its former purchasing power, the 
gold dollar being virtually a 200-cent dollar; 
that the man who produces things for sale 
is thus being robbed of half the price, while 
debts payable on the gold basis have become 
iwice as heavy, and that this fail of prices 
and inerease of burdens is enriching the 
money-changers and oppressing the people, 


Facts Nobody Disputes. . 

Are these complaints well founded? Look 
at facts which nobody disputes. That there 
has been a considerable fall in the prices of 
many articles since 1873 is certainly true. 
But was this fall caused by the so-called de- 
gnonetization of silver through the act of 
18737? Now, not to speak of other periods of 
our history, such as the period from 1846 to 

1851, everybody knows that there was a con- 
siderable fall of prices, not only as to agri- 
cultural products—cotton, for instance, 
dropped from $1 a pound in 1864 to 17 cents 
gn 1871—but in many kinds of industrial 
products, before 1873. What happened be- 
fore 1878 cannot have been caused by what 
jhappened in 1873. Thisisclear. The shrink- 
age after 1873 may, therefore, have been 
caused by something else. 
Another thing is equally clear. Whenever 
a change in the’prices of commodities is 
caused Wy a change in supply or demand, or 
oth, then it may affect different articles dif- 
ferently. Thus wheat may rise in price, the 
supply being proportionately short, while at 
the same time cotton may decline in price, 
the mppety being proportionately abundant. 
But when a change of prices takes place in 
consequence of a great change in the pur- 
chasing power of the money of the country, 
especially when that change is sudden, then 
_ the effect must be equal, or at least approxi- 


or sold with that money. If by the so-called 
demonetization of silver in 1873 the gold 
dollar, or the dollar on the goid hasis. be- 
came a 200-cent dollar at all, then it became 
a 200-cent dollar at once and foreverything.: 
dt could not possibly be at the same time

; Coinage Act of 1872. 

Now for the facts. The act of 1873 in ques- 

- tion became a law on Feb12. What was the 
effect? . Wheat, rye, oats, and corn rose 
*above the price of 1872, while cotton de- 
clined. In 1874 wheat dropped a little: corn 
made a jump upward: cotton declined: oats 
and rye rose. In 1875 there was a general 
Gecline. In 1876 there was a rise in wheat 
end a decline in corn, oats, rye, and cotton. 
In 1877 there was another rise in wheat, car- 
rying the price above that of 1870 and up to 
that of 1871, years preceding the act of 1872. 
Evidently, so far the 200-cent dollar haa not 
made its mark at all. But I will admit the 
possible. plea that, as they say, the act of 
1873 having been passed in secret, people did 
mot know anything about it, and prices re- 
mained measurably steady, in ignorance of 
what dreadful things had happened. If so, 
then it would appear that, if the knowing 
enes had only kept still about it the gold 
dollar would have modestly remained a 100- 
- cent dollar and pobody would have been hurt. 
But, seriously speaking, it may be said that 
when the act of 1873 was passed we were 
still using exclusively paper money, that 
neither gold nor silver was in circulation, 
and that therefore the demonetization would 
not be felt. Very well. But then in. 1879 
specie ments were resumed. Metallic 
money lated again. And, moré than 


that, the cry about “ the crime of 1878” re-. 


. Sounded in Congress and in the country. 
Then at. Yast the 200-cent gold dollat had its 
opportunity. Prices could no longer plead 
ignorance. What happened?. In 1880 wheat 
rose above the price of 1879, likewise corn, 
cotton, and oats. In 1881 wheat rose again, 
also corn, oats, and cotton. In 1882 wheat 
and cotton declined, while corn and oats 
rose. The reports e given are those 

of the New York market. They may vary 
-gomewhat from reports of farm prices, but 
they present the rises and declines of prices 

with substantial correctness. 
facts prove conclusively to every 


| and many years. 


sane mind that for nine years after the act 
of 1S7#—six years before and three years 
afier the resumption of specle payments— 
ithe prices of the agricultural staples men- 
tioned, being in most instances considerably 
above 1860, show absolutely no trace of any 
such effect as would have been produced 
upon them had a great and sudden change in 
the purchasing power of the money of the 
country taken place; that it would be child- 
ish to pretend that, But for the act of 1873, 
those prices would he 100, or 50, or 25, or 10 


r per cent higher, and that therefore all this 


talk about the gold dollar having become a 
200-cent dollar, or a 150-cent dollar, or 125- 
cent dollar is—pardon the expression—arrant 
nonsense. Since 1882 the price of wheat has, 
indeed, very much declined, although in 1891 
it reached once more in New York $1.09, 
while corn sold in 1891-'92-'93-'94 higher than 
in 1879, But if the act of 1873, which, had it 
really enhanced the purchasing power of the 
dollar, would have done so promptly and uni- 
formly, produced no such effect for nine 
years after its enactment, it would be ab- 
surd to say that it produces it twenty years 
after its enactment. Is not this clear? 

If, however, there be somebody believing 
that in spite of these facts the demonetiza- 
tion of silver by the act of 1873 must in some 
mysterious way have done something to de- 
press prices, I meet him with the affirmation 
that the silver dollar was practically demon- 
etized long before 1873. 


Actual Date of Demonetization. 
To judge from the speeches of our free 
coinage orators the American people must 
before 1873 have fairly wallowed in silver 
dollars. What is the fact? President Jeffer- 
son stopped the coinage of silver dollars in 
1806. From 1783. to 1878, aside from frac- 
tional currency—which since 1853 was only 
limited legal tender—only about 8,000,000 of 
silver dollars were coined. They were so 
scarce that you would hardly ever see one 
except in a curiosity shop as a rare coin. 

There was constant trouble with the legal 
ratio between gold and silver, which could 


mot be so fixed as to keep the two metals 


together in circulation. Once one of them 
would be driven out of the country and then 
the other. Meanwhile over 1,000,000,0U00 dol- 
lars of gold coin were coined, and since 1853 
gold was substantially the only full legal 
tender money in actual circulation. And 
those were exceptionally prosperous times. 
Then the civil-war came and swept all our 
metallic money out of sight. Paper money 
took its place, and in that condition we were 
in 1873, when the famous act of 1873 was 
passed. 

What, then, was in reality that law that 
has since been so flercely denounced as“ the 
crime of 1873°’? To judge by the declama- 
tions of the free coinage orators it must have 
been a law annihilating at one fell swoop 
one-haif of the money circulating among the 
people. Did it do tnazy Why, it was simply 
an act revising our coinage laws and provid- 
ing, among other things, that certain silver 
coins should be struck to be legal tender in 


“the payment of debts only to a small amount. 


Thestandard silver dollar, that had practical- 
ly been out of use since President Jefferson 
in 1806 had stopped its coinage, was simply 
not mentioned in the enumerationy This is 
all. The act of 1878, therefore, did not create 
a new state of things, but simply recognized 
a state of things which had existed for many 
It did thereby not only not 
destroy half the money of the country, but 
not a single dollar ofit. [Applause,] 


Why Was the Act Passed Secretly? 

But I hear myself asked, if this is so, why 
was this act of 1873 passed secretly, surrepti- 
tiously, stealthily? For silver orators have 
been persistently dinning into the popular 


it, the story that the silver dollar was “ as- 
sassinated '’ through the law of 1873 by some 
dark, corrupt plot. This fable has been so 
often and so authoritatively disproved that 
I am unwilling to take it up again in detail. 
Senator Sherman did that recently ina most 
conclusive manner. I will only add that [ 
was a member of the Senate at the time and 
know whereof I affirm; and I emphatically 
pronounce all the stories about the act of 
1873 being passed surreptitiously; about 
Senators and members being somehow hyp- 
notozed, se that they did not know what 
they were doing; about some Englishman 
being on the ground with much money 
to promote thé demonetization of sil- 
ver, and so on, as wholly and un- 
qualifiedly false. I wish to be. scrupu- 
lously courteous to my opponents. Butasa 
conscientious. student of contemporaneous 
history, I am’ bound to say that in the forty 
years during which I have been an attentive 
observer of public affairs I have never wit- 
nessed nor heard of such unscrupulous, 
shameless; persistent, audacious, cumu- 
lative, gigantic lying as has been and is now 
done with regard to the act of 1873, itgorigin, 
its nature, anal its consequences. 


Silwer Men Then Wanted Gold. 

How did it happen that the act of 1873 did 
not attract more popular attention at the 
time? Simply because the dropping of the 
obsolete ‘silver dollar from the coinage was 
regarded by everybody taking an interest in 
such matters as the mere recording of ari 
accomplished fact, as a matter of course, just 
as much so as a law would have been provid- 
ing that the old flintlock should no longer 
be used in the army. And how did it happen 
that a few years afterwards such an uproar 
arose aboutit? Thée reason for that, too, was 
very simple. In 1873 the market value of sil- 
ver, although already yielding, was still high. 
The silver in the silver dollar was worth 
$1.02. The silver mine owner did not care to 
take $1.02 to the mint and get only $1 back 
for it. He was then enthusiastic for gold. 
But a few years later silver had declined in 
market value considerably, and when the sil- 
ver miner might have taken 90 cents’ worth 
of silver to the mint and got for it $1 he was 


| enthusiastic for silver, and he grew more and 


more enthusiastic the more silver declined in 
the market, and the more profit free coinage 
would have given him. The silver mine own- 
er is no doubt a great and good man, but he is 
not the most disinterested of philanthropists. 
He knows on which side his bread is but- 
tered. Finding the act of 1878 in his way, he 
discovered that act 'to have been a heinous 
crime, not against the mining millionaires, 
but against the common people. Another 
clas&S of persons joined in the cry, namely— 
these who had worked for an inflation of our 
irredeemable paper money, who had opposed 
the resumption of specie payments, and now 
favored the silver dollar, because the silver 
in it was worth in the market less thana gold 
dollar, and:its coinage would therefore fur- 
nish what they called **‘ cheap money.”’ And 
then began that campaign of falsehood which 
in -shamelessness. of imposture has, within 
my knowledge, never had its equal. [Ap- 
plause.] 
Two Laws Passed. 

Now mark what followed. Cowed by the 
uproarious outcry which was started by the 
silver. miners and taken up by the “ cheap 
money ’*men, Congress passed two laws, one 
in 1878, the other in 1890, in pursuance of 
which over 429,000,000 of silver. dol- 
lars were added to our. currency, 
more than fifty times as many dollars 
as had ever been coined before, besides a 
large addition to our subsidiary silver coins. 
Our paper money was largely increased, 
so that while in 1873, the year in which the 
American people were said to have been 
robbed of half their money—while in 1873, 
I say, we had .$774,000,000 of money in the 


mately #0, as to all articles that are bought | United States, we had $2,217,000,000 in 1895— 


nearly three times as much; and while in 
1873 the circulation was $18.04 per capita, it 
was $22:06 per capita in 1895. Fifty timesas 
many silver dollars, and many times more 
‘money of all kinds than this country had 
ever had in its most prosperous days—and 
yet the price of silver in the market kept on 
falling, and the prices of many commodities, 
agricultural staples included, continued in 
their declining tendency. Now analyize this 
case. Upon what ground do the silver ad- 
vocates assert that the so-called demone- 
tization. of silver depressed prices? Ac- 
cording to their own reasoning, because 
there has not been sufficient money to sus- 
tain prices. Sustain what prices? Those 
prevailing before 1873. But’ there is now 
three times as much money as there was 
in 1873, and a much higher per capita cir- 
culation. Well, what becomes of their ar- 
gument? Some of the silver philosophers 
have invented a more mysterious phrase— 
that prices have gone down because: by the 
act of 1873 the “* money of ultimate redemp- 
tion ’’ had been curtailed—only gold being 
available for this purpose. But accord- 
ing to the Treasury statistics we had in 
1873 only twenty-five millions of coin, in- 
cluding subsidiary silver, in the country, 
and now we have much over six hundred 
millions of gold alone, or more than twenty- 
four times as much *‘ money of ultimate re- 
demption”’ as in 18738. And yet prices are 
low. The man whom such facts do not con- 
vince that the decline of prices cannot have 
been caused by any effect produced upon our 
currency by the act of 18783 must have a 
skull so thick that a trip-hammer would not 
drive a sound: conclusion through it. 
{Laughter.] 


What Caused Decline in Prices? 

But what is it, ‘then, that has caused the 
decline of prices? I:appeal to your common 
sense. Do’yot think that when one man, 
atded by machinery, does as much product- 
ive work as formerly ten or more did, and 
when our modern means of transportation 
carry the product from the producer to'the 
consumer With five times the speed, at one- 
fifth the cost,-and when in the transmis- 
sion of intelligence time is quite and cost 
almost annihilated—do you think that then 
the product of human labor should not in due 
proportion become cheaper? It if did not, 
then modern civilization would in one of its 
most important and beneficent functions be 
a fiat failure. For what is the inventive 


genius of the age that devotes itseif to prac- 


ear for many years, until millions believed | 


tical objects engaged in—what else than in 
devising and developing means and methods 
by which the things required by mankind 
for the sustenance and comfort of life be 
made better and more easily attainable— 
that is, cheaper 

The farmer in the United States welcomed 
the agricultural machinery which helps him 
in planting, raising, and harvesting his crop. 
He welcomed the railroad, the steamboat, 


the low freights, the telegraph, which short-. 


ened the distance between his farm and the 
market, and the banking arrangements re- 
quired for moving and selling his product. 
But as nearly all our farmers had the same 
encouragement it followed quite naturally 
that the wheat crop of this country in- 
creased from an annualaverage of 312,000,000 
bushels between 1870 and 1880 to an annual 
average of 475,000,000 bushels between 1890 
and 1805. 

But also foreign countries had the encour- 
aging benefit; new wheat fields were opened 
in Russia and the Argentine Republic and 
elsewhere, and, according to Bradstreet’s, a 
very competent authority, the wheat product 
of the world grew from 1889 to 1894 no less 
than 420,000,000 bushels, while the world’s 
consumption is estimated to increase only 
12,000,000 to 16,000,000 bushels annually. 
When the increase of the world’s sup- 
ply thus gains upon the _ increase 
of the world’s demand, is it a won- 
der that in the world’s market, which rules 
the price for all exporting countries, that 
price should have declined? Is not this an 
infinitely more rational explanation of the 
decline in prices than to ascribe that decline 
to the so-called demonetization law of 1875, 
which practically demonetized nothing, but 

is 


and to do all things that might be necessary 
to that end. Whoever denies this meaning 
of the declaration pronounces the United 
States a cheat, a “ confidence ” concern, is- 
suing promises to pay under false pretenses. 

How is the Government of the United 
States to make good that pledge? It would 
be an éasy task, indeed, if the silver con- 
tained in the silver dollar were in the mar- 
ket, as merchandise, worth as much as the 
gold contained in the gold dollar. But for 
reasons which I sltall mention hereafter, the 
market value of silver has fallen about 50 
per cent, so that the silver contained in the 
silver dollar can be bought in the market 
as merchandise for little more than 50 cents 
in gold. What is the problem confronting 
the government now? Some financial phi- 
losonhers of the flat persuasion say that when 
the government has put its stamp upon the 
silver dollar and made it legal tender, it 
created in it a value as good as that of the 
gold doliar, and its duty is fulfilled, once and 
forever. Js this true? 

Soon after the beginning of our civil war 
the government issued. the greenback. The 
greenback dollar was a bit of paper on which 
was printed the promise of the government 
to pay to the holder one dollar—meaning one 
dollar in gold coin, for nobody thought of 
anything else. It bore the government 
stamp and was made a legal tender for pub- 
lic and private dues, except ties on im- 
ports. At first, when there were but few 
greenbacks out, and it was hoped that the 
war would speedily be ended and the govern- 
ment would soon be in condition to redeem 
the greenback, that greenback passed at par 
with gofd in spite of its not being receivable

CARL SCHURZ, THE GREAT GERMAN ADVOCATE OF SOUND MONEY. 


Carl Schurz is a native of Prussia and was 
born in 1829. He studied at the gymnasium 
of Cologne and entered the University of 
Bonn in 1846, where he began his journalistic 
career by assisting a professor in the pub- 
lication of a liberal paper.. Mr. Schurz was, 
while yet a young man, a member of the 
Frankfurt Parliament, which attempted to 
take advantage of the political and social 
disturbances that followed in the wake of 
the revolutionary movement of 1848 _ in 
France, to reform the political system of 
Germany. He was a radical of the radicals 
and after the Parliament disbanded igno- 
miniously, he was forced to leave the coun- 
try, and came to America in 1852. Heisnot 
to be regarded as an exile now, for the party 
to which he adhered has attained the most 
important objects of the reformers of 1848 


and is today in control of the German Em- 
pire. His first public speech in English was 
delivered in 1858, being an invective against 
Douglas during the Douglas-Lincoln con- 
test of that date. He entered the army 4n 
1861, and before the end of the war had risen 
to the rank of Major-General of Volunteers. 
He was in the battles of Bull Run, Chancel- 
lorsville, Gettysburg, and Chattanooga. 
Sincé the war Carl Schurz has been an active 
factor in the journalistic and pgqlitical life 
of the ‘Nation. He founded the Detroit Post 
in 1866, and was elected United States Sena- 
tor from Missouri in 1869. He was Secre- 
tary of the Interlor under Hayes, intro- 
ducing civil service in the Department of the 
Interior, and furthering many Indian re- 
forms. He was editor. of the New York 
Evening Post from. 1881 to 1884, and is now 
editor of Harper’s Weekly. |

True Source of Discontent. 

Permit me here a word on what in my hum- 
ble opinien is the true source of the discon- 
tent so far asit is entertained by honest men. 
The new economic conditions, somewhat sud- 
denly created in cur time by the vast im- 
provements in the means and methods of 
produciion and transportation, have sur- 
prised, puzzled, and perplexed the minds of 
many well-meaning people. They became 
alarmed at the naturally and necessarily 
following decline of the prices of agricult- 
ural as well as industrial products and at 
the general tendency of profits towards a 
minimum, Some of them found it very hard 
to adapt their ways of thinking and doing to 
the new state of things. They disliked to 
see in ail this change a natural evolution of 
permanent effect. They easily yielded to the 
impression that thereemust be something 
wrong at the bottom ef it all, some con- 
spiracy of wealth, some hocus-pocus with 
the money of the country, justas once every 
cattle disease was ascribed to witchcraft, 
and as even in this century in some places 
the appearance of the cholera was attrib- 
uted to a conspiracy of the Jews to poison 
the wells. 

Honest people in that state of mind fell 
an easy prey to the equally honest financial 
quack as well as to the dishonest dema- 
gogue. Thus they were readily persuaded 
that the so-called demonetization of silver 
was thea true cause of their troubles, and 
that the free coinage ci silver would be 
the true remedy, while thorough inquiry and 
calm reasoning wculd have convinced them 
that the true cause is the progress of civili- 
zation in production and transportation, 
and that the true remedy can be found only in 
the adaptation of our schemes of husbandry 
and our business methods to that progress. 
This is proved by actual experience. There 
are a great many prosperous farmers today 
in spite of: low prices; They are fatming 
farmers. There are others who do not pros- 
per. They are largely the political farmers. 
The reason is this: The successful farming 
farmers have been studying the most eco- 
nomical methods of production, the most 
profitable varieties of farm products, and 
the changing opportunities offered by the 
market, while the political farmers have 
studied “ Coin’s Financial School” and the 
question how free coinage would give them 
double prices for what they would have 
raised if their financial studies had not ab- 
sorbed so much of their time and attention. 

Proposed Remedy Will Not Cure. 

Candid reflection will convince them that 
the remedy urged by the free coinage men, 
being based upon a false diagnosis, will not 
only not cure, but immensely aggravate the 
trouble complained of. It is a case of jump- 
ing from the frying-pan into the’fire. The 
Bryan remedy demands a radical change 
of the basis of our monetary system. . Whut 
is that system? The currency of the United 
States consists of gold coin, silver coin, and 
five different kinds of paper money, these all 
redeemable in gold or in some roundabout 
way sustained by gold. 

Besides, there is the national bank curren- 
cy, redeemable by the banks in greenbacks, 
the greenbacks then being redeemable in 
gold. It is true, nominally various descrip- 
tions of our paper money, the greenbacks 
and the Treasury notes, are redeemable in 
‘* coin,” meaning, literally, gold or silver, at 
the discretion of the government, but prac- 
tically they have always been held to be re- 
deemable in gold if the holder presenting 
them for redemption so desired. And this 
construction has been substantially con- 


firmed by the law of 1890. That law directed 


the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silvera 
month and the issue of Treasury notes there- 
for, such Treasury notes to be redeemable 
in gold or silver coin; and in connection 
therewith the law declared it to be ‘“‘ the es- 
tablished policy of the United States to 
maintain the two metals at a parity with 
each other upon the present legal ratio or 
such ratio as may be provided by law’ 

Fix your minds upon these words. We 
wish the United States to be regarded as an 
honest and honorable Nation. If so, then 
this declaration made through its govern- 
ment must be regarded as an honest declara- 
tion. This declaration could honestly have 
but one meaning—namely, this: The gov- 
ernment said, “‘ Here I issue paper money 
to be redeemable in gold or silver, coin at 
my discretion; but, lest anybody be disturbed 
by doubt as to the mercantile value of one 
of these metals, I hereby solemnly declare 
tt to be my established policy to maintain 
these two metals at a parity—that is, equal 
to the most valuable of the two. You can 
therefore take my paper money with full 
confidence in.my honor and integrity.’’ 

I repeat, if ours isan honest and honorable 
government, the declaration could not possi- 
bly have any other meaning. I therefore 
affirm and maintain that it constituted a 
clear and solemn pledge on the partof the 
United States to keep the silver dollar in its 
purchasing power as good as the gold dollar, 


| legal 
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deem them was shaken, and the greenback, 
in spite of the government stamp and its 
tender qualities, fell in purchasing 
power comparedgéwith gold. Gold rose toa 
premium as against thé greenback and went 
out of-cireulation, . 

This gold premium ‘rose and rose as the 
quantity of the greenbacks out increased, 
and at the same time the period when the 
government would be able to redeem thet 
seemed farther removed. But the civil war 
came toa happy ending, the issuing of green- 
backs was stopped, the redemption act was 
passed, the government gathered gold, and 
the greenback rose to par with gold again. 
The stamp of the government and the legal 
tender quality had neither saved it from de- 
preciation nor secured its return to par with 
gold. What caused the depreciation 
was the prospect of an indefinite 
increase greenback promises 
to pay, uncertainty as to 
the ability of government to meet 
its obligations. What caused the subsequent 
rise of the greenbacks to par with gold was 
the limiting of the greenback issues to a 
manageabie quantify, the preparation made 
by the government for redemption, and the 
returned public confidence that the govern- 
ment was able as well as willing to redeém 
its promises. 

Status of the Silwer Dollar. 

What is now the status of the silver dollar 
in this respect? The greenback dollar is an 
evidence of indebtedness on the part of the 
government to the amount of just one dol- 
lar—the bit of paper out of which the green- 
back is made being worth nothing. Under 
the pledge of the goveriument to keep the 
silver dollar to all intents and purposes on 
a parity with the gold dollar the silver dol- 
lar is virtually an evidence of indebtedness 
on the part of the United States to an 
amount equal to the difference between the 
mercantile value of the metal in the silver 
dollar and the gold dollar—that is to Say, to 
the amount of 50 cents if the metal in the sil- 
ver dollar can be bought at 50 cents. Not- 
withstanding this difference, the silver dol- 
lar will, like the greenback, pass in mercan- 
tile transactions as the equivaient of the 
zold dollar as lonz as trere is public confi- 
dence in the ability and willingness of the 
government to fulfill its pledge to ‘* main- 
tain the two metals ata parity.”’ 

To fulfill this pledge it is necessary so to 
limit the circulation of silver dollars and 
of paper representing silver, for which the 
government is responsible, and to keep so 
large a reserve of gold on hand as to leave 
no reasonable doubt of the ability of the 
government to meet its obligations. We 
know from experieiuce that when, as in 1893, 
such doubt arose sold was withdrawn from 
the Treasury in large quantities and the 
cold dollar was on the point of rising toa 
premium—that is to say, the parity of the 
two metals was being disturbed. It could be, 
as if was, maintained only by stopping the 
increase of the silver circulation and by re- 
plenishing thesgold reserve by means of 
bond sales. Had the government neglected 
to take these necessary steps, had it per- 
mitted the parity of the two metals to be 
disturbed, it would have been false to its 
manifest duty, a duty which Presidtnt 
Cleveland faithfully, courageously fulfilled. 
There stands, then, the national pledge to 
keep the purchasing power of the silver dol- 
lar within the United States equal to that 
of the gold dollar. Fvery governmental poli- 
ey disregarding that pledge or making its 
fulfillment impossible is a policy. of down- 


Policy ef the Bryan Popocracy. 

What, then, is the policy of the Bryan De- 
mocracy? It is expressed in its platform: 
‘* We demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of both silver and gold.at the present legal 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid 
or consent of any other nation.” And, sec- 
ondly, ‘*‘ We are opposed to the issuing of in- 
terest-bearing bonds of the United States in 
times of peace.’’ What does the free coinage 
of silver mean? It means that any one, here 
or abroad, who has any silver of any kind 
may take it to the mints of the United States 
to be coined into dollars without charge, and 
that the silver dollars so coined shall be re- 
turned to him and shall be a legal tender for 
all debts, publie and private. 
the ratio of “‘16to1" mean? It meansthat 
under the law sixteen ounces of silver shall 
be held to be worth one ounce of gold. But 
are sixteen ounces of silver today worth one 
ounce of gold in the markets of the world? 
Why, there is not a sane person in the United 
States oranywhere else who.would today give 
one ounce of gold for sixteen ounces of silver, 
knowing that he can get more than thirty- 
one ounces of silver for one ounce of gold. 
What, then, would free silver coinage mean 
if suddenly introduced today? It would mean 
that any one, American or foreigner, could at 
pleasure expand our silver currency and 
thereby in¢rease our public obligation by 
taking to our mints silver bullion worth about 
h cents and get back a silver dollar worth 
about twice as much in its debt-paying 
power. 

This would, no doubt, be a profitable ar-

- pangement for those who have silver to take 
to ee coins: Who are they? To judge from 
the talk of silver —— you might think 
that, if only free coinage were once 
lished, Bocce! farmer would have his private 
i silver mine in his back yard and every la- 
borer a magic source of silver supply in his 
kitchen. [Laughter and applause.] 


Good for Silver Kings. | 
Such delusions would soon vanish. It 
would turn out that the men who would 
have large quantities of silver bullion to be 
doubled in value are the rich mine owners, 
the silver kings, who belong to the heaviest 
capitalists in the country, and the bullion 
dealers, the great bankers, the big money~ 
changers, here.as well as in England and on 
the European continent; in short, what Pot- 
ulists usually call ** the money power. How 
large the rush of silver to our mints and the 
subsequent addition to our silver coinage 
would be I will not here conjecture. It is, 
indeed, certain that the inducement of any 
great profit would very soon disappear. But 
in any event there will be an indeterminable, 
indefinite expansion of our silver circula- 
tion in prospect, and I maintain that this 
indefinite prospect of expansion would utter- 
ly destroy one of the conditions required for 
maintaining the parity of the two metals. 
It is true, some of the free coinage men 
reason ‘‘ that free coinage would increase the 
demand so as to restore the old price.””. Let 
us see. The act of 1873,-as has been shown, 
did not curtail existing demand, for there 
had been no such demand in this country 
for many years. The demonetization of sil- 


but it was far from being the only cause 
of the fall in the price of silver. The price 
of silver began to decline in the market, at 
first slightly, two years before the demone- 
tization took place. The cause was, then, 
the increase of supply. Between 1866 and 
1870 the average annual production of silver 
in the world was 43,051,583 fine ounces. Be- 
tween 1871 and 1875 it was 63,317,014 fine 
ounces, and it went on increasing unt?) in 
4895 it was 174,796,875 fine ounces, four times 
“as much as th- annual average had been 
thirty years before. And the rise in pro- 
duction would have been still greater had 
not th@ fall in price made the mining of 
some low-grade ores unprofitable. 


Asks a Pointed Question. 

Now, I ask any sensible person whether 
against such an inerease of production any 
product nm the world could have maintained 
its price, even if che demand had remained 
the same. What, then, would the effect of 
“fee coinage in the United States be on the 
price of silver? It would probably produce 
at first an upward tendency. But as soon 
as the price goes up, silver production, great- 
ly facilitated by constantly progressive re- 
duction of its cost, will Jump up too, and 
once more depress the price. We had a 
striking illustration of this after the passage 
of the law of 1890, which provided for the 
purchase of 54,000,000 ounces annually, At 
first the price of silver rose sharply, but soon 
it began to fall again, and fell lower than 
ever. Why? Because the production of sil- 
ver rose from 124,000,000 ounces in 1890 to 
137,000,000 in 1891, to 153,000,000 in 1892, and 
to 165,000,000 in 1898.. Can there be any 
doubt that, if free coinage caused any con- 
siderable rise in price, that price would be 
speedily pressed down again by an increased 
output of the mines? Why isit that such an 
enormous quantity of silver is produced at 
the present low price? Because at that low 
price silver mining on a large scale is still 
profitable. If it were not, there would be 
none of it. It is therefore certain that free 
, coinage would not raise the price of silver to 
anything near the old figure and that an 
ounce of gold would continue to buy far 
more than sixteen ouncesofsilver. gq © | 

How, then, could under such circumstances 
the parity of the two metals be maintained 
with an indefinite increase of the silver cir- 
culation? It would be impossible, unless the 
gold reserve behind all our obligations were 
also indefinitely augmented. And how could 
that reserve be augmented, as it may hap- 
pen only by loans effected through the issue 
of bonds of the United States? But herethe 
Bryan Democracy steps,in with its platform 
declaring: ‘‘ We are opposed to the issuing 
of interest-bearing bonds of the United 
States in times of peace.”” Thus by making 
the increase of silver circulation indefinite 
and at the same stopping the only source 
' from which the gold reserve can be replen- 
ished, the Bryan Democracy will render the 


utterly impossible. This.is a clear repudia- 
tion of thf solemn pledge. cantained in the 
taw of 1890, with more acts of repudiation to 
follow. ' 

Result if Bryan Were Elected. 


Consider now what the immediate conse- 
quences would be if Mr. Bryan were elected 
President, with a Congress to match. Mr. 
Bryan would, of course, be anxious to have 
his free coinage law enacted, but that could 
not be, even if he called an extra session 
of Congress, until some timein A'pril or May, 
five or six months after the day of election, 
But as soon as or’ the 4th of November the 
result of the election was announced, éevery- 
body would know that the parity of gold 
and silver would not be maintained. Even 
Mr. Cleveland would not be ableito maintain 
it till the expiration of his term, for nobody 
would then buy bonds for gold, expecting 
them) to’ be paid back in silver. xk 

Neither would the banks of the country, 
as they have recently done, come forward 
again to supply the Treasury with gold, 
for they would have to expect that the green- 
backs they would get-for the gold woufd be 
redeemed in silver. And here permit me 
a word, by the way, about those banks. 
Some of the silver papers said that the 
r banks in coming voluntarily to the rescue 
of the government acted not from patriot- 
ism but from interest. If so, then let us 
thank God that we have financial institu- 
tions that consider it their interest to keep 
the government solvent. Woe to. the 
country if a majority of the people should 
find it in their interest to make the govern- 
ment) bankrupt! ‘Well, even -after Mr. 
Bryan’s election the banks might’ be 
patriotic or prudent enough to come again 
to the rescue of-the government with their 
gold, did they not know that it would be 
absolutely useless. And why would it be 
useless? Because, it having been made 
certain by Mr. Bryan’s election that the 
parity of gold and silver would not be main- 
tained, there would be a rush upon the 
Treasury for the gold in ft by persons hola- 
ing greenbacks entitled to redemption, and 
the gold reserve would be exhausted in a 
twinkling. 


Gold Will Disappear. 

Gold will instantly disappear from circu- 
lation to be hoarded or éxported. Why will 
it disappear? Because every sensible per- 
son when making a payment will prefer to 
make it in the less valuable dollar and hold 
the more valuable gold dollar back for more 
profitable use. Gold will therefore quickly 
rise to a premium, and we shall be on a sil- 
ver basis long before a free coinage law can 
be enacted. What does it mean to be on the 
silver basis? The word “ coin,” wherever 
it appears in the law, will no longer mean 
gold,,as it was so far understood, but silver 
alone. The greenback or Treasury note re- 
deemable in ‘‘coin’’ will no longer be re- 
deemed in gold, as heretofore, but only in 
silver. The United States bond payable in 
coin—no matter whether gold was paid for 
it or whether it had been sold for the very 
purpose of buying gold for the Treasury— 
will be paid principal and interest in silver— 
repudiation as flagrant As the world ever 
witnessed. Our transactfons im buying and 
seliing, in paying and receiving wages, will 
no longer be carried on upon the basis of the 
gold dollar worth 109 cents, but of the silver 
dollar worth 50 cents or thereabouts—for the 
government will no longer hold up the silver 
dollar to the value of the gold dollar. That 
is what the silver basis means. You can 
study in Mexico how it works. 

Now who will get that Treasury gold 
when, after Bryan’s supposed election, the 
rush for it is made? Not the farmer, not 
the laboring man, not those whom the Popu- 
lists usually call the people. They have no 
xreenbacks ready to present for redemption, 
and if they had they would hardly be quick 
enough about it. No, that Treasury gold 
will be promptly gotten hold of by the big 
bankers, by Wall street men, and by other 
persons called by the Populists “ the money 
power,” to be by them used as they think 
most profitable. 

The quantity of gold vanishing from circu- 
lation will amount to about $600,000,000, the 
disappearance of which will make a tre- 
mendous hole in the volume of our currency. 
Nearly one-third of it will be gone, and what 
remains will be reduced nearly one-half in 
purchasing power. 


Silver Will Not Fill the Gap. 


But, says the silver man, there will, be 
free silver coinage to fill the gap promptly 
with coined silver or silver certificates, O, 
no, my fellow-gufferers, The disappearance 
of gold will happen promptly after the elec- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, and there will not possibly 
be any free coinage of silver for at least six 
months, and it will require a great many 
more months to fill a gap of $600,000,000, 

What will happen meanwhile? The St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat reports Mr. Bryan to 
have said some timeago: “ I think it [méean- 
‘ing the victory of the free coinage move- 
ment] will causea panic. But the country Is 
in a deplorable condition, and it will take 
extreme measures to restore it to a condi- 
tion of prosperity. 

Whereupon the St. Louis paper pointedly 
remarks: “ Evidently Mr. Bryan has heard 
of the dector who always threw his patient 
into fits before administering any curative 
medicine.””

Our farm- 
ers who have mortgages on their property, 
and who have been told that free coinage will 
make things exceedingly easy for them, will 
have some unexpected experiences.

He who seeks to borrow money in order to 
replace the old mort e with a new one will 
be told that this is no time for loans except, 
perhaps, upon exorbitant conditions. The 
mortgagor may find, too, that his bond is 
payable in gold coin, and he will have to buy 
the gold at the premium then ruling.

Usurers Will Thrive. 


Still there are some who und 
cumstances will do a lively and prosperous 
business; the sheriff, the usurer, and the 
moneyed man who has ready means to buy 
real estate or other goods for a song at forced 
sales.

But more. We are largeiy in debt to 
Europe—not as if Europé had forced us to 
borrow, but because we solicited Europe 
to lend us. Our merchants and bankers owe 
unsettled balances or accounts, and large 
amounts of our securities are held there— 
national, State, and municipal bonds, bonds 
and stock of railroads, street railways,and in- 
dustrial corporations, and even mortgages 
on city property or farms, placed there by 
loan companies. The European holders of 
such securities will be seriously alarmed at 
the *prospects here, and our securities will 
promptly and indiscriminately be thrown 
upon the market for what they will bring.

sequence, of course, here as well as abroad. 
This will, indeed, in the first place affect 
those who deal in such securities. People 
who have borrowed money on their holdings 
will have to sacrifice them, because they 
cannot raise the money to otect them. 
There will, therefore, be a genetal and ruin- 
ous crash in the stock and bond market. 
Our silver friends may say that this will not 
trouble them, and that the more the money- 
changers of Wall street come to grief the 
better. Indeed, if it were only the money- 
changers of Wall street that suffered, we 
might easily console ourselyes. But the 
bonds of the United States, and-of States 
and municipalities, and the bonds and 
stocks of our railroads, of street railways, 
and of industrial incorporations are also held 
largely in’ this country, not merely by big 
capitalists, but by people of small means, 
farmers, wage-earners who have invested 
their savings in them, and by savings banks, 
life insurance companies, and trust funds 
in which many millions of poor people are 
interested. Is their loss also a matter of in- 
difference? . 


Will Pick Up Securities, 


Again, our silver friends may say thatir 
Europeans do not “ trust silver,’’ and in their 
fright throw away our securities at a heavy 
sacrifice, we can pick up those securities at 
a splendid bargain; that some of them will 
after all become good.and rise to high fig- 
ures again, and that thus we shall make a 
heavy profitonthem. Thisistrue. But who 
will make that profit? Not the farmer, not 
the laborer in the workshop, not the toiling 
masses. No, it will be he whom our silver 
friends love to denounce as the great gold- 
bug, the rich operator, the very incarna- 
tion of the ‘‘ money power.” That class of 
men will make those profits, and be o 
powerful than before. The catastro in 
Wall street caused by the election of Mr. 
Bryan and the ruining of some Wall street 
men would not mean the destruction of 
what the Populist understands by Wall 
street; it would only mean some big fish 
swallowing some little fish, the big fish 
growing still bigger by the operation. It 
would not weaken, but more strongly con- 
centrate the so-called “money power.” 

How can I foretell these things with: so 
much assurance? Because they have al- 
ready cast their shadows before. Doyou re- 
member the crisis of 1893, when the silver 
basis was in sight? And now again the 
mere apprehension of a possibility of Mr. 
Bryan's election and of the consequent slip- 
ping. of our country upon the silver basis 
has already caused untold millions of our 
securities to be thrown upon the market in 
Europe as well as here. 


Business Orders Recalled. 


Scores of business orders are already re- 
called, a large number of manufacturing 
establishments have, already stopped or re- 
stricted their operations, enterprise is al- 
ready discouraged and nearly paralyzed. 
Many works of public utility by industrial 
or railroad companies have already been 
ordered off, thousands of workingmen are 
already thrown out of employment, gold ts 
already being hoarded, capital its already 
being sent out of the country to be invested 
in Europe. for safety.

Let us goon. Almost every man in active 
business is a debtor and a creditor at the 
same time—every mechant, every manufac- 
turer, a creditor to his customers and a debt- 
or to those from whom he buys. Let Mr. 
Bryan bring on his panic, and hundreds, if 
not thousands of them, although ever so sol- 
vent under ordinary circumstances, will 
break because they cannot pay what they 
owe, being unable to collect what is due 
thena. s 


Bryan’s Profound Discovery. 


Every bank, while being a creditor to its 
borrowers, is a debtor to its depositors. I 
say this with great deference to Mr. Bryan, 
for he has made a profound discovery in 
economic science. He says in hig New York 
speech: “It is sometimes asserted by our 
opponents that a bank belongs to the debtor 
class, but this is not true of-any solvent 
bank. Every statement published by a 
solvent bank: shows that the assets exceed 
the liabilities.”” According to Mr. Bryan, 
then, one must be a bankrupt in order to be 
a debtor, We always thought that heisa 
debtor who owes, whether he can pay.or not; 
and that he is a bankrupt who owes more 
than he has means to pay. But the new 
Bryanese doctrine changes al} this. The 
man who owes but can pay his debt is not 
a debtor, and therefore owes nobody. This 
will be welcome news to many of his sup- 
porters. ' 

But although Mr. Bryan is anxious to ex- 
clude the banks from his favorite class of 
debtors, he is not without solicitude for thetr 
welfare. He .is evidently haunted by the 
singular idea that the gold dollar will indef.- 
nitely go on appreciating, and that prices 
will indefinitely go on falling, and that we 
shall never touch bottom. He reasons that 
if the gold standard be maintained and 
prices continue falling ‘‘the bank is apt to 
lose more of its bad debts than it can gain 
by the increase of the purchasing power of 
its capital. and surplus.’”’ 

And to avert this trouble, which the bank- 
ers themselves almost unanimously refuse 
to see, Mr. Bryan proposes to make short 
work of them by a policy which will result 
in the establishment of the silver standard 
and make all the debts due to the banks 
pavable in 50-cent dollars. If he had the 
slightest conception of the nature of the 
banking business and of its history, and 
especially of its recent experiences, he 
would know that the banks are not imperiled 
by the maintenance of the existing stan- 
dard, but have been and will be imperiled 
by the danger of a debasement of that stan- 
dard, for*the very simple reason that such 
a danger causes a feeling of insecurity 
among depositors, a great many of whom 
will be anxious to withdraw their deposits 
and to get hold of their money before it 
depreciates, thus bringing on the greatest 
danger to a bank—a depositors’ run. 


Crisis of 180%. 


This is substantially what threatened in 
1893, when a grave doubt arose in the public 
mind whether the government would be able 
to maintain a gold standard. We were then 
within a hair’s breadth of a very widespread 
bankruptcy of the banks, and only the wisest 
management and the utmost efforts of the 
clearing houses preventedit. Nothing will 
be more apt to bring on such a catastrophe 
than Mr. Bryan’s election; and he will then 
have the satisfaction of welcoming a goodly 
number of insolvent banks:in the fold of the 
bankrupts whom he considers the only debt- 
ors worthy of the name. 

Among the farmers of the West and South 
there seems to be.an impression that the 
embarrassment of the banks will be of 
small concern to them. I would advise them 
well to consider how much the sale of their 
staple products depends upon the ability of 
the banks to advance the money for moving 
the crops. They would do well to remember 
1893, when, owing to the crisis of that year, 
the banking machinery did not work, when 
the large grain storage houses were sudden- 
ly obliged to_sell out, and thé grain prices 
dropped like fead in water. Do the farmers 
want to have that experience repeated ina 
ten-fold aggravated form? Then they have 
only to do that which always disturbs the 
functions of the .banking: system more dis- 
astrously than anything else—threaten with 
debasement the existing standard of value. 
Mr. Bryan’s election would do that work so 
thoroughly that the paralyzing effects would 
keenly be felt on every farm in the land. 

But we are told that the Bryan panic can- 
not last forever; that finally the business of 
the country will adjust itself to the silver 
basis; that then unrest will cease and that 
confidence and prosperity will return. No, 
the unrest will not cease. For with thé es- 
tablishment of the silver basis will come the 
disappointment of those who brought it on. 


How to Get Stlwer Dollars. 


It will be found that whoever wants silver 
dollars must either sell something for them 
or work for them or borrow them, or get 
them by begging or steal them; that whoever 
wants to borrow them must give satisfactory 
security, just as it was with gold dollars be- 
fore, and that everybody will want more sil- 
ver dollars than he wanted gold dollars to do 
the same business, because they will buy less. 
It will be found that the silver standard will 
not lower the rate of ‘nterest, but raise it, for 
the lender will make provision for a further 
depreciation of the silver money. It will be 
found that the West and South, in spite of 
the bombastic speeches now made, will need 
Eastern or European capital for the more 
rapid development of their resources just as 


emuch as before; that, while capital is lying 
jdle in. heaps, the South and West cannot get 
it as before, because the free coinage busi- 


ness will have ruined their credit and fright- 
eneii capital away by a sense of insecurity. 
It will be found thatif the South and West in 
their eager desire to get that capital would 
gladly make golc contracts for it, they will, 
according to the Chicago platform, be pre- 
vented from that, too, by a Bryanese law 
prohibiting gold contracts, as Mr. Bryan him- 
self expresses it, ‘‘in the interest of public 


policy,”” and that thus the South and West 


will be stripped of the only mearis to get the 


capital they so sorely need. It will, in short, 
be found that the disastrous conseqeuences of 
the free coinage policy will fall upon no part 
of the country with such crushing weight as 
upon the South and West. 


Upshot of It All. 


Well, end the upshot of it all? Those who 
now cry out that there must be more and 
cheaper money, because there is not gold 
enough, will then cry out that there must 
be more and cheaper money because there is 
not silver enough.

‘Laws He Would Chanke. 


There are laws and practices which, had 
I the power, I would promptly change, in the 
interest of common justice and equity. But 
because I am so minded I must oppose to 
the utmost a policy which, I am convinced, 
will immeasurably aggravate existing evils. 
I also know full well that a large majority 
of those who support free coinage are honest 
and well-meaning citizens, wishing to do 
right. But because I know this my blood 
stirs with indignation when I see the un- 
scrupulous efforts made to goad them on to 
their destruction. Il have witnessed in my

passion, and cupidity were so reckless and 
the speculation upon assumed popular igno- 
rance or rascality so audacious and wicked.

Look at this. To frighten the innocent 
with the terror of the unknown, a dreadful 
picture is painted of the “‘ money power ” of 
Wall street, and, worse still, the money 
power of England, as able, ready, and eager 
to “‘ corner ’’ the gold of the world, and thus 
to impoverish and enslave the people. Well, 
if the money power were able and eager to 
corner the gold of the world would the free 
silver coinage in the United States prevent 
it? I have shown that, by driving our goid 
straight into the jaws of the money power, 
free silver coinage would help that money 
power in cornering gold.

Tout 9 Bryan has in this line a bugbear 
all his own. In his New York speech, that 
great deliverance of his statesmanship, he 
said: “A gold standard encourages the 
hoarding of money, because money is rising; 
it also discourages enterprise and paralyzes 
industry.” This is unique. According to 
Mr. Bryan the “ goldbug will, under the 
gold standard, hoard his money and sit on 
it. because gold is rising in value; and so 
long as gold does not stop rising the gold- 
bug will not stop sitting on it. Why does 
Mr. Bryan consider the “ goldbug "’ so stu- 
pid? Suppose Mr. Bryan were correct in 
saying that gold money 15 rising in value, 
why should not then the ‘“ goldbug,’’. in- 
stead of sitting on his gold, lend it out on 
safe, rock-ribbed security at several per cent 
more?. He would be sure, under the gold 
standard, of getting his money back in un- 
impaired value. Can he not thus safely in- 
crease his gain? Poes not Mr. Bryan think 
the goldbug will be smart enough to see 
that? Does not Mr. Bryan know that good 
money is hoarded only when, if let out, it is 
in danger of returning in the shape of less 
valuable money, and that then money is 
scarce? Does he not know that good goes 
out freely and encouragingly into the bust- 
ness of the country when the owner is as- 
sured, as the gold standard would assure 
him, that it will come back in a money equal- 
ly valuable, and that then money is apt to be 
plenty? If Mr. Bryan does not know that, 
every intelligent grocery clerk can tell him. 
(Laughter. ] 


Bryan a Remarkable Man. 


Mr. Bryan is certainly a remarkable man, 
being still so young. I wonder how he found 
time to accumulate so enormous a store of 
misinformation, and to develop so mature an 
incapacity for understanding this subject. I 
say this in all seriousness, compelled by my 
respect for the exalted office to which Mr. 
Bryan aspires. Considering that for years 
the discussion of these questions has been his 
only business, and that he has remained so 
entirely unacquainted with the most rudi- 
mentary of economic principles and with the 
most conspicuous of business experience, 
we must concede that he not only does 
not know, but is unable to learn. Imagine 
such ignorance coupled with such assurance 
clothed with great power! Imagine him, as 
President of the United States, parading 
such childish absurdities in his messagés! 
It would make us the laughing-stock of the 
world, and every self-respecting American 
would hang his head in shame. 

But more. Resorting to that cheapest of 
all hackneyed tricks of demagogy, the ex- 
citement of American feeling against En- 
gland in particular and Europe in 
general, they tell us that, like a ‘ con- 
quered race,’ we are paying “tribute” to 
the foreigner. What has Europe done to 
““gubjugate ’’ us? Nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing, but lend us money, She did not force her 
money upon us, but lent it when we asked 
for it and were glad to receive it. She lent 
us money when we needed it to. maintain 
the Union and were in dire distress. Shelent 
us ‘money when we wished it to develop 
the resources, of our new country, and now 
what does Europe ask for? Nothing but 
what we promised to pay when we took 
what she lent. Where is- the tribute? It is 
said that Europe largely profited on the 
loans. On the war bonds, yes, and, having 
been helped in need, we did not grudge it. 
But as for the rest—is- it not 
true also that untold millions of 
European money have ‘been sunk 
in American enterprises that failed? Trib- 


ute indeed! This word can be prompted: 


only by that mean spirit which cajoles the 
lender as a friend when his money is asked 
for, and treats him as an enemy and outlaw 
when he asks for his dues. Is this thespirit 
6f the American people? 


Seek to Make Discord.

They tell the farmer—most cruel deception! 
—that he must and will be made independent 
of the world abroad, while year after year 
from $500,000,000 to $700,000,000 worth of our 
agricultural products must seek the foreign 
market to find purchasers, and while nothing 
will hurt the farmer more than a serious 
impairment of the great home market by a 
business crisis. 


Proclaim Themselves Champions. 


They proclaim themselves the _ special 
champions of the toiling masses, while their 
policy would rob the laboring man of half of 
his savings, and grievously curtail the value 
of his wages. Am I asked, if the silver 
standard will relatively reduce wages, why 
s0 many employers of labor are opposed to 
it? The reason is obvious: because, aside 
from .all considerations of sentiment, the 
prudent employers of labor know that they 
would lose vastly more through the disas- 
trous” disturbance of business sure to be 
caused by a free coinage victory then they 
could possibly gain by the cheapening of 
labor.

Favorite Trick of Despots. 


The agitators denounce the gold standard 
as the device of monarchs and aristocrats, 
while the history of the world teaches that 
from time immemorial it wasa favorite trick 
ef unscrupulous despots to fleece their sub- 
jects by debasing the coin of the realm, and 
that those who out of the monetary confusion 
evolved fixed standards of values and money 
that would not cheat, have always been 
ranked among the most meritorious bene- 
factors of mankind, and especially of the 
poor and weak. 

They seek to inflame the vanity of the 
American people by telling them that we 


are great and strong enough to maintain any 


monetary system we like and to keep up the 
value of our money without regard to all the 
world abroad—while our own history teaches 
us that a century ago the American people 
were strong enough to shake off the yoke of 
Great Britain, but not strong enough to save 
their continental money from declining in 
value to nothing; that in recent times the 


American people were strong enough to sub-. 


due a gigantic rebellion, but not strong 
enough to keep an infinite issue of green- 
backs at par, and that this republic may be 
able to conquer the world, but it will not be 
able to make twice two five, or to make itself 
richer by watering its currency. 

They speak of the silver dollar as the 
money of the Constitution, while they must 
know that there is not one single word in the

Such things the free coinage agitators tell 
the American people, assuming them to be 
without intelligence. Far worse are the ap- 
peals they address to them, assuming them 
to be without moral sense. ces 

They have been teaching the people that 
because the prices of wheat and other things 
have fallen about one-half since the so- 
called demonetization year, 1873—I have 
shown why those prices have fallen—it 1s not 
equitable that debtors should be held to pay 
more than half the amount of their debts in 
gold,*that they should be released in cor- 
respondence with the decline of prices, and 
that it~ would therefore be right to reduce 
by free silver coinage the value of the debt- 
paying money by one-half. 

How Would It Apply to Our Debts?f 

If this were right as a general principle, 
how would it apply to our debts? Of our 
government bonds there are very few that 
dec not bear date long after 1873. Many of 
them were sold for the ¢xpress purpose of 
bringing gold into the Treasury. Our cor- 
poration bonds are, as a rule, also quite 
young. But all these obligations are a mere 
trifle compared with the immense sums of 
debt: contracted in the daily transactions of 
business. The average life of a real estate 
mortgage is only five years. But probably 
nine-tenths of all our debts are those be- 
tweén firm and firm or between man ana 
man in’ the form of notes, bills of exchange, 
wage bills, and open accounts, the amount 
of which is incalculable. How old are these? 
from one hour to six months. How would 
the principle apply to them?. Would there 
be any equity, or any shadow, or pretense, 
or quibble of equity in scaling them down 
50 per cent by a sudden drop from the gold 
to the silver basis? 

Subject the principle itself to a simple 
test. When I contract a debt, I owe what it 
is mutually understood that I am to pay. 
Our. whole business life and social fabric, 
all human intercourse, rests upon the bind- 
ing force of such understandings. Unless 
it be expressly understood, has the debtor 

he slightest right or reason to demand that 
the creditor shall be satisfied with a less 
amount in payment if wheat or cotton or 
something else had meanwhile declined in 
price? If so, would not the ereditor also 
have the right to demand that the debtor 
shoujJd pay more in proportion if wheat or 
cotton or something else meanwhile had 
risen in price? If neither of them had 
thought of proposing or accepting so ad- 
venturous a contract, how can such claims 
be justified if based upon a mere secret men- 
tal reservation or an arbitrary after- 
Is it not monstreus that such an 
assumption should be taken as a warrant 
for the reduction at one sweep of all debts 
by a debasement of the standard-of value? 


End of All Confidenee, 


You "yecognize such a principle and carry 
it into general practice, and there will be the 
end of all confidence between man and man, 
the cessation of all credit and trust, the 
utter subversion of the moral rules governing 
human intercourse, an unbridled reign or 
fraudulent pfetence and unscrupulous greed 
—in one word, the overflow of civilized life.

And yet he who has watched the free 
coinage agitation knows that just this ap- 
peal to debtors is one of its main allure- 
Listen to their speeches, read their 
literature, and you meet ever recurring; 
now in soft-spoken circumlocution, now in 
sly suggestion, now in the language of 
brazen cynicism, the promise that free coin- 
age will enable the debtor to get rid of his 
obligations by paying only a part of them. 
It is a scheme of wanton repudiation of pri- 
vate as well as public debts, not as if we 
eould not pay in full, but because we would 
prefer not to pay in full—the practice re- 
sorted to by the fraudulent bankrupt—and 
this sanctioned by law, as a part of our 
national policy.

‘*‘ Nothing. my fellow-citizens, will accom- 
plish that but work—work at fair wages— 
and that will only come tlyrough confidence, 
restored by a wise finandcial and industria] 
policy. [Cheers and cries of “ Hurrah for 
McKinley!’""} Remember that money is 
never willingly idle any more than labor ts 
willingly idle. If money is ever idle it is 
because it fears loss. The way to dispel 
that fear is to insure business stability and 
business confidence. {Cries of “ That's 
right.’’] 

“We cannot have work if we do not have 
wealth somewhere, and we cannot have 
wealth without work,.for work Is at the foun- 
dation of all wealth. [Great applause.] The 
power to get hold of money—I don’t care 
what business we are in—depends whether 
the man who owns money wants what we 
have and needs what we have more than 
he wants or needs his money. [Applause 
and cries of **‘ That’sright.’’] If we have our 
labor we can get pay for it if somebody 
wants it who can pay for it, and he nev+2r 
wants it unless it is necessary to have it 
for his conventence or comfort, or to pro- 
duce something from which he é¢an make 
a profit out of his money.

Changed Measure Does Increase Values 

“If we want to borrow money our ability 
to get it is measured by the confidence the’ 
possessor has in our ability and disposition 
to repay it. That is true whatever kind of 
money we have. And there is another thing 
we ought to remember, and that Is, free sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1, or any other ratio, 
will not repeal the great law of supply and 
demand. [Cheers.] 

“It is a grave error to suppose you can 
enhance values by diminishing the value of 
money-—-that you can increase the value of 
anything by changing its meausure. You 
can no more do that than you can increase 
the quantity by diminishing the measure. 
Garfield uttered a great truth when speak- 
ing for the resumption of specie payments. 
He said: ‘In the name of every man who 
wants his own when he has earned it, I 
demand that. we do not make the wages of 
the poor man to shrivel in his hands after 
he has earned them [applause], but that .

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 5.—[{Special.]—The 
reception which Milwaukee gave to William 
J. Bryan, *“* The Boy Orator of the Platte,” 
Was not exactly a frost, but it was not the 
enthusiastic and howling success which the 
Popocratic candidate or managers had 
hoped for. In fact, Mr. Bryan is a trifle dis- 
‘appointed at the manner in which the staid 
old Germans received him. 

The special train bearing the nominee and 
his party arrived here from Chicago a few 
minutes after 11 o’clock a.m. Tha Milwau- 
kee Reception committee, consisting of 
Chairman George W. Peck, W. C. Silver- 
thorne, candidate for Governor; Judge Cate 
of Stevens Point, Amos Holgate of Marin- 
étte, and Peter Pawinski of this city, re- 
ceived the candidate, and extended to Bryan 
a welcome in the name of the Popocrats of 
the State. 

There were no brass bands or swelling and 
cheering crowds to greet him at the depot. 
In the crowd in front of the depot there were 
1,500 people. A procession was formed, con- 
sisting of the local Bryan club to the num- 
ber of 100, and the Reception committee, and 

‘escorted the nominee to the Plankinton 
House. Along the route there were three or 
four attempts made to get up enthusiastic 
demonstrations, but there were not half a 
dozen occasions on which Mr. Bryan felt 
called upon to raise his hat. 


Shakes Hands with Some People. 

At the hotel Bryan was escorted to the 
balcony, where he thanked the 2,500 people 
who were assembled and excused himself 
from making a speech. He was loudly 
cheered and retired to the lobby of the hotel, 
where he shook hands with the crowd fora 
short time. | : 

There were about 5,000 people at the Na- 
tional Park in the afternoon, despite the 
threatening weather. It was nearly 3 o'clock 
when Mr. Bryan arrived. In the meantime 
rain began to fall and a large portion of the 
crowd got disgusted and wentaway. A large 
number waited, however, paying ng attention 
to the rain, but after the candidate walked 
on the platform under a large umbrella and 
the curiosity was satisfied by a look, they 
walked away. Bryan started to talk against 
the rain to about 2,000 enthusiasts, who 
weathered the storm and,listened to him, al- 
though they were drenched to the skin. They 
could not hear much, but they were content 
to.look at him. After he had talked for bailf 
an hour the rain ceased and the crowd which 
had sought shelter returned to the park. 
He spoke for another half hour. The crowd 
Was extremely enthusiastic.

Why will you let men who are interested 
pecuniarily in having bonds issued by this 
government because the bonds are sold to 
them at enormous profits—why will you let 
those men decide whether bond issues are a 
good thing for the American people? 

“They say that we are arraying one class 
of society against another. Ideny it. But, 
my friends, if a burglar comes to my house 
I have a right to call all my family up to 
keep him out, and it doesn’t make me ma: 
if, as he starts away, he turns around and 
shouts at me that 1 am trying to array my 
family against him. 

Arraying the Classes. 

*‘ When men array themselves against so- 
ciety, society has a right to array itself 
against. them: When syndicates try to run: 
this government, the people who are opposed 
to syndicates have the right to array them- 
selves against them, and no abuse that 
their agents can heap upon us, no name 
th@t they can call us, can drive us from 
what we conceive to be not only our right, 
but our duty, to defend our home and our 
firesides against their invasion. 

“The success of the Chicago ticket is not 
dangerous to a man who wants to eat the 
bread that he earns. The success of the 
Chicago tieket is dangerous only to thg man 
who wants to eat the bread that somebody 
else earns. [Applause.] 

“We have been led to suppose by some 
of the advocates of-the gold standard that 
Wisconsin was a gold standard State. I 
have been very much gratified to notice the 


fore the Chicago convention the silver sen- 
timent had grown so amazingly in this State 
for the opportunity it had had that I was 
really surprised, and since the Chicago con- 
vention it has grown even more rapidly than 
it did before. 

‘** Now, I am not afraid to discuss the sil- 
ver question before any cOMmunity where 
they hdd progressed sufficiently in intel- 
lectual development to know that you cannot 
keep both ends of a teeter-board up at once. 
Whenever I strike a community where they 
think that you can keep both ends of a 
teeter-board up at the same time, then I 
close my valise and go home without talking. 


Ratio of Money and Property. 


‘But where they know enough of what 
goes on around them to know that when one 
end of the teeter-board is down the other is 
up, and when the other end is up one end is 
down; then I can make a silver speech and 
know that they can understand it. 

‘Why? Because it is just so with money 
and property. Whenever money goes up 
property goes down. You cangnt have adol- 
lar that buys more unless you have property 
that sellsforless. Now, thatisa fair propo- 
sition, so simple that anybody who has 
money and wants it to goup can understand 
the advantage of a gold standard, and any- 
body who has property and does not want 
it to go down can understand the advantage 
of bimetallism. 

‘“‘ This is the great, deep question that you 
are supposed not to be able to understand. 
Whenever I find a man whosays that this 
money question is too deep for youl finda 
man who thinks it is just deep enough for 
himself. As’ a matter of fact, it is not a 
complicated question. The principle that 
underlies this money question is a simple one. 

‘*Some people ask why did they demone- 
tize silver. They demonetized it because they 
did not want so much money in the world. 
Now, you say, why didn’t they demonetize 
gold-instead of silver? In the first place 
there is a larger proportion of gold used in 
the arts a larger proportion of the annual 
producg of gold that is tsed in the arts, and 
therefore a less proportion of it available 
for coin. 

‘“ Another thing, at that time the supply 
of silver was increasing, and therefore by 
demonetizing silver they would leave gold 
as the only money that could replenish the 
currency of the world, and as they knew that 
the supply of gold available for coinage each 
year was not sufficient to keep pace with the 
demand for money, they knew that a gold 
standard would simply mean that a dollar 
should greatly rise in value. I believe that 
that is what was behind the demonetization 
‘of silver, but it was not know except to the 
few people who were manipulating the 
finances and my friends. 


Gold’s Dark Methods. 

‘‘T want you to remember this, that the 
gold standard has neventaken a step in the 
light: that the gold standard has never 
fought a battle in an open field, and itis not 
fighting it this year. Do you mean to say 
there were no advocates of the gold standard 
in the St. Louis convention? Why, there 
were lots of people in that St. Louis conven-

Gap Between Gold and Silver. 

‘* We believe that the gap between gold and 
silver has been produced by hostile legisla- 
tion, and that friendly legislation will close

will today. That is one of the things that 
people do not seem to be able to understand, 
And if they do understand it they don’t want 
anybody else to know that they under- 
stand it. 

« What we complain of is that the money- 
owning and money-changing classes have 
been making dollars dearer, and therefore 
have been making dollars scarcer, and you 
people who have property have aright to pro- 
tect yourselves against the conspiracy to 
destroy part of the value of your property.

. “*T know a banker in Buffalo who wrote 
an article the other day in which he said 
that upon the success of the business-men 
depended the success of the laborer and the 
farmer., Think of that. Thére is no person 
in this audience who would make that mis- 
take, because no man who will stand here 
in the rain belongs to the people who would 
make that kind of a mistake. | 

“Why, my friends, it simply reverses the 
process. Upon the laboring man and the 
farmer depends all the rest of society. They 
do not depend on the business-man. You 
have to create wealth before you can ex- 
change wealth. The btusiness-man is the 
man who exchanges wealth, not the man 
who produces it. I have had occasion to

“The farmers and laborers are the founda- 


tion of society. The business-men, the com-

In his addresses tonight Bryan did not 
repeat himself as much as usual. It was a 
sensational speech and he created a great 
amount of.enthuslasm. When Mr. Bryan 
‘addressed the overflow meeting in the open 
air he was listened to by about 10,000 people. 
The speech was short but was well received. 

Mr. Bryan spoke at the Opera-House in 
part as follows: 

** I learned early in life that a public officer 
was but a public servant, and I think it is 
an idea which we ought always to bear in 
mind, Officers are not elected to think for 
the people; the people are supposed to think 
for themselves. They are elected to act for 
the people simply because the people are so 
numerous that they cannot act for them- 
selves in these capacities. An officer, 1 
might say, is a necessary evil. 

“This money question which today over- 
shadows all other questions has been thrust 
upon the American people not so much by 
the advocates of free coinage as by the op- 
ponents of free coinage. As soon as the last 
campaign closed the moneyed interests of 
this country made a combined attack on 
what was known as the Sherman law. 

*“ They said that the gold was going abroad 
and if they repealed the Sherman law goid 
would stop going abroad. After a struggle 
that has seldom been equaled they succeeded 
in repealing the Sherman law without con- 
dition and then gold went abroad faster than 
before, Then they began to issue bonds to 
get enough gold to furnish it to those who 
wanted to send it abroad, or who wanted to 
put it away in their vaults, or wanted to 
make an excuse for the issue of more bonds. 
They issued $50,000,000 of bonds and then 
$50,000,000 more of bonds, and then the ad- 
ministration entered what was known as the 
Rothschild contract. 

‘* My friends, let me dwell just one moment 
upon that contract. I call your attention to 
the fact that while that contract was made 
by a Democratic administration it was sup- 
ported by all the leading members of the Re- 
publican party. And more than that, the 
Republican party in convention assembled 
did not denounce or criticise that Rothschild 
contract, because the men who wrote the 
Republican platform have always justified 
the President's conduct. 


Infamous Gold Contract. 


‘‘T want to say to you that in my humble 
judgment that contract was the most in- 
famous one that was ever entered into by 
this Nation. ‘That contract at an enormous 
price employed certain financiers in New 
York and London to look after the Treasury 
and protect it.. : 

‘‘T am not willing to admit that this gov- 
ernment éxists by sufferance of any syndic- 
ate, foreign or domestic. More than that, 
assert that more than seventy million of 
people In their majesty and strength have a 
government, or should have a government, 
which cannot only live without the aid of 
these syndicates, but can live in spite of 
anything that these syndicates may do. 

‘‘Tam not surprised that members-of that 
syndicate are opposed to the Democratic 
party because the Democratic party be- 
lieves that this government can get along 
without them; and more than that, if they 
imagine that they can injure this govern- 
ment and dare totry it, Isay the Democratic 
party believes that they ought to be treated 
like any other conspirator. 

‘* Cicero once said to his son: ‘ Don’t go 
into the retail business. The retail business 
is a small and vulgar business. Go into the 
wholesale business; that is a respectable 
business.’ 

‘My friends, this doctrine seems to be 
applied to those who would injure the gov- 
ernment. If a man attempts to do the gov- 
ernment a small injury he is a contemptible 
man who ought to be punished, but.if he at- 
tempts to do the government a great injury 
he goes into the wholesale business and it 
becomes respectable, and then the govern- 
ment must negotia@® with him. 


How the Bond Issue Worked. 
“When .the government.sold bonds at 


-home the officlals saw that people went to 


the Treasury and drew out of it a part of 
the gold to pay for the bonds: therefore the 
Treasury people thought that they would try 
to sell their bonds abroad to see if they 
could not avoid the necessity of furnishing 
the gold that these people were trying to 
draw out, for that is what can be done under 
the present law. 

** Let me show what has been done. The 
government decided to. isswe $50,000,000 of 
bonds to buy gold... Now, suppose you want 
to buy bonds: you go to the Secretary of the 
Treasury and he says he has some bonds to 
sell, and you hand him a thousand dollars of 
greenbacks or Treasury notes. He says: 
*I cannot accept these for bends ’: you say, 
‘Why not? Are not these greenbacks and 
Treasury notes good?’ He says, ‘ Yes: they 
are good for most things, but these bonds 
are sold to get gold; therefore,-we must de- 
mand gold for the bonds.’ You say to him, 
‘All right, Mr. Secretary, if you won't give 
me the bonds for these greenbacks and 
Treasury notes, I will just deposit them and 
The Sec- 
retary says, ‘ That is all right, that is what 
we are here for,’ and he hands it out. Then 
ne hands out a thousand dollars in gold and 
then you say to him, ‘ Do I understand that 
you have some bonds for sale for which you 
want gold?’ and he says, * Yes,’ and you hand 
him the gold and you say to him, ‘ Here. Mr. 
Secretary, is your gold; . now give me the 
bonds.’ 

Gold Withdrawn to Buy Bonds. 

‘And so it has gone on, and when the 
Treasurer has issued $50,000,000 of bonds 
the amount of gold drawn out during the 
time between the publication of the notice 
and the issue of the bonds was something 
like $80,000,000. In other words, to the ex- 
tent of the money withdrawn for the purpose 
of buying bonds, the government simply al- 
lowed the gold to pass out of the Treasury, 
and then they sold the bonds that were issued 
for this very. gold they were going: to pur- 
chase. When they issued the next fifty 
million another large amount of gold was 
withdrawn to pay for the bonds.”’ 

‘‘ Then they’ made.the Rothschild contract. 
They simply enlarged the circle a little, and 
before the time was up in which the syn- 


dicate agreed to protect the Treasury—be- 


fore that time was up bonds which had been 
sent to Europe and sold at 104% had. been 
brought back from Europe and sold in the 
New York market for more than 120, and 
that gold was then taken back to: Europe 
again. This is financiering as she is taught 
in New York. 

‘‘ Now, my friends, we issued the next hun- 
dred million. It was first suggested that 
they were going to issue the bonds at private 
sale, and a syndicate was formed. for the 
purpose of purchasing these bonds. It was 
stated in the papers at the time that that 
syndicate would give about 105° for the 
bonds. Finally it was decided to issue the 
bonds at public auction, and the head of the 
syndicate, which started out to buy the 
bonds at 105, within a few minutes of the 
time for the opening of the bids handed‘in 
another bid of 110 and a fraction, raising 
the bid they hati formerly made by about 
$5,000,000 on the purchase of $100,000,000 of 
bonds. ! 

Only One Way to Stop It. 

“The Republican party does not protest 
against this kind of administration of the 
Treasury Department. The Democratic 
party does protest against it, and what is 
the result? Every man who has been profit- 
ing out of the extremities of the government 
and using the necessities of the government 
for public plunder has left our party to find 
congenial association elsewhere. 

‘There is only one way to stop this con- 
stant issue of bonds, and that is to allow the 
covernment to use the option of redemption 
in either gold or silver. : 

‘“Q@ur opponents tell us that if we will re- 
tire the greenbacks and Treasury notes that 
this drain on the Treasury will stop. ‘here 
is always one thing that has bothered me in 
this * proposition. If these banks are in 
earnest in their desire to relieve the Treasury 
Department of the burden of furnishing gold 
for export all they need to do is to save up 
all the gold they can and stand ready to 
belp the Treasury by furnjShing it with that 
gold, ., ‘ 

“The fact is that the financiers, when 
there was an election pending, after increas- 
ing the bonded debt of this country and 
bleeding the Treasutfy at every opportunity, 
have suddenly ¢ome to the conclusion 
tnat another bond issue before election 
would have disastrous consequences and 
therefore they are trying to bolster up the 
Treasury by/the impors&tion of a few mill- 
ion dollars of gold untifafter the emergency 
is past. 

“What is going to be the result when the 
Why, the gold Which they 
now furnish in exchange for Treasury notes 
and greenbacks can be withdrawn the. next 
day/after the election by the presentation of 
greenbacks and Treasury notes. 

Regarding Bank Notes. 

“ The retirement of greenbacks and Treas- 
ury notes will not remedy this condition. 
The only reason foy retiring greenbacks and 


the Treasury notes is to permit the banksto | 


issue notes upon bonds, and thus draw inter- 
est which the people will have to pay. 


** Suppose you wipe out all the greenbacks 


and Treasury notes, and have the banks 
to issue gold. They are allowed tinder the 
law to pay out either gold or silver, just as 
the government does now. If the banks re- 
fuse to furnish gold without charging a 
premium, would you not have the’ same con- 
dition which you have now? Do you be- 
lieve the banks could always furnish the 
money which the people wanted when they 
presented their notes? If you think so re- 
fresh your memories by going back to the 
time of the war.

| lawful money, and ‘a bank at any time 
during the war could redeem its notes either 
in gold, silver, or greenbacks. Which did 
they issue? Didthey issue any gold? O, no, 
for gold was at a premium then. Did they 
issue any silver? O, no, for silver was ata 
higher premium than gold. What did they 
issue? They issued the cheapest money 
they could get, and the gréenback was the 
money used to re:.eem the bank notes. The 
greenback has always been as good as the 
bank note, because the greenback always 
stood behind the bank note, and if the green- 
back is good enough to stand behind a bank 
note it is good enough to stand in the open 
without any bank note in front of it. 

‘But suppose we wipe out the greenback 
and Treasury note? It will be insisted that 
the government cannot keep every dollar 
as good as every other dollar unless it stands 
ready to redeem every silver dollar and 
every silver certificate in gold if gold is de- 
manded, and if they do that then you start 
another endless chain. 

“It is not the fault of the greenback or the 
Treasury note, it is the fault of the con- 
struction placed upon the law. 

“ If we are going to have two kinds of legal 
tender money which the people can usé to 
pay their debts to the government that 
money should be used by the government 
in paying the debts they owe to the people.”

Speaks at Henosha. 


Kenosha was the next stop and 1,000 people 
were at the depot. Mr. Bryan spoke as fol- 
lows: 

‘* Ladies and Gentlemen: It is natural 
that. in a country like this, where all power 
emanates from the people, and when officers 
are chosen by the people that they should 
feel an interest in public affairs and the 
campaigns through which they pass. When 
a time comes when some great question 
forces. itself to the front the interest ts 
deepened, and we have reached such a time. 
Often it is a matter of comparatively little 
importance whether an issue before the 
people is settled that year or next or a 
few years in the future, but there are times 
when great results depend on a campaign, 
and we have reached such a time. 

‘The money question has been forced 
upon the attention of the people by those 
who are not satisfied with the gradual ap- 
preciation of the dollar, but have sought to 
hasten its rise. It certainly has been too 
rapid before for the welfare of the people, 
but those who were the beneficiaries of the 
appreciation of the dollar were not satisfied 
and attempted to hasten its rise by action, 
still more hostile to the white metal. They 
have not been content to let the people have 
an inereased volume of money, but they 
secured the repeal of the Sherman law and 
put nothing in its place and then began to 
issue bonds because hard times had made it 
impossible to invest money in enterprises. 
Property was falling, and when property is 
falling people do not want to invest in prop- 
erty. They want to invest in money, and 
then when money was idle and they could 
not find profitable investments in enter- 
prises some wanted to draw a good inter- 
cst on it in safe investments. 

‘*‘In my judement those who wanteda safe 
investment and wanted government bonds 
issued were to a large extent responsible for 
the result. In our platforms we have de- 
clared against the issue of bondsin times of 
peace. When you come to consider these 
questions the interests of the people who 
must pay taxes which pays the bonds should 
be considered rather than/the people who 
desire to profit by taxation wrung from a 
people already overburdened. We knew 
when we put the clause in your platform 
against the issue of bonds we would lose the 
bondholders, but we want the people who 
pay the taxes.”’ | 

Talks Again at Racine. 

About 1,800 péople were gathered at the 
depot at Racing and Bryan was greeted with 
cheers. He said: } 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen: When I see a 
large number of people like this, who seem 
to be interested in the success of the cam- 
paign upon Which we have started, I some- 
times wonder whether it is possiblé that 
you people are deserving of the names that 
are being applied to you. If I am an An- 
archist, then all who want mé elected must 
be Anarchists also. “When I look into your

‘“‘Andrew Jackson said there were no neces- 
sary evils in government; that its evils grew 
out of its abuse. Some people do not draw 
any lines between government and the 
abuse of government, and whenever people 
speak out against an abuse of government 
those who are making money out of. the 
abuse generally find fault with the people 
who complain, and try to put them in the atti- 
tude of opponents of government. [ want 
to assure you the most loyal supporters of 
government are not found in the great trusts 
which think they are greater than the goy- 
ernment and control it. They are found 
among the masses, who want.to secure love 
for the government from every citizen by 
making it so good it will deserve theif love. 
Remember you cannot reform evil by talk- 
ing; you have got to reform it by voting. 

‘‘ People may complain as much as they 
iike about a bad law, but the way to get rid 
of it is to repeal it, and the way to repeal it 
is to vote for those who believe in repealing 
the laws that are bad and not those who want 
to make more bad laws and keen all the bad 
laws already in existence. If the people of 
this country would all recognize the power 
of the ballot and use that ballot as they 
should there would be less complaint against 
injustice. If our laws are bad, remember 
the people who permit the laws to remain 
bad are to blame, If our laws are to be 
good those who want them good have got to 
nake them good. I thank you.”

EMPEROR WILLIAM ATTENDS . THE 
ARMY MANEUVERS. 


Death of Prince Lobanof Will Cause 
No Alteration in the Plans of the 
European Powers in Turkey--The 
Memorable Sedan Day Passes Qui- 
etly—Interest in Napoleon’s Surren- 
derDying Out—Alarmed at Popu- 
larity of American Cycles. 


Berlin, Sept. 5.—[Copyrighted, 1806, by 
the Associated Press.}—The great parades 
preceding the big fall Maneuvers have fair- 
ly begun. The Emperor and the King of 
Saxony on Thursday reviewed the Saxon 
army corps, numbering 50,000 men. The men 
compose the east during the maneuvers. 


Prégram Is Unchanged. | 

With regard to political features and the 
meeting of Emperor William and the Czar, 
Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial Chancello-, 
has officially announced that the death of 
the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Prince Lobanoff-Rostovsky, ‘will not alter 
the program.

Sedan Day Quiet. 


Sedan day passed very quietly this year. 
Some decorations were put up, but business 
was not interrupted and there were no big 
parades. 


« Even a majority of the newspapers were 


silent, and the rain in the evening prevented 
the intended illumination of the exposition. 


The general impression is that the desire to 


celebrate the surrender of Napoleon III. to 
the Prussians at Sedan is dying out. 


Wheelmakers Alarmed. 


The bicycle manufacturers of Germany 
are greatly alarmed at the progress which 
American wheels have made in this country 
during the last few months, and they have 
adopted novel methods in meeting the Amer- 
ican competition. 

Farly this year one of the most prominent 
American manufacturers established an 
agency in Berlin,’ and at once found a large 
field for its bicycles, which ‘were a revela- 
tion to the people here, who have been ac- 
customed to the ponderous German ma- 
chines. Princess Hohenlohe and all the 
smart set in Berlin bought American wheels, 
which soon began to be seen on all sides in 
The ._Americans, who were 
heavy advertisers in all the German papers, 
were this week astonished to receive notice 
that henceforth their advertisements could 
not be received. The fact finally developed 
that all the German manufacturers had en- 


' tered into an agreement that they would 


withdraw their advertisements from any 


_ paper accepting advertisements from Amer- 


ican bicycle firms. 

The German sporting papers have taken 
the matter up in the interest of their coun- 
trymen. The Radwelt, the most important 


| cycling paper in Germany, has been particu- 


larly bitter and appeals to Germans, as a 
matter of patriotism, not to buy American 
wheels. The paper referred to pointed out. 
that the German machines worth 300 marks 
sent to America have te pay a duty of 105 
marks, while American machines of the same 
value have to pay a duty of 3 marks in Ger- 
many. It adds that the Reichstag will, at 
its coming session, be presénted with ‘an 
‘irresistible ” petition to raise the duty as 
high as America’s, and continues: 

** But in the meantime the public must-face 
the invasion of American and foreign man- 
ufacturers by sheer patriotism. 

“Out of what material these cycles are 
made every sensible man .will easily im- 
agine.. The German industry has no fear 
on account of the price and good quality of 
their materials of any competition. On the 
contrary, they are above any other people 
as regards solidity of their fabric and cheap- 
ness." * 

Thus the matter stands at present, but as 
the American firm has contracts with some 
of the papers which now refuse their ad- 
vertisements legal developments are possi- 
ble. =

Omthe other hand 
the increase in the number of persons em- 
ployed in the different industries is 30 per 
cent, and in commerce 45 per cent. 


Another Colonial Scandal. 

The Hamburg correspondent announces 
another colonial scandal. The Governor of 
German East Africa, Loutwein, is charged 
with incapacity in dealing with the hostile 
Hereros and Hottentots, and all the afficers 
and government employés under him threat- 
en to resign unless he is recalled. 


American Imports Watched. 

An offrcial report of the Ministry of Hus- 
bandry says regarding pork that the Amerf- 
can imports are closely watched, as there 
have been several cases of evading the legal 
precautions taken. But, it is noted, that 
no cases of trichinosis in American pork 
have been reported for a lorg time. In spite 
of’ this, and in order te obtain absolute 
data, a special inquiry into the importation 
of American pork is now proceeding 
through the empire.

PROF. JORDAN'S JOKE ON THE PUBLIC. 
Composite Photograph of a Cat by the 
“Astral Camera Club of — 
Aleade.” 
—_—_— ‘ ° 

Dayid StarrWordan, President of Stan- 
ford University, has just presented himself 
to the country as.a scientfic joker in a paper 
on the “ Sympsychograph ”’ in the current 
issue of the Popular Science Monthly. 

Prof. Jordan seriously describes an ex- 
periment of the “ Astral Camera Club of 
Alcade,” proving a:thought will leave an 
impression on a sensitivye-plate—in other 
words that thoughts may be photographed. 

The “ Astral Camera club” was formed, 
he explains, to investigate modern prob- 
lems along the purely scientific lines of pho- 
tography. It made extensive tests of the 
Roentgen ray and kept abreast of the latest 
investigations of the scientists of Europe and 
was much interested in an experiment of 
Prof. Inglis Rogers of London, who found 
* Pictures could be produced in darkness 
by means of invisible: force, and invisible 
waves sent out through the mind could also 
affect“a sensitive plate.” 

He then describes with scientific detail 


‘how Prof, Rogers gazed fixcdly at a postage 


stamp for a few minutes, then retired toa 
dark room and looked vanity = camera at 
a sensitive plate, the result ing a photo- 
graph, somewhat blurred, of the postage 
stamp which was in his mind. . 

The Astral Camera club was much inter- 
ested in this experiment, and seven of its

members undertook to beat it by visualizing 


an imaginary conception of a cat. The al- 


leged result, a composite photograph of 
their feline thoughts, is printed in the Popu- 
lar Science Monthly. In describing the pic- 
ture President Jordan says: 

‘* As might be expected in a first attempt, 
there is a lack of cotrdination of the parts. 

{r. Gridley, the schoolmaster, had planned 

is cat 6n a large scale—a .huge cat face, 
with gray, radiant whiskers, looking directly 
at the beholder. Most of the others thought 
of the cat in lateral view or profile. These 
variant and vagrant individual impressions 
naturally appeared on the camera before 
the other waves were codrdinated and the 
reflex influences came from all to one, 
regulating and codrdinating the thought of 
the cat. Fhus these preliminary impres- 
sions are recorded as ghost pictures in 
various places about the plate before the 
ultimate composite viewswas achieved.” 

This is conclusively abstruse, but the 
closing sentence of the paper gives the 
credulous reader a sad awakening: 

‘‘Meanwhile the cat of Mr. Thompson, 
the janitor, who alone could answer this 
question, lay in the darkness under the warm 
stove and purred softly.” 

And this, it is said, is the truth, the only 
truth in the article.. The photograph was 
made up by Prof. Sanford (one of President 
Jordan’s faculty).of seven composite views 
of the college janitor’s cat. and for the ex- 
press purpose of assisting in this hoax upon 
the innocent public. ' ;

Jackson County Bank of Black River 
Falls, Wis., Is Placed in the.

mer President. The petitioner alleges the 
bank to owe depositors, due on demand, $45,- 
00U, and that the same is insolvent. S. P. 
Jones of this city was appointed receiver. 
The semi-annual statement published in 
July showed there was due depositors $50,- 
844, with ample resourees. Up to the pres- 
ent time the receiver has made no statement 
as to resources and liabilities.

Seven deaths were reported from the 
disease on Friday, and this is more‘than for 
anyjone day since the epidemic of 1892, Im- 
pure drinking water is said to be the cause 
of the large number of cases. 

In August, 1895, there were fifty-nine deaths 
from the disease. In August, 3806, there were 
sixty-four deaths from the same cause, and 
the increase in the number of cases reported 
thus far this month is considered alarming. 

If the deaths continue at the present rate 
from the disease the total number of deaths 
for this month it is said willexceed 100. The 
daily average of deaths from the disease for 
the first week of the present month is 3 1-6, 
which the health Officials regard as excessive. 

The prevalence of typhoid fever is not con- 
fined to any one district, but is spread 
throughout the city. 

OO = pees propia of Health Kerr said yester- 

ay: 
‘The condition of the drinking water is 
bad, and great care should be taken before 
using it. The present excessive number of 
typhoid fever cases in the city is directly 
traceable to this condition, and all water 
should either be boiled or filtered before e- 
ing used for drinking purposes,”’ 

City Chemist Kennicott said: 

‘To boil water for five or ten minutes Is 
not enough. It should be boiled for at least 
thirty minutes to effectually destroy the dis- 
ease germs. If the water is properly boiled 
there is no danger in using it.”’ 


SHOOTS AT A STEER AND HITS A MAN.

A Grove of steers fresh from the western 
plains which broke out of the slaughter 
house of Swift & Co. yesterday with the 
aid of a policeman, almost caused the death 
of .Michael Burke at Forty-seventh and 
Paulina streets.

DIRECT EVIDENCE OF MURDER FOUND. 


Body of Bessie Little Is Disinterred for 
the Third Time at:;the Request 
of the Police, 


Dayton, O., Sept. 5.—{Spectal.J—Further 
investigation into the finding of the drowned 
body of Bessie Little brought forth new and 
Startling developments today. The police 
no longer doubt that a murder: was com- 
mitted on the night of Thursday, Aug. 25, 
and that the body was thrown into the river. 

Seven days intervened between her dis- 
appearance and the finding of the body. 
Although two previous examinations of the 
body were made by the surgeons, who each 
time reported no evidence of injuries, Chief 
Farrell of the Police Department had the 
body taken up for the third time late this 
afternoon and the result was the finding of 
a bullet wound in the head. 

On the night in question the young woman 
left the boarding-house of Mrs. Freeze on 
Jefferson street, saying she had an ap- 
pointment at 6 o'clock. She departed in the 
direction of St. Clair street, where she was 
met, the police now claim, by the accom- 
plices or conspirators in the affair. She was 
then conducted in a buggy to the new bridge 
over the Stillwater just north of Dayton. 
Here she lost her life. Marks of a struggle 
and blood spots were found on and beside the 
bridge. : 

The police are connecting the incidents of 
the burning of a stable in the rear of.the 
Frantz residence on the night of Aug. 8 with 
the tragedy. Albert Frantz, the girl’s lover, 
had been driving with the horse and buggy 
in which the girl was driven out during 
the evening, and had returned home and put 
them in the stable but a short time when 
the barn was discovered in flames. The 
horse and buggy were destroyed. Chief 
Farrell now gives it as his opinion that the 
buggy was bloodstained and that its rid- 
dance was a matter of precaution. ‘The 
drive and the fire were on the night suc- 
ceeding that on which Miss Little left her 
boarding-house. It was on the date :that 
Frantz went to Mrs. Freeze’s boarding- 
house and paid the girl’s board for a week 
in advance. When told that she had left the 
night before he said: ‘“ O,- well, she’ll be 
back again.”’ 

Frantz claims that he was out collecting 
the night of Bessie’s disappearance.

HOLMES TAKES A RECORD 


| RIDES OVER TWENTY-SEVEN MILES 


IN ONE HOUR. 


Races at the Coliseum Draw a Large 
Crowd of Enthusiastic Spectators— 
Walter Simkin Easily the Favorite 
and Gives a Fine Exhibition of Rac- 
ing in His Events, Winning the 
Two-Mile Open Amateur by Twe 
Lengths—Matinee Races Tomorrow. 


Tracy Holmes broke the American hour 
record at the Coliseum last night, riding 
twenty-seven miles, 370 yards, and two feet 
amid the deafening applause and cheers of 
the big crowd. 

Holmes’ ride was the feature of last night’s 
racing; which was full of features from the 
beginning. He had everything his own way 
from the start and was the popular favorite. 
The hour. race caught the people, who 
cheered the\riders all through it, particular- 
ly Holmes. In the hour race J. W. Parsons, 
the Australian champion, rode his farewell 
race in Chicago. Parsons was cheered by 
the spectators when he appeared on the 


track accompanied by Tom Eck, who ar-, 


rived in Chicago last night. Parsons rides 
his last race in America tomorrow at Buffalo 
and sails for AustralNa or the 17th of this 
month. 


Fourteen Start in the Race. 

Fourteen riders started. G. A. Phillips 
was the first to catch the pacemakers, but 
his position was taken from\him by Holmes 
in the second mile. The field followed. On 
the finst lap of the third mile Parsons, one lap 
out, got Holmes place at the rear tire of the 
tandem, and hung on for the next. two miles, 
the rest of the field being strung out all 
around the speedway. Pinkey Bliss quit at 
the end of the fourth mile. In the sixth 
mile Holmes again caught the pacemakers, 
and put Parsons in the last place. Thenext 
rider to drop out was Jay -aton, who quit 
in the ninth mile. Parsons gave up the con- 
test for first place in the eleventh mile, but 
continued riding so as to get third money, 
leaving practically but two riders, Holmes 
and ‘*‘ Babe’ Wilson, in the race. Parsons, 
by staying in and helping to pace Halmes 
and Wilson, helped considerably to lower 
the record. Holmes and Wilson were both 
fresh at the finish. 

Walter Simkin was clearly one of the 
cracks of the crackajacks at the Coliseum 
bicycle races last night. While being cheered 
on by the 6,000 excited. spectators present 
Simkin clung like a bulldog to the fast pace 
of the tandem, and won by nearly two 
lengths the final heat of the two-mile open 
amateur, beating out Fisher and Frick when 
within a few yards of the tape. Simkin 
caught the rear wheel of the tandem at the 
second lap of the race, and never let go once 
during the two miles. He had the race won 
from. the start, and the crowd was with him 
and cheered wildly. 

Set a Hot Pace. , 

The pace from the start was the hottest 
kind and winded several riders before the 
second mile was reached. With Simkin 
still leading the-positions remained 
changed to the finish, when in the stretch 
Simkin shot past the pacemakers and across 
the tape like a streak of lightning, winning 
by more than a length, with Fisher second,

at. 

Ten riders started in the professional two- 
mile handicap, with P. B. Wilson on the 
limit.

Discus Throwing Now the Pastime of 


the Hub Athletes, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 5.—({Special.J]—When 
John.-Graham, athletic manager of the Bos- 
ton Athletic Association, returned -from 
Athens’ at the head of the band of laurel- 
erowned athletes who won honors in the 
Olympic games he brought with him the 
measurements of a Greek discus, and next 
Monday morning at Irvington Oval he will 
introduce to the people of Boston the first 
Ciscus throwing: competition in the New 
World. Mr. Graham believes from the in- 
terest which has already been shown by ath- 
letes that he will be able to give to this coun- 
try a new sport, if one may so designate a 
pastime with which the Greeks earned hon- 
ors in the Olympian vale more than 2,000 
years ago. 

The ‘athletic world was astonished when 
Garrett of Prifceton, competing in the Olym- 
pic games, outthrew all his competitors with 
the discus, and, with practically no ac- 
quaintance with the article, beat the Greeks 


at their own game. 
When Garrett returned to America he 


brought home the discus which he had 
thrown farther than any of his competitors, 
and it was from exact measurements of this 
that the discus with which Boston athletes 
have recently been practicing and wiih 
which they have even beaten Garrett’s rec- 
ord. ' 

The discus, as ics name indicates, is a cir- 
cular object of wood, brass, and steel, eight 
inches in diameter, two inches in thickness 
in the middle, and half an inch thick on the 
edge. It will weigh about four and one- 
fifth pounsis.

Irish Politics. 


Nagurally enough the delegates from 
abroad who finally attended the Dublin con- 
vention feel disposed to describe it publicly 
as a great and important affair, but they 
really turn home dismayed at the state in 
which they found Irish politics.

With the exception of a single young man, 
who impresses one as sincere, but devoured 
by- vanity, every Bishop in Ireland held aloof 
from the convention, and Cardinal Logue 
even condemned it in a speech which the 
Freeman’s Journal suppressed. Not a sin- 
gie priest of any influence beyond his own 
parish attended the convention, and its pre- 
tensions to authority are denied by four Na- 
tionalist papers out of every five throughout 
Ireland. ‘ 

The English Liberal press lauds the con- 
vention to the skies, of course, because Dil- 
lon is regarded as an invaluable annex to 
the Liberal party, and because his lieuten- 
ants can be ‘*‘ squared’ when the Liberals 
are in power by offices for their relatives and 
dependents, but in Ireland all sensible men 
are grieved and depressed by the whole busi- 
ness. 

Another Shipbuilders’ Strike. 

Another great strike in the shipbuilding 
industry will begin the end of next week, 
unless a miracle intervenes. This time it 
will be a straight-out fight, trade union 
labor versus free labor, with no confusing 
side issue whatever. 

One Clyde yard employed a non-unionist 
workman, and the union men left. The 
federated shipbuilders, under last* year’s 
agreement, calle@ on the Amalgamated 

Society of Engineers to fill up the vacancies. 
The society replied that it could not force 
its members to work in a particular yard 
against their will. The Federation there- 
upon issued notices of a progressive lockout 


12th inst., and the remainder in three weekly 
batches. The society retorts by threatening 
a general strike for the 12th, and one branch 
has already voted to go out onthatday. — 

The year has been one of unprecedented 
prosperity in shipbuilding, both the masters 
and the men making exceptional profits and 
wages. Both sides are fat and full of fight, 
and apparently no outside influence has any 
chance of persuading them to arrange their 
differences. I understand that the masters 
have been preparing for this struggle ever 
since a truce was last patched up, and that 
they are confident of their power to smash 
the union this time once for all. The men, . 
however, are equally sanguine that they 
will bring the federation to terms. At all 
events, if the contest is once fairly begun, 
it is likely to rank among the:-biggest and 
most stubbornly fought trade wars in Eng- 
lish industrial history. 


Not Wanted in Belgium. 
An attempt made recently by the radical 
*papers and some others, including, oddly 
enough, the Pall Mall Gazette, to arouse 
British indignation over the arrest and ex- 
pulsion of English labor agitators in Belgi- 
um, has not had much success. Perhaps 
Ben Tillett had a certain grievance. lie 
had made no speech and was only suspected 
of an intention to speak; but Sexton of the 
Dockers’ Union did deliver an intemperate 
harangue to a couple of hundredeAntwerp 
dock laborers, Or, as the Belgians describe 
them, dock loafers, after he had been warned 
that it was against Belgian law. He could 
expect, therefore, nothing but what he got, 
and English trades unionists, even those of 
the advanced sort, see this. 
Clerical Opposition to Free Masonry. 
English-speaking Free Masons must al- 
ways be puzzled at such an episode as the 
recent anti-Masonic Congress, over which 
a Cardinal presided, and which was favored 
by the Pope with a special message of ap- 
probation, but on the continent, especially 
in Latin countries, masonry has never lost 
its orginal anti-clerical spirit, and in many 
cases it is little but a decorous cover for an 
energetic free-thinkers’ propaganda, which 
is natural for priests to fight as hard as 
they know how. In Ireland, on the other 
band, masonry is confined wholly. to the 
dominant class, and is as much a partisan 
organization as the Orange Society. For 
that reason priests who live pleasantly with 
ether Protestants hate the Irish Masons 
vehemently, on nationality rather than on 
religious grounds. In England, however, 
neither objection exists, and Cardinal 
Vaughan has probably more friends who are 
Masons than who are not.

UNFAVORABLE NEWS FROM AFRICA, 


Matabele Continue to Show Fight in 
the Matoppo Hillis. 

London, Sept. 5.—The news from Mata- 
beleland is less satisfactory now than was 
expected last week. It appears that several 
chiefs in the Matoppo hills are still deter- 
mined ta fight and several more conflicts 
have occurred in which the rebels siffered 
very little loss. On the other hand, 800 
Matabele recently surprised a loyal grain 
patrol, consisting of five whites and seventy 
friendly natives. a. 

All the whites succeeded in escaping, but 
the friendlies and a number of women and 
children were captured. 

To make matters worse, a rebel impi, con- 
sisting of 2,000 men, has assembled ten miles 
northwest of Buluwayo. But it is not con- 
sidered likely. that they will venture to at- 
tack the town. 


GUNBOATS TO ATTACK INSURGENTS. 


Philippine Rebels Are Intrenched on 
the Cavite Isthmas. ~~ 

Madrid, Sept. 5.—An official dispatch re- 
ceived here from Manilla, capital of the 
Philippine Islands, announces that the in- 
surgents are intrenched at Novaletta and 
on the Cavite Isthmus. They will be at- 
tacked by Spanish gunboats and the opera- 
tions against the insurgents in the provinces 
will begin next week.

NEW THREAT FOR SPAIN. 


CARLIST REVOLUTION CAUSES THE 
NATION TO TREMBLE. 


Their Deputies Have Withdrawn from 
the Chamber, Ostensibly as a Pro- 
test Against the Adoption of the 
Subsidies to the Spanish Railroads, 
but It Is Feared That a Rebel Con- 
spiracy Is Concealed in the Back- 
ground. 


London, Sept. 5.—Advices received here 
from Spain indicate that there is consider- 
able anxiety there at the attitude which the 
Carlists have assumed. Their Deputies have 
withdrawn from the Chamber, ostensibly as 
a protest against the adoption of the sub- 
sidies to the Spanish railroads; but it is be- 
lieved that something much more serious is 
looming up in the background. 

The Carlist bodies throughout the country, 
it is known, have received secret instructions 
from the Marquis Cerralbo, the principal 
agenf of the pretender to the Spanish throne, 
and the Carlist Senators and Deputies open- 
ly stated in the lobbies of the House that 
they retired from the Chamber in order to 
avcid any responsibility for the events and 
disasters which they foresaw were arising 
from the railway subsidies. <3 ae 

In addition; the Carlist Deputies informed 
several people in and about the Chamber 
that they could not guarantee that the 
Carlist masses would not again take to the 
hills in Catalonia, Navarre, and elsewhere.

MISS KELLER FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Council Bluffs Young Woman Thought 
to Have Committed Sutcide. 

Council Bluffs, Ia., Sept. 5.—[Special.]— 
Miss Burt Keller, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Victor L. Keller, was found dead in her bed 
at her parents’ home this morning. Two 
theories are entertuined as to the cause of 
death, one being that arsenic in-some form 
was taken with suicidal intent.

Noth’ng 
more was seen of her until about 6:30 o’clock 
in the morning, when, as she did not arise, 
her younger sister went to call her. The 

‘door of her chamber was found locked. The 
door of the room was forced and Miss Keller 
was found lying in her bed rigid ih death. 
She had evidently died some hours before, as 
her face and body were badly discolored. 

Both hands were drawn upward and to- 
gether near the face and the hands were 
tightly clinched as though by a slight con- 
vulsion. One hand held a small piece of 
cloth. 

Dr. Jennings pronounced the symptoms as 
those of arsenical poisoning. A cursory 
search was made for some further evidence, 
but no paper, box, ‘or bottle was found in 
which the drug could have been contained. 
Dr. Jennings regarded the death as appa- 
rently due:-to suicide and decided that no 
inquest would be necessary. Miss Keller has 
had various troubles during the last two or 
three years and has been afflicted with mel- 
ancholy. She and her:father never spoke 
to each other.

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 5.—Archbishop Ire- 
land has issued a letter announcing that 
hereafter in the Catholic parochial schools 
no tuition will he charged, such tuition being 
considered an obstacle to the growth of these 
schools.

was the first student graduated from the 
now famous Nashotah College in Wisconsin. 
He is the author of several works on Amer- 
ica, and can be called the father of the 
Swedish emigration to the Northwestern 
States of America, 

Capt. O. G. Lange was undoubtedly the 
first Swede in Chicago, arriving here on 
board the brig Illinois, Capt. Bark. He en- 
tered the employment of Dr. E. S. Kimberly, 
who kept a drug store in the old Tremont 
House, and in 1839 Lange opened a drug 
store of his own. In 1841 he went to Mil- 
waukee and was for many years connected 
with the firm of Farwell, Rathbone & Ken- 
nedy. Lange returned to Chicago in 1863, 
and died in 1891. His daughter is married 
to Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue 


Landergren. 

The Rev. S. B. Newman, still living in 
Chicago, and one of the early pillars of 
Swedish Methodism, is at the advanced age 
of 85 still hale and hearty, and bids fair to 
live many years longer. Father Newman, 
as he is familiarly called, is loved and re- 
spected by every Swedish-American for his 
piety, benevolence, and the good he has done 
during his many years of faithful labor.

SUCCOR FOR STRICKEN ONTONAGON. 


Edward Browne’s Vigorous Effort to 
Get Relief for the Homeless, Hope- 
less People of the Burned Town. 


Edward Browne of the Browne-Chapin 
Lumber company, with offices at- No. 1103 
Chamber of Commerce Building, is making 
a vigorous effort toward relieving the desti+ 


tution at Ontonagon, Mich., the town which 


was almost entirely wiped out by the disas- 
trous fire of Aug. 25. 

The people at Ontonagon are desperately 
in need of aid. Many are now living in tents 
furnished by the State.

ness. It is filled with germs of disease gen- 
erated by the decomposing organic matter 
in the sewage, and any one who drinks it 
jays. himself open to intestinal troubles of the 
worst Kind—typhoid-fever, dysentery, and 
cholera morbus being the most common of 
them. They are all Zymotic or preventable 
diseases, and have been classed more than 
once as “ inexcusable illnesses,’’ because of 
the claim that with proper care there is no 
reason for their existence. In nearly all 
cases their occurrence in Chicago can be 
traced directly to the use of unboiled or un- 
filtered water. 

**I should hesitate to say that all diseases 
of the sort in Chicago are due tothe water 
supply,”’ said Dr. Reilly of the Health De- 
partment, ‘‘ but by far the large share cer- 
tainly are.’’ 

If medical evidence were not proof enough 
of the evils resulting from the use of lake 
water a comparison of the statistics on mor- 
telity and a glance at the tables on the prev- 
alence of typhoid-fever at different times in 
Chicago would be sufficient. 

Chicago is one of the most healthy cities 
in thé world. The situation and surround-

eral character of the population, as well 
as the amount of territory covered, tends to 
put the death rate at alow figure. Asacon- 
sequence, in the tables of relative mortality 
in the cities of the United States Chicago 
stands. near the.top. New York, Bosto 
Philadelphia, and all the other great citte: 
have a higher percentage of deaths from 
all causes than Chicago. 

Turn now to the tables dealing with the 
deaths from “ inexcusabie”’ diseases, prin- 
cipally typhoid-fever cases. Chicago is not 
near the top here. No; nor near the mid- 
Gle. The city’s name is found close to the 
bottom. But one other large’ city in the 
country, Pittsburg, has so large a per- 
centage of deaths from diseases traceable to 
removable causes, 

Chicago has a history behind it in the 
matter of diseases due to impure water. 
The city records can show one month when 
the deaths from typhoid-fever equaled one- 
half all the deaths from that cause in the 
State of Massachusetts for a year. They 
can show a month when the deaths were 
two-thirds as many as occurred in London 
fn a year. And they can show a list for 
May, 1891, when there were more deaths 
from typhoid-fever in the city than there 


had been in New York during the twelve 
months of any of the four years previous. 

That this surprising death rate was due 
to the use of unfiltered water may be seen 
in two ways. First, since the warning of 
the Health’ Department has induced the 
majority of people to take préecautiqus 
the matter of drinking water the percentage 
has greatly decreased. Second, by the his- 
tory of typhoid-fever in Chicago. 

Varies with Water Supply. 

The first decided swelling in the number of 
deaths from that cause took place in 1872, 
during the period of recovery from the great 
fire. It was traceable to the conditions 
which naturally attended the somewhat, un-. 
certain period. The conditions were, how- 
ever, Only temporary, and the disease disap- 
peared with them. Since then every de- 
cided variation in the number of deaths from 
zymotic diseases has been attendant upon a 
change in the condition of the water supply. 
From 1872 till 1880 the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, the deepening of which was com- 
pleted ‘in 1871, carried off a great deal of the 
sewage emptied into the river and the death 
rate fell steadily. In 1881 heavy rains 
flushed the river into the lake and the death 
rate rose abruptly. In 1885 the same thing 
occurred and the death rate, which had fal-

In 1888 the amount of sew- 
age carried off by the canal began to de- 
crease and continued to do so steadily 
through 1890 and 1891, in which year, the 
death rate of Chicago rose until it at ted

Since 1891, with the introduction of better 
water for drinking purposes, the death rate 
has fallen. off until, while considerably 
greater than it should be, it is no longer so 
surprisingly out of proportion. The falling 
off, however, as might be guessed, has taken 
place on fixed lines. That among school chil- 
dren has not been so great proportionately 
as among adults. It is safe, though appar- 
ently a broad statement, to say that Chi- 
cago’s low position on the comparative ta- 
bles of zymotie diseases is due to deaths 
among the school children. It is just as 
safe to say that the prevalence of such dis- 
eases among school childrer is:‘due to Im- 
pure drinking water. By putting two and 
two together one may then come to the con- 
clusion that the Board of Education is the 
chief reason for Chicago's low position; a 
fact interesting enough in itself, but not over 
comforting to those who have lost children

That the condition of affairs is ‘not at- 
tended by a noticeable increase in the num- 
ber of deaths from typhoid is undoubtedly 
due to the fact that the water is but little 
used for drinking purposes. What the re- 
sult of its use in the 250 schools of the city 
will be the next few months will show. So 
long as the Board of Education provides 
lake water and nothing else the children 
will drink it. No warnings at home, no 
promises which may be exacted, will have 
any effect. After a half hour of play in the 
yard or an hour or so in the schoolroom a 
child becomes thirsty, and the knowledga 
that the-water is bad is not sufficient to keep

sioner Kerr will be in the position to carry 
out his threat of closing the schools. That’ 
he has the authority to make it good thera 
is no doubt. Whether the authority will de 
used is not so certain. 

“If smallpox or diphtheria breaks out ina. 
school,” said Mr. Kerr, ‘‘ the Commissioner 
has the power to close it. If the water sup- 
ply in that school threatens the life of the 
scholars the same power should hold good..

Nevertheless the Board of Education be- 
trays no indecent haste in attempting to put 
filters into the school buildings as early in 
the year as possible. Indeed, the first opin- 
ton called out on the matter was that if 
something must be done boiled water would 
be cheaper. A cooler of boiled water placed 
in each room would answer the purpose. | 

“ Boiling water for the schools,’’ said Dry 
Reilly of the Health Department, “* would be 
clumsy and expensive—more expensive in 
the long run, I believe, than filtering it. Be 
sides, the children would not drink it. Boiled 
water tastes flat and insipid, if one is used to 
filtered water. The children who had filtered 
water at-home would refuse it and would go, 
to the nearest hydrant for a drink.

The day's work of*a messenger boy may 
and commonly does take him into a dozen 
different scenes and events. He is for a mo- 
ment in contact with happenings which he 
will never hear of again and mixed up with 
people whom he has never seen before and 
will never see afterwards. He appears in 
their lives, for-a few minutes takes part in 
them, and disappears. Things funny, sad, 
and pathetic come before him. His life is 
made up of little pieces out of the lives of 
other people, and in many instances they are 
pieces which contain the most important 
events of their existences. | 

If the boy is in the employ of the’ Western 
Union or the Postal Telegraph he is called 
upon to do nothing except carry messages, 
but if he isan A. D. T. messenger his duties 
are innumerable. Anything that is needed 
he is prepared to supply. He carries mes- 
sages and bundles, 
tributes circulars, and the incidents he takes 
partinate beyond count. Hemay be started 
out early in the morning on something which 
keeps him at work all day, or he may between 
the time he begins work and the time he 
stops make fifteen or twenty different jour- 
neys. In the latter case at every point he 
touches a new story and the majority of the 
stories are interesting. 

To follow a messenger boy through a day's 
work would be for a novelist an experience

His worldly wealth, whatever amount he . 
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‘possesses, is invested in two handsome farms 
in the southern portion of this State, and 
his annual proceeds come from them and 
the handsome orchards they contain. He is 
not merely the farmer’s friend—he is the 
farmer himself. 

Capt. Tanner did not make his modest fort- 
une dealing with and working for large cor- 
porations or rich individuals in the practice 
of the law. With his brother, J. Mark Tan- 
ner, he got his start running.a little old saw- 
mill in the heart of the country, cutting syca- 
more logs into foot lumber. Incidentally he 
chopped down as many trees and handled as 
many logs as ever did Lincoln, and at other 
times rana farm. His former place of busi- 
ness, which is still standing, is a shed fiftee 
feet high and fifty feet long, with some crude 
machinery inside. 

Capt. Tanner’s home for the last twenty- 
five years has not been a handsome modern 
residence in a fashionable part of Chicago. 
Instead he lived out ‘his married life and 
brought up his family jin a pretty little white 
country house set deep in a grove of trees 
on the outskirta of a town of a couple of 
thousand inhabitants. He hasrecently given 
the place to his grown up and married daugh- 
ter, but it is still his headquarters when he 
is in that portion of this State. 

These frequently mentioned attributes of 
Capt. Tanner’s everyday life—his orchard, 
farms, sawmill, and ,country home—are 
looked upon and spoken of by his political 
opponents as being in the nature of myths. 
They are frequently treated as polite fic- 
tions designed to catch the vote of the farm- 
ing classes, and hence to be regarded rather 
as a joke and to be entirely discredited. But 
they exist—as much as the Rocky Mount- 
gains exist—and a reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
found them ali exactly as represented. 


Capt. Tanner’s Coon Creek Farm. 


‘Two miles nearly due south from thé little 
Village of Flora, in Clay County, Ill., is Cap’. 
Tanner's most valuable possession, the Coon 
Creek farm. It consists of 440 acres of land, 
such as this State alone can produce. The 
finest of natural timber, most luxurious of 

sturage, corn fields of the kind which has 
made Illinois famous, and an orchard that 
-is a delight to gaze upon are all included in 
oa tract; making it one of the finest farms 
in the State. And right through the center 
of it runs Coon Creek, a rippling, steady- 
going, self-important little watercourse, 
about ten feet wide and all the way from cne 
to fifteen feet deep, but possessing high 
enough banks and handsome enough forest 
‘trees along them to fit out a respectable- 
sized river. 

The greater portion of the farm is devoted 

to pasture land. It is principally rented to 
apt. Tanner’s intimate friend and political 
ally—Phil Haner of Flora... Mr. Haner says 
it is the finest pasture in Southern Illinois, 
and he ought to know, for his cattle buying 
excursions keep him constantly on the move 
throughout the surrounding counties. It 
certainly is a most handsome piece of rolling 
-ground, where the sleek cows and fluffy 
sheep stand knee deep in a tangle of grass 
and clover, too entirely contented even to 
eat. 

From the hill in the back of the pasture 

is visible the long sweep of the corn fields, 
‘the piece of woodland, and the orchard. 
-*Alongside of the .latter is the house and 
_.barn, belonging to the farm, rented to a 
neighborhood family. In the bit of hLalf- 
‘eleaned virgin forest Capt. Tanner shows 
‘with considerable pride a genuine yellow 
poplar, besides a score of varieties of valu- 
able timber trees. This particular poplar 
“and one on the next farm below he believes 
to be the two samples of its kinc farthest 
_north in Illinois. It is a beauty, straight 
‘as a string and fifty feet high, but its base 
“4s somewhat blackened from an underbrush 
fire.

But to the city-bred youth all the glories 
of the Coon Creek farm fade into insignifi- 
cance when the apple orchard is sighted. 
Forty\acres of boughs: bending to the point 
.of breaking with huge loads of luscious 
fruit are a sight which would make the street 
gamins of Chicago believe they had reached 
‘the promised land. There are 2,000 apple 
trees there, just at the height of their pro- 
ductiveness, and a glance down the long 
rows of loaded branches sweéping the ground 
makes one wonder that Capt. Tanner esti- 
mates his crop at the conservative figure of 
5,000 barrels. 

According to the farmers, last season was 
-the, productive year for apples, and conse- 
quently thts summer is Goomed to a smaller 
crop. This idea is borne out by the medium- 
_ sized and meagre yields of the fruit through- 
out the county, especially in the vicinity of 
Flora. But this must be Capt. Tanner's 
year of fortune, for his trees are yielding as 
never before, and it is probable that he 
pascoeaee the finest apple crop in all Lilinois. 

o this goed fortune his friends are prone to 
attribute a political significance, and the 
laden trees are considered an omen of sus¢- 
- cess in the coming election. 

There are half a dozen varieties of apples 
"growing in the orchard, all of them known 
end looked after in person by Capt. Tanner. 
The handsome red-cheeked ‘‘ Ben Davis,” 
‘most excellent to keep and to sell, but a de- 
lusion in the eating ‘thereof, is to be found 
in greatest profusion. Then there are the 
solid “Willow Twigs,’ the toothsome 
_* Hunter’s Favorite,’ the every way desira- 
ble “ Brother Jonathan,”’ and the delicious 
*Maiden’s Blush.” Of this last’ kind one 
tree in the orchard has this year fairly out- 
done itself, and produced a few bushels of 
such over-sized fruit that the neighbors de- 
clare the largest ‘“‘ Maiden’s Blush”’’ apple 
ever grown in the State has been recently 
picked from one of its top branches. 


Apples That Will “ Knock a Dog.” 


Three trees in Capt. Tanner’s orchard area 
mystery tohim.

All the numerous varieties of apple trees 
in Capt. Tanner’s orchard are bearing as if 
the success of the campaign depended on 
their efforts. Early in the season, when the 
owner was away from Flora, his agent had 
the most productive boughs in numbers of 
the trees propped up with poles. .The result 
has been disastrous in many instances, for 
the weight of the growing fruit at length has 

y become so great as to break the boughs just 
across where they were propped. When Capt. 


Tanner heard of the dilemma he immediately’ 


showed his skill in horticulture by telegraph- 
ing to his agent in the midst of one of 
his political trips directing him to stop using 
the poles. According to his reasoning nature 
always provides a remedy for natural con- 
ditions, and, sure enough, the drooping 
boughs now bend gracefully to the ground, 
‘where they find the needed support for their 
unusual loads. 

Taken altogether Capt. Tanner’s orchard 
more than equals the current campaign 
stories told about it. In looks it would de- 
light an artist’s eye, with its long vistas 
of green boughs drooping in gracefulicurves 
end loaded almost beyond belief with rosy 
nage In situation, in a kind of a little va}- 

y amply protected by a heavy forest to 

_ the north and west, it has already escaped 
_ Several destructive gales this season that 
“have played havoc with neighboring trees. 
Regarding the quality of the apples, fifteen 
minutes’ inspection would convince even the 
_ most skeptical. tly, as a source of in-

prices, it appears not so bad—even in com- 
parison with a gold-rental office building. 


_ fanner Bros.’ Place of Business. 

. « About eight miles north of Flora, in the 
outskirts of the little town of Louisville, is 

Jocated Capt: Tanner's lesser farm. It is 


in the shape of a young orchard, the 


a long, low, rambling shed, open at the 
sides and with no tiooring—but it contains 
the crude machinery necessary for sawing 
logs into rough board lumber. There is a 
boiler, once fired with slabs, an ezine, a 
bit of shafting and belting, and a couple of 
circular saws. Once the Place hummed with 
life and activity, and for fourteen years the 
mill paid well to operate. But now every- 
thing is covered with rust, cobwebs, and 
mold. The unsold lumber ‘stands in huge 
piles on the rotting stringers outside, and 
the weeds have concealed the old chute up 
which the logs were hauled. This picture 
of desolation was all caused by Democratic 
tariff legislation of four years ago. 

In the old days of protection if paid to 
saw and ship sycamore lumber. Capt. Tan- 
ner and his brother discovered the fact, and 
the little mill was started. The tirnsber of 
that variety for forty miles up the Little 
Wabash was bought up by them and rafted 
down stream to the mill. Those were hard- 
working days. when the Tanner brothers 
worked with ax and saw, chain and pike- 
pole. The cheapening of the price of lumber 
due to the Wilson bill caused the sudden 
Stoppage of the mill, and since then the 
entire industry has been abandoned, waiting, 
like a thousand other manufacturing con- 
cerns, for protection and better times. 


A reminiscence: of the old days which | 


shows how hard the Republican nominee for 
Governor worked is furnished by Mr. Haner: 

fs The first time I ever saw Capt. Tanner,”

Tanner Homestead Among the Trees. 
The old homestead is on the edge of Louis- 
vile Town, about four squares from the 
ccurt-house. A neat little wooden house, 
built in old colonial style and painted white, 
nestles down in a handsome grove of trees 
on a couple of acres of ground. A white 
picket fence incloses the yard and adds to 
the genuinely country aspect. At the sides 
and rear are some fruit trees and a vegetable 
garden, and in front a lawn. Nothing more 
quiet and cozy can be imagined than the little 
two-story house hid away from sight among 
the foliage of the handsome shade trees. 

It was there Capt. Tanner began his mar- 
ried life, and the old house was his home and 
resting place in the many vicissitudes of his 
struggle for a living after the war. With 
the little farm, on which is located the saw- 
mill, this homestead constituted his whole 
property, and for many years he was a typ- 
ical, hard-working, sober, industrious, and 
poor farmer. 

At the old homestead Capt. Tanner raised 
his two children, and there his devoted wife 
finally ended her earthly labors. When his 
daughter, Mrs. J. A. B ; was married, 
he gave to her the old fa y place and she 
has lived there with her h and ever since. 
It is still Capt. Tanner's he uarters when 
he is in Louisville, and he spends a few 
months of each year there.

This season the plans of the Apollo club, 
as at present projected, deviate somewhat 
from those of previous years. Three in- 
stead of four subscription concerts will be 
given: under Mr. Tomlins’ direction, and two 
instea@ of one Christmas presentation of 
‘“‘“The Messiah” will take place. The first 
of these is set for Dec. 21 and the second for 
Dec. 23, subscribers being given the op- 
tion of either. The present order of ar- 
rangement will allow of attendance to non- 
subscribers at the presentation of that ora- 
torio for which the greatest demand for 
seats always obtains, and must be regarded 
as an eminently acceptable departure. 

The soloists in each presentation will be 
identical, excepting in the soprano, this solo 
part being taken in the first by Miss Helen

successful in London, and in the second by 
Mrs. Genevieve Clarke Wilson. Mrs. May 
Phoenix Cameron will sing the contralto 
music, Mr. Evan Wilson tenor, and Mr.

The next following concert of the club, 
placed for Feb. 11, will be made up of the 
first half of Mackenzie's ‘*‘ Rose of Sharon ”’ 
and Rheinberger’s ‘‘ Christoforus,” with 
Mme.

Dvorak’s ‘‘ Stabat Mater,’ which aroused 
at once for the composer high recognition 
in England on the occasion of its presenta- 
tion by the London Musical Society in 1881, 
was completed in 1876. Its subsequent per- 
formance at Worcester in 1884 led to the 
composition by Dvorak of ‘‘ The Specter 
Bride "' for the festival held at Birmingham 
the succeeding year. The forthcoming will 
be the first hearing of the work in Chicago. 

‘The Swan and the Skylark,” by Goring 
Thomas, and a posthumous composition of 
the lamented young English composer, was 
given a first hearing in the Birmingham 
festival of 1894, and again sung in the Cin- 
cinnati festival of last spring. 

The direction of the Apollo club expresses 
strong encouragement in the outlook of the 
organization. The club is mentioned as pur- 
posed to be slightly larger than in previous 
years, to allow for the shrinkage in ranks 
on concert occasions and due to illness or 
other causes. Rehearsals were inaugurated 
last week.

a warrant of the permanence of the Bayreuth The- 
ater’s artistic prosperity. Not only were the Calls 
for *‘ Siegfried Wagner’ at the close of *‘ Die Gét- 
terdimmerung ’ both many and prolonged, but a 
deputation from the orchestra itself waited upon 
Frau Wagner the next day, begging her to allow 
him to conduct the next—i. e., the fifth and last, 
the present cycle—a request with which she, of 
course, could not comply, as Dr. Richter was re- 
turning for the purpose.’’

** Judex,’” from Gounod’s ‘‘ Mors et Vita,’’ 
will be played during the collection of the 
alms, and Sir Arthur Sullivan's *‘ In Memoriam 
Overture "’’at the close of the service, as a tribute 
to the memory of the late Dr. William Done, who 
for fifty-one years was organist of Worcester 
Cathedral. Mendelssohn's ‘‘ St. Paul’’ will be 
sung in the first concert with Mme. Albani, Miss. 
Hilda Wiison, Mr. Hirwen Jones, and Mr. Plunket 
Greene as soloists. The novelty of the festival 
will be a short oratorio, ‘‘ The Light of Life ’’ 
(Lux Christi), founded on the ninth chapter of St. 
John, the words being arranged by the Rev. E. 


.Capel-Cure, and the music composed by Mr. Ed- 


ward Elgar. The work is scored for four solo 
voices, chorus, and orchestra, the characters in- 
troduced being The Blind Man (tenor), The Christ 
(baritone), The Mother of the Blind Man (soprano), 
and The Narrator (contralto), and the parts will 
be assigned to Mr. Edward Lioyd, Mr. Watkin 
Mills, Miss Anna Williams, and Miss Jessie King 
respectively, the composer conducting his own 
production. A varied selection of excerpts from 
sacred works will be sung the morning of the 
third day of the festival, and in the ewv-~-'~e¢ the 
single secular concert of the series. Handel's 
‘*The Messiah ’’ will be sung the final day. with 
Mme. Albani, Miss Hilda Wilsor. Miss Jessie 
King,- Mr. Hirwen Jones, and Mr. Plunket Greene 
as soloists. The festival will be brought to an 
end in the evening with a closing service in which 
the three choirs will take part, and which will 
include, as anthems, Gounod’s *‘ Savior of Sin- 
ners,’’ arranged for solo and chorus by Mr. Hugh 
Biair, the solo being sung by Miss Anne Williams, 
and Wesley's ‘* Ascribe Unto the Lord.’’ The 
festival chorus will be formed of the three cathe- 
dral choigs, supplemented by a contingent from 
Leeds. The orchestra will number eighty per- 
formers.

BRYAN’S DISHONEST AVOWALS ane 
CONCEALMENTS. 

Mr. Bryan made a long and cavefailie 
studied speech in the Music Hall] of Albany 
last week, which the Associated Press re- 
ported and all the newspapers printed. 
From it we take this paragraph: 


If you say that it is not fair to take away a 
part of the purchasing power of an ounce of gold 
[by free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1), I tell you 
that it was not fair to have put into that gold that 
part which the law has placed in it. The remon- 
etization of silver will not take out of gold any 
more than demonetization put into the gold, and 
those who produce the wealth of the world, those 
who are the‘ foundation of the Nation's greatness 
in time of peace and the Nation's only defense in 
time of war, have as much right to restore the 
parity between money and property as the money- 
a had to raise the dollar for their own 

enefit. 


Mr. Bryan in a general sort of way was 
trying to show it was not wrong to pay aman 
in silver dollars worth 50 cents each fora 
debt contracted in 100 cent money, and the 
above extract gives his line of argument in 
justification of beating the lender out of his 
HIe applies it to all classes of cred- 
itors, including the depositors in savings 
banks and commercial banks and stock- 
holders in building and loan associations, 
and life insurance policy-holders; to all per- 
sons who had sold real estate on time pay- 
ments, and to everybody who had loaned 
good 100-cent money to those who sought it. 
He made no exceptions. 

More than ten millions of men occupy 
those relations as creditors, and if Bryan’s 
principles are carried into effect they will 
lose half the value of their credits. Yet he 
professes to be a dear friend of the common 
people, for whose good his bowels yearn, 
His major provosition is that the law put 
into the gold dollar the difference in value 
between a dollar of 23 1-5 grains of gold and 
a free silver dollar of 37114 grains, which is 
one-half or 60 per cent as valuable. The 
assertion is a sophistical untruth. He of 
course refers to American law, the crime 
act of 1873. For if he meant the statutes 
of the nations of Europe suspending silver 
coinage at the ratio of 15% to 1, our “ law” 
of February, 1873, would not be responsible 
for what Europe did twenty or more years 
azo. 

What was done by our Congress in 1873 
was a small matter compared with what 
Europe and India have done; anda still 
smaller factor in determining the price of 
silver than the enormous increased pro- 
duction of bullion from the silver mines 
since 1875. The output of the world jumped 
up from 19 millions of ounces in 1840, 
and 25 millions in 1850, and 28 millions in 
1855, and 29 millions in 1860, and 35 mill- 
ions in 1865, and 43 millionsin 1870. Immed- 
iately after Germany and France and other 
countries suspended silver coinage the pro- 
guction of the mines bounded to 03 millions 
ounces in 1875, and 79 millions in 1880, and 
9%2 millions in 1885, and 126 millions in 1890, 
and 137 millions in 1891, and 153 millions 
in 1892, and 166 millions in 1893, and 167 
millions in 1894, and 175 millions.in 1895. 

Mr. Bryan was crafty and dishonest 
enough to conceal the effect of this prodig- 


-jous supply on a declining demand, yet 


said a minute previous to uttering the words 
above quoted the following: 

It is not strange that a person who ignores the 
law of supply and demand is not able to under- 
stand the details of the money question. 


And this is precisely what he proceeded to 
dohimself. No man ever wenton the stump 
in his own behalf for the Presidency who 
was so disregardful of all semblance of 
truth in his statements. 

Silver has declined gradually for twenty 
years, as Bryan knows. And he also knows 
that fully 95 per cent of all debts contract- 


ed are paid off every five years and others. 
This 


are contracted to take their place. 
process of making new and’ paying off old 
debts is going on every secular day in the 
year, and he knows it. The decline in the 
commercial value of silver bullion has aver- 
aged just about 2% per cent every year since 
1876, which would be about 12 per cént in 
five years, or 744 per cent in three years, or 
Ob per cent in two years. 

Admitting for the sake of argument that 
silver has declined in value, as Bryan 
claims, because of the suspension of free 


_ coinage by America and Europe in 1873 


"74-75-76, he now demands immediate free 


coinage in this country, without any assist- 
ance from: Europe, of all the half-value sil- 
ver bullion which may be offered at our 
mints, those 50-cent dollars.to be a full legal 
tender for all the debts contracted for gold 
value considerations during the one, two, 
three, four, or five years preceding the com- 
mencement of the coinage of those debased 
half-value dollars. 

“The remonetization of silver,” he said 
to the great crowd at the capital of New 
York State, “ will not take out of gold any 
more than the demonetization put into the 
gold.” His view is that but for the “ crime 
of 1873” gold would have now but the pur- 
chasing power silver bullion has, or some 
very low power. And then,’in shameful 
exposure of his innate dishonesty, he de- 
clares that men who borrowed gold one, 
two, or three years before his “‘ remoneti- 
zation’ act would take effect should be 
forced to accept cheap, half-value free silver 
nioney. 

He does not propose to equate the time 
since the “‘ demonetization ” act of 1873 at 
the rate of the decline . of silver 
which averaged 244 per cent, which would 
pay back creditors 9714 cents on one-year 
loans, 95 cents on the dollar for two-year 
loans, 9244 cents for three-year loans, and 
8714 cents on five-year loans in gold value 
mouey, but he would skin them out of 50 per 
cent of their ducs, even if a loan was made 
in full value money a week or a day before 
his free coinage law went into effect. 

And thaf is the standard of honesty 
preached through the Associated Press to 
the American people by the Demo-Pop 
party. 

Bryan assumes as true that gold has 
doubled its value by reason of the “ de- 
monetization’ of silver in 187 He at- 
tempts to prove that assertion by pointing 
to the decline in the market value of com- 
modities in this country, and especially to 
the drop in the price of wheat within a year 
or two. This recent fall in the price of 
wheat he charged to the:suspension of free 
silver coinage 23 years ago. He is going 
about looking for people gilly enough to 
swallow that nonsense, and soliciting their 
votes for himself for-President. Quoting 
his own language: “ It is not strange that a 
person who ignores the law of supply and 
cemand is not able to understand the de- 
tails of the money question.” 

If Bryan had reflected on the effect of 
excessive supplies of wheat grown in Rus- 
sia, India, Argentina, Canada, and Cali- 
fornia—all seeking to supply the demand for 
wheat in Great Britain—he would have dis- 
covered the cause of the cheap price of that 
cereal in the Dakotas, Minnesota, Lowa, 
Nebraska, and Kansas without seeking it 
in the suspension of the coinage of silver 

dollars twenty-three years ago, when there 
had been practically none coined for the 
preceding forty years. 


| Mr. Bryan also’ shit lis "eyes to aud to- | 


| tally ignored the tremendous effect of labor 
saving machines in cheapening the manvu- 
facture of commodities of all kinds, and in 
enabling the farmer to double or treble the 
production of foodstuffs with a fraction of 
former toil. He took no cognizance of what 
invention had done and was doing. He 
paid no attention to what a thousand labor- 
saving machines invented since the “ crime 


of 'T3” were doing in the United States to 


cheapen the market price of foodstuffs 
and all commodities to the consuming pub- 
lic. He passed them all by with indiffer- 
ence and contempt, and went on howling 
about the “crime of ’73."”  __ 

And he never once mentioned that wages 
paid to labor in gold standard money had 
not declined. He never alluded to the no- 
torious fact of record that gold had not ap- 
preciated when measured by the price of 
labor of all kinds since free silver coinage 
was suspended in 1873. Nor did he dare 
to deny that wages had largely increased 
in gold since the “ crime” was committed 
twenty-three years ago. He did not un- 
dertake to explain this all important point 
in the money question. Why did he dodge 
all these things? 

There are, according to the census of 
1890, over 14 millions of wage earners de- 
pendent on their pay for subsistence in the 
United States. They have been receiving 
their pay in gold standard money for 
eighteen or nineteen years. And they 
are getting three dollars now in gold forthe 
same time of work for which they or their 
parents or their predecessors were paid two 
dollars. So the official record shows. 

No test of the value of gold is so high or 
true as the wage test. The amount of gold 
wages paid per day’s or week’s work really 
determines the question. 

This is a nut which Bryan or Altgeld 
can never crack. And if it were properly 
and vigorously pressed home on them by 
the McKinley press and stumpers it would 
spike their guns and perhaps drive them 
off the track to seek their holes and then 
pull them in after them. 


M’KINLEY STANDS FOR HONESTY.

The conscience of Bishop Newman, 
a teacher of religion, whose basis is hon- 
esty, would not acquit him if he failed to 
raise his voice in the most sacred places 
against the effort to surrender the country 
to dishonor.) It is the duty of every other 
man also in this campaign to consult his 
conscience before he casts his ballot.

ANTITOXIN A SUCCESS. 

That antitoxin is to a valuable degree 
a cure for diphtheria may now be said to 
be substantially proved. A ec: ogent and 
careful article in the September Forum, by 
Dr. W. P. Northrup of Bellevue Hospital, 
New York, is explicit enough to convince 
the most skeptical. His: conclusions are 
based on the results of a collective investi- 
gation conducted by the American Pediat- 
ric Society, in which nearly 6,000 cases 
from the pra¢tice of 613 different American 
and Canadian physicians were brought to- 
gether in a report. The one fact that over 
GOU of these physicians declared themselves 
converts to the use of antitoxin is in itself 
convincing proof of its efficacy. 

It has been proved to the nicety of a 
mathematical’ demonstration that anti- 
toxin cures diphtheria in animals, If one 
guinea pig be inoculated with the poison 
alone, aud another at the same time be in- 
oculated with the poison and also with a 
corresponding dose of antitoxin, the latter 
will invariably live and the former will in- 
evitably die.) But, as Dr. Northrup says, 
when it comes to the treatment of human 
patients the results are not nearly so cer- 
tain. The degree of certainty is only com- 
parable to that of the quinine cure for ma- 
laria. If a (malarial patient has tuber- 
culosis or somg other complication the qui- 
uine will not cure that complication. Yet 
no one doubts its general efficacy. In like 
manner there are often combinations of 
diphtheria germs with other bacilli, and 
these materially affect the success of the 
treatment. 

There are in the mouths of all persons, 
especially of those living in cities, other 
varieties of micro-organisms which are 
stirred into baleful activity by the proxim- 
ity of the diphtheria bacilli, and which in- 
terfere with a fair fight between the patient 
and the disease. As Dr. Northrup says. 
these cocci are like the corner roughs that 
mingle in strife between police and strikers. 
They are merely waiting to take a hand in 
any disturbance. These interlopers are the 
chief-element of uncertainty in the anti- 
toxin treatment. But in spite of these the 
statistics of antitoxin cures adduced by Dr. 
Northrup are a sufficient demonstration of 
his statement that “ Since the days when 
Lister proposed antiseptics in surgery medi- 
cine has not taken so great a step in ad- 
vance.” 

It should be a matter of pride that Chi- 
cago, through its Board of Health, has 
been one of the leading agencies in estab- 
lishing the efficacy of the antitoxin treat- 
ment. Of the 6,000 cases investigated by 
Dr. Northrup’s society, 1,468 were in Chi- 
cago homes. While the report shows a 
mortality of 13 per cent in the New York 
cases, the Chicago cases show a mortality 
of only 6.4 per-cent. This difference Dr. 
Northrup ascribes, with some bitterness, to 
the outcry raised by the New York newspa- 
pers against the treatment, thus preventing 
the early application of the antiioxin in a 
large: number of cases. In Chicago the 
antitoxin was injected at the ‘tirst visit in 
cases of undoubted diphtheria. Here is the 
result: Of those injected on the first day of

But perhaps the most convincing argu- 


ment, at least to physicians and those who 


know the terrible nature of diphtheria that 
has taken the form of membranous croup, 
is the fact that under the antitoxin treat- 
ment over one-half of these usualiy desper- 
ate cases were cured without the operation 
Of the 533 
cases in which intubation was performed 
the mortality was 25.9 per cent, or less than 
half as great as has ever been reported in 
any other method of treatment. 

Much still remains to be done before the 
antitoxin treatment is perfected, but there 
can no longer be a doubt that it is one of the 
great discoveries of the century. 


A CONFISCATION PROJECT. 

The President of the County Board wishes 
the assessments in this county to be made 
by a board of assessors: He thinks they 
should list all property at its full market 
value and then “ ascertain from the. vari-: 
ous governments which need revenues the 
exact amount necessary for the fiscal] year.” 
Then the Assessors would calculate the tax 
rate necessary to raise the total amount re- 
quired. 

This would be a lovely system for the tax- 
eaters, but it w sould bankrupt the taxpayers, 
The amount of revenue which a Council, a 
County Board, or any other taxing agency 
thinks is absolutely’ necessary is never less 
than the largest amount which can be ex- 
torted from the taxpayers. Public officials 
spend all the money they can lay their hands 
on, and they do not recognize the possibility 
of there being an “ unnecessary expendi- 
ture.” | 

If the assessment were 1,000 millions the 
Council would discover that the “ exact 
amount ” necessary to be raised by taxation 
was 20 millions. The County Board would 
see the imperative necessity for raising 714 
millions. Each of them would say it was 


out of the question to get along with a cent 


less. 

If the nasctitaideint were a billion and a 
half the Aldermen would protest that the 
municipal government could not be sup- 
ported decently on less than 30 millions a 
year. Public works previously undreamed 
of would be discovered suddenly to be abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The taxpayers do not propose to be the 
architects of their own ruin. They never 
will consent to the enactment of such a 
law as is suggested by President Healy. 
They would be eaten out of house and home 
speedily were such a measure in force. 


MORE TRACK ELEVATION. 

The Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
has just completed elevating three miles of 
track in Lake View, and has thus made 
travelsafe on many important streets where 
there have been serious accidents in the 
past. | 

The Puanabie ania road has accepted the 
ordinance for the raising of its tracks be- 
tween Il ifty-fifth and Sixty-third streets 
and will begin work in a few weeks. That 
improvement will be of the greatest value to 
residents of Hyde Park and Lake. 

The plans have been prepared for the ele 
vation of the tracks of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy road from Western avenue 
to West Forty-sixth street. The necessary 
ordinance should be ready for submission 
to the Council when it reassembles. 

So it will be seen that the work of doing 
with grade crossings is not being 
neglected. Mayor Swift is pushing it viz- 
orously and suecessfully. He is doing so 
under unpropitious conditions. For these 
are hard times with the railroads, as with 
the people, and it requires constant urging 
to get the roads to consent to spend any 
more money than they can help. 

But Mayor Swift has kept after them un- 
relentingly. He has accomplished mne} 
and would have accomplished more had the 
times been better. On the North, South, 
and West tracks have been elevated or are 
being elevated beeause of his unw earied la- 
bors in the cause of sa fe travel. 
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CARL SCHURZ DISSECTS BRYAN. 

The Central Music Hall was filled last 
night with Chicagoans eagér to hear what 
Carl Schurz, who was invited here by the 
American Honest Money League, had to say 
concerning the financial issues which are 
now agitating the country.

Miss Frances M. Abbott contributes to 
the September North American a rather 
low-spirited article on the size of the salaries 
which a feminine college graduate can earn 
in the United States. She gathers her facts 
from a compilation recently made by the 
Association of Collegiate Alumne, in which 
blanks on the subject were filled out by 451 
graduates in various parts of the country. 
Her conclusion as to whether or not it pays 


tosend a girl to college is this: “ If pecuniary 


return he the chief motive I should say the 
venture is as risky as any other business in- 
vestment.” F 

Howells says women are about the only 
class left who have any use for what was 
once considered the education of a gentle- 
man. Miss Abbott now registers the prayer 
that women may some time also be consid- 
ered worthy to receive. “the wages of the 
workingman.” Yet she herself is compellegl 
to admit that the case of the women is not 
as bad as her pessimism mightimply. Of 
the 250 women who reply to the question of 
how their pay compares with that of men in 
the same work only 150 get less, 95 receive- 
the same, and 5 actually receive more, 
True, of the 90 employers who replied to the 
question on the comparative value of the 
services of men and women 46 said: they 
were equally valuable, while the gist of the 
other replies was: “ On some work, yes; on 
other work, no.’”?’ When asked for the rea- 
son why women in general receive less pay 
than men 20 employers attributed it to the 
law of supply and demand, 21 to the physical 
and mental difference in ability, and 17 
alleged custom as an excuse, 

But to return to the collegiate graduates: 
It appears that 238 receive less than $75 a 
month, as against 165 who get salafies over 
that amount. Miss Abbott dwells with 
ironical insistence on the fact thet there are 
two women in the country who get over 
$300 a month, or $3,600 a year—one a teach- 
er, the other an editor. Nearly one-third 
of the respondents come under the class re- 
ceiving from $600 to $900 a year. A large 
proportion of those interviewed are teach- 
ers, and two-thirds of these come under the 
class just named. Besides, 40 per cent of 
those earning over $100 a month are teach- 
ers. The conclusion follows that teaching 
is the most remunerative profession open to 
women graduates. 

With this deduction in mind Miss Abbott 
compares the cost of an average collegiate 
course with the probable income of the 
graduate after she gets her diploma. The 
necessary expenses at a woman's college are 
about $500 a year. 
to show that a woman is doing well if upon 
graduation she can obtain a place to teach 
for $500 a year. As Miss Abbott says, this 
is not very alluring from a purely financial 
point of view. But fortunately the present 
popularity of the idea of sending girls to col- 
lege is not founded primarily upon consid- 
erations of monetary profit. The question, 
“Onght women to learn the alphabet?’ 
which Thomas Wentworth Higginson so 
wittily discussed a quarter of a century ago, 
has happily been settled for the American 
gir! on a higher and wider basis. . | 

All that has been said against the profit 
of a college education for women might like- 
wise be alleged against.it for men. In spite 
of herself, Miss Abbott's figures go to show 
that a collegiate woman has a much better 
chance than the one whose education is lim- 
ited to the knowledge of a typewriter key- 
board. - After all, the woman who can earn 
her livelihood by being the mainspring of a 
happy home is most to be entied, and there 
are, still abundant proofs that a college edu- 
cation does not necessarily debar a woman 
from all matrimonial possibilities. 
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THE CUBAN “ARMY OF INVASION.” 

The story of the Cuban revolution fron 
its beginning on Feb. 24, 1895, up to the 
time when Gen. Campos returned in defeat 
to Syiain, as told by Clarence King in the 
current issue of the Forum, is a thrilling 
tribute to the military genius and intrepidity 
of the insurgent leaders and the courage of 
the rank and file. Mr. King confesses to a 
deep sympathy for the Cuban struggle for 
freedom, based largely on a personal ac- 
quaintance with many of the leading pat- 
riots. He has not been tempted, however,’ 
to compromise with facts for. sentiment. 
All the varied action in the time of which 
he. writes was one protracted, extraordinary 
victory for the Cubans, and if he has paint- 
ed it in the vivid colors of an epic it cannot 
be denied that the inspiration was ample, 

In the early days, when the insurrection 
was the butt of wits in gay Havana, Campos 
appears to have shared the popular feeling 
that it was more a subject of mirth than of 
serious apprehension. His awakening was 
abrupt and complete when with a small 
force he went over to the eastern end of the 
island, where, as he had informed Madrid, 
“the insurgents were locked up.” He ex- 
pected to crush them ‘with one blow, and 
when saved by a miracle from death, after 
the almost total annihilation of his troops, 
he realized for the first time that all his 
energy would be required to stamp out the 
rebellion. It was impracticable for hia 
to share his disastrous experience with the 
people of Havana, and he was forced to 
join in the sallies of merriment at the ex- 
pense of the “ mock-heroic ”’ patriots, when 
in his secret heart he was floundering about 
for an expedient that would be effective in 
realizing the trust placed in him. 

It was while Havana was in this moad 
“army: of invasion’ came into 
being in the éastern end of the island and 
started on its marvelous journey. The de- 
scription of this march; led by Antonio 
Maceo and Gen. Gomez, will take rank ay 
one of the most vivid and picturesque ac- 
counts of the conspicuous feature of the 
war, It began with a handful of 1,700 men 
with the purpose of penetrating the heart 
of the Spanish territory, held at that time 
by more than 200,000 Spanish troops. Ih 
began at the end of the rainy season, at a 
time when Campos was planning’an im 
mediate combined attack on the little band 
of patriots. /It seemed from every point of 
view a deliberate self-sacrifice to a fanatical 
sentiment, with no slightest hope of suc 
cess, | 

Mr. King’s account of the extent of the 
success is graphic and inspiring. He fol- 
lows the little band of enthusiasts up to the 
first “invincible obstacle,” the Holguin 
zone, and past it; he follows them to the 
famous trocha, a relic of a former war, and 
over it; he*follows them through innumera 
ble small battles and victories, through 
forced marches by day and night, in which 
they anticipated the Spanish Generals at 
every crudial point, outWitted even Campos 
himself, and finally to the center of the 
square in the heart of Matanzas, bounded 
on every side by a force of 20,000 Spanish 
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Wide experience tends |

| strategic plans, Campos at last “ had them. 


As Mr. King describes it: 
Oh came the Cubans, meking incredible zig- 
curves in their line of march. Coming 
straight for @ town till you could hear the tramp 
of their horses, then seemingly vanishing from 
off the earth, only to reappear miles away at some 
utterly unexpected point. Campos learned of the 
passing of Santa Clara and waited anxiously for 
the ‘‘ rebels "’ to penetrate his quadrilateral. Into 
the "great square Gomez and Maceo calmly ad- 
leaving Santa Clara on their right and 
then in their rear. Click went the door of the rat- 
trap. ’ 

But it proved unavailing aguinet the in- 
-domitable spirit of the Cubans. They sur- 
prised the nearest wing of the enemy. 
‘fought hey way through, and then— 

Campos saW a dark portent in the heavens. To 
the west a little Cuban spark touched a canefield, 
roared into a flerce’ conflagration, and towering 
above it in the still morning air rose a straight 
black column of ,smoke standing on the green 
earth like a gigantic exclamation point. Campos 
knew its meaning too well! One followed another. 
They sprang up in every direction till the midday 
sun went out. The Cubans sped westward, their 
Vanguard bearing the torch, and the children of 
Gomez, following the pillar of cloud, marched 
into the promised land. 


The succeeding events in this memorable 
invasion were repetitions of former victories. 

he overwhelming Spanich forces arrived 
always too late. At no point during the 
march across the island of the little army 
were the Spanish Generals able to cope with 
the strategy and skill of the enemy, and at 
the end the “‘ Captain-General was baffled, 
outgeneraled, stunned, and wrapped in a 


winding sheet of smoke.”’ 


The people of the United States require 
no added testimony to convince them of the 
power of the patriots. Mr. King, however, 
adds something to the general appreciation 
of “the slow, masterly spinning of diplo- 
matic cobwebs by the Spanish Minister in 
this country about the executive arm of the 
‘United States Government.” It will be,al- 
ways with humiliation that the American 
people will contemplate President Cleve- 
land’s inaction in behalf of these insur- 
gents, and with the belief that he was made 
the dupe of masterly misrepresentation.

couple of miles of steel wire about the size 
of a pin. was then obtained and worked ad- 
mirably.

Experiments in Photography. 


| The camera used by Mr. Eddy in his Chi- 


cago experiments makes a picture three and 
one-half by three and one-half inches, while 
the camera used by Mr. Gray gives a picture 
five by seven inches. He uses Cramer’s

one of the pioneers in kite flying in this coun- 
try, and who is now making quite extensive 
experiments in that line from the top of Tre- 
mont Temple, Boston. Only a moderate 
amount of success has been obtained up to 
the present time, but the difficulties which 
haye arisen have been largely overcome, 
and, with added experience, it will be pos- 
sible obtain good bird’s eye views from 
high alMitudes. While experiments in this 
direction have been going on in other parts 
of the country Chicago, as usual, has not 
been behind, and considerable work in this 


line has been done during the summer by J. 


H. Gray and Harmon Hurlbut. 


Kite Photography in Chicago. 

Mr. Gray is an enthusiastic amateur pho- 
tographer, and Mr. Hurlbut takes great in- 
terest in the problem of aerial navigation, 
the solution of which problem at present 
seems to be nearest possible by a study 
of the aeroplane, one form of which is the 
kite. Their experiments are being carried 
on along the shore of Lake Michigan, be-- 
‘ tween Manhattan Beach and South Chicago. 
A start was made early in the summer with 
kites three and four feet in size of the Eddy 
, type, but it was soon found that larger kites 
were more efficient, and they relied almost 
altogether on the six-foot kites. Besides 
using kites of their own design they made 
kites of the Eddy type and the Potter dia- 
“mond cellular kite, known as the cellular 
Weather Bureau kite. A cylindrical cellu- 
lar kite has been invented by Mr. W. H. 
Hammer, weather official at San Francisco, 
which was devised to fly in varying winds, 
but for the purpose of picture-taking it is 
found that the Potter kite is quite efficient 


— being quite so difficult of construc- 
tion. 

Messrs. csp | and Hurlbut have a team of 
eight kites of Various sizes, but for ordinary 
fiying they use five “72” kites, consisting 
of three Eddy kites and two Potter cellular 
kites. The box kites are placed between the 
Eddy kites, for it is found that the box kites 
require more wind than the Eddy kites, but 
are stronger fiyers in a good breeze, and it 
has been found that when the wind would 
sometinres die away so as to leave the box 
kites hanging dead in the air they were sup- 
ported by the Eddy kites and prevented from 
going to the ground, and.it is to guard 
against such a contingency the two kinds of 
kites are now used. The Eddy kite is made 


of two sticks which cross at right angles, 


the two sticks being of equal length and the 
cross stick near the upper end of the upright 
stick. The fiying qualities of the kite de- 
pend largely on this position of the cross 
stick. Mr. Eddy has found the best posi- 
tion to be such that the distance of the cross 
_ stick from the top end of the upright one is 

18 per cent of the whole length. When the 
sticks have been surrounded by a piece of 
picture wire and the whole covered with 
cloth the finished kite presents very much 
the appearance of a large white bird flying 
in the air, as they lie almost horizontal while 
supported by the wind. This kite is shown 
in Figure 1. 

The cellular kite is like two large diamond 
. Shape boxes open at both ends and placed 
end to end some distance from each other. 


with the ground and the kite flyers by an 
auxiliary string. After three of the team of 
kites have been sent out some distance the 
camera is attached to the line as described 
and as shown in Figure 4. Directly abeve 
the camera is placed one of the strongest fy- 
ing kites. The kites are then sent farther 
out, and if the main line begins to sag the 
fifth kite is put on to support this long stretch 
of line.

One of the greatest ditliculties mer with Ja 
the movement of the camera in the air at the 
time the picture is taken, so that it is to 
some extent a matter of chance whether the.

whether the camera happened to be sta- 
tionary at the instant the shutter is snapped. 
This hazy appearance is shown in picture 
Figure 5. It happened on this occasion that 
the kite stood almost over a portion of the 
Illinois Steel company’s works, located at 
South Chicago. The camera was*only at an 
altitude of about 200 feet, and pointed down- 
ward at an angle of about forty-five degrees, 
but the picture is good !n giving an idea of 
the smoke effect obtained from a high view 


,of the mills. 


An idea of the power of these kites before 
the wind is exemplified by an incident which 
occurred last Sunday. One of the large 
kites broke loose and went sailing into Lake 
Michigan. Thinking it would be easier to 
recover the lost kite than to make a new 
one, one of the party went out in a row- 
boat. He first made fast to the kite, think- 
ing to tow it home, but he soon found this

They are connected by four sticks which 
make the four corners of the diamonds. 
This kite is shown in Figure 2. 

One of the essential parts of the kite is tne 
space which is left behind the forward and 
rear diamond shape boxes. In the kite used 
by Mr. Hurlbug the corner sticks are sev- 
enty-two inches long. The struts which 
form the diagonals of the diamonds are 62x24 
inches. These struts give the kites their 
shape and keep them rigid, and on being 
removed they allow the kite tuo collapse, 
making it handy for transportation.

Sustained by such formulas of living, Ade- 
laide began her studies in art, seeking em- 
ployment among the dressmakers of Chi- 
cago until she could sew her way toa studio.

There is no wasting of the fow!, which ts 
always cooked with the full length of its 
neck and legs. It took me some minutes to 
recognize in these long-legged, long-necked 
creatures the familiar chickens and ducks, 
as I have been so long accustomed to seeing 
them with legs and necks chopped off close. 

Of course the goose was in a prominent 
position. It would never do to overlook the 
g008e, a favorite dish in France. ! 

People buy in much smaller quantities than 
is customary.with us, and fish is a popular 
food, Shrimps, lobsters, and sole are plenti- 
ful. Lobster is sold by the half. nly a 
wealthy man would dream of buying a whole 
lobster. In fact, at a French meal you get 


a bite of everything, but not much of any- 
thing.

DEALERS PREDICT EARLY IMPROVE- 
MENT IN THE MARKET. 


Eastern Capitalists Place Money in 
the Hands of Their Chicago Rep- 
Ppesentatives for Investment—Fall 
Renting Season Keeps Many Agen- 
cies Busy—Statistics of Building Op- 
erations During August—Condition 
of the Loan Business. 


A decidedly better feeling prevails in the 
real’ estate market, according to the ex- 
pressed opinion of many brokers. Eastern 
capitalists, who a few weeks ago withdrew 
their money for investment from the local 
agents, have grown more confident, and 
letters were received by numerous offices 
_ last week replacing the funds for invest- 

ment. 

It is not expected by the agents that any 
sudden or exceptionally great change will 
be apparent in the market for several! weeks, 
but it is believed the extreme dullness which 
has charactrized the summer months will 
soon be relieved by a moderate activity in 
the way of transfers and leases of im- 

‘portance. The change is predicted by the 
agents as the result of renewed confidence 
in the adherence of the country to its pres- 
ent money standard. 


Fall Renting Season. 

Most of the reai estate dealers have re- 
turned from their vacations and are engaged 
inthe business connected with the fall rent- 
ing seasoh. The demand for houses and 
flats is up to the expectations of the dealers, 
although falling much below that of last 
year. Rentals are well maintained. The 
demand this fall is fof modern houses and 
flats. There is no denying the fact that 
apartment houses in the city, which are not 
up to date, are not first-class investments. 
So many new buildings of this character 
have been erected, as well as desirable 
houses, that people are not content with any- 
thing-short of the latest improvements. 

The effect of the rapid transit lines on real 
estate is given Sy the real estate men as 
responsible tor the demand for lots on 
which to build houses, which has been the 
redeeming feature of the market this year. 
Hundreds of people are able to own homes 
@nd pay taxes on them in the outlying dis- 
tricts who were not able to do so previous 
to the construction of the rapid transit lines, 
owing to the cost of lots located anywhere 
near the places they were ¢mployed. The 
quarters of the city where they formerly 
lived are gradually being deserted for pleas- 
a@nter locations in the outlying districts. 
The demand for houses to rent in these new 
centers Ras ilicreased largely. * 

Bailding Uperations for August. 

The number of buiiding permits issued by 
the Building Department of the city during 
Augusi shows the unsatisfactory conaition 
existing in this line of business. Hundreds 
of building projects have been postponed 
owing to the inability of the promoters to se- 
cure satisfactory loans. Last month the 
Building Department issued permits for 476 
buildings, as compared with 814 for August, 
1sv5. The total frontage of the buildings 
authorized is 12,343 feet, as compared with 
21),525 feet for the corresponding month last 
year. The cost of the buildings for August 
is estimated at $1,778,355, as compared with 
$3,267,235 for August, 1805.

Loan Market Is Peculiar. 


Thecondition of the loan market is peculiar 
and is regarded in a different light by vari- 
ous offices. The applications for loans show 
a decided increase both in number and the 
quality. Money is close, but there are funds 
to be had at rates of interest ranging from 
4% per cent on choice security of centrally 
located property to 7 per.cent on small loans 
on outside property. It is generally thought 
among the agencies people are borrowing 
more from necessity than to carry on busi- 
ness enterprises. Builders are borrowing 
little money, and as a result this class of 
loans has shown a decided decrease during 
the summer. months. 


Good Time to Bay. 


“ There is no question the t.me to buy real 
estate is when holders are willing or anxious 
‘to sell,’’ said D. C. Campbell of the Camp- 
bell Investment company. ‘‘ The man who 
is willing to dispose of his property will take 
less for it than if he wee@e set upon retaining 
it. Business is more or less disturbed in 
every Presidential contest. Business-men 
like stability; they wish to look ahead three 
or four years and know just what they must 
meet. ; 

Naturally, they regard the present contest 
with more than usual concern. They feel 
that national honor as well as home credit 
@nd business confidence are at stake, and 
hence urge the most careful and conserva- 
tive and cautious of movements in all busi- 
ness enterprises. With these facts clearly 
before me, I still insist that the man who 
has some money saved up cannot do better 
than invest it here in Chicago in good prop- 
erty. Should McKinley be elected, should 
the election be assured, buyers will certainly 
have to pay more for it than if they pur- 
chased at the present time, for the reason 
that his success means the restoration of 
confidence and the subsequent release of 
money which must seek investment. De- 
mand would augment the values of the 
realty in obedience to that great, unchang- 
ing law of trade. °

EDIFICE FOR 8ST. BERNARD PARISH. 


Cornerstone of the New Building Will 
Be Laid Today. 

The corner-stone of the new edifice of the 
St. Bernard congregation will be laid today 
by the Most-Rev. Archbishop Feehan. The 
building is located at the nor.iheast corner of 
Sixty-sixth street and Stewart avenue. It 
was designed by Martin Carr, and is the 
first marble church in the city. The entire 
exterjor will be faced with white Georgia 
marbie, with richiy carved cornice and 
pliasters. The total lengih of the structure 
will be 157 feet, and the width at the towers 
82 teet. From the oor to the cesling will be 
a@ ciear space of ov feet, and trom the noor to 
the ridge pole 74 feet. Flanking the main en- 
trance on Stewart avenue wii: be \WO Lowers 
157 feet high, having open beltries supported 
by Corinthian columns. Under the peaiment 
in the main gable wii be a niche con.aining 
the statue of St. Bernard. 

The main aecora.uive work will be reserved 
for the interior. The sanctuary wiil be 
apsidal in plan, having six enriched columns 
25 feet high supporting the cornice and ceil- 
ing. A nave between the enirance and the 
transept will be divided into five bays with 
Ornamented columns and cornice. support- 
ing the clere story. The semi-circular ceil- 
ing of the nave will have massive arched ribs 
and compartments specially arranged for 
figure subjects. There will be a gallery at 
the front and on each side the nave as far 
as the transepts, and the latter will be clear 
of columns or other obstructions. Altars, 
furniture, stain glass, and electric lights will 
be provided. | 

The seating capacity of the church on the 
main floor will be 1,138, which, with the seat- 
ing capacity of the galleries, 378, wil! makea 
total of 1,516.

The basement 
wili be divided into s.orage rooms for.the 
use ot the tenants, in aaaition to space tor 
bowling aileys, ice macnine, electric piant, 
and heating apparaius, On the first hoor 
will be iocaied ihe restaurant aid reception 
rooms. ‘lhe second tour will be devoied toa 
large dining-room, finished in panel ceiling 
ana stucco mal bie wainscoiing. ‘Lhe hoor will 
be ol marble mosaic, and the decorations of 
the room will include the relics from the 
Chicago fire which have been collected by 
Mr. Lindermann, and suggest the name for 
the building... A roof garden will be acces- 
sible by electric elevators. An elaborate 
electric display along the cornice will bea 
feature of the garden. It is expected work 
on the structure, which will cosC upwards of 
$50,000, will be begun next week.

PRICE RECORD BROKEN WITH BIG- 
GEST CROP EVER RAISED. 


Apprehensions of Accumulated Wheat 
Receipts in the Northwest Again a 
Weakening Factor—Cables With- 
stand Declines Here—Liberal Ex- 
ports from Both Coasts—New Price 
Records in Oats-—Street Produce 
Markets. 


New records in corn, records that ordinar- 
ily would have been‘anticipated as impossi- 
ble, have become of such frequent occur- 
rence as nearly to have lost the ability to 
startle the trade, but yesterday’s break of 
September, or cash corn, to 19%c Was s0 
startling as to shake the confidence of corn 
traders in any form of price. It breaks all 
written records, altlfough some of the old 
settlers on the board had a faint remem- 
brance of as low or lower prices in war times. 
Corn bulls thought it impossible for that 
cereal to fall below 20c. That figure was 
thought to be a peg on which it would hang 
at all hazards. It broke down quietly with 
no.flurry. The actuating cause is in the 
fact that the biggest crop on record is now 
out of all danger. For three days there 
had beeh talk of frost, but where it did 
materialize so Httle damage was done it 
amounted practically to nothing, and now 
the time has gone by for a frost scare to 
even touch the borders of the crop. With 
enough corn on hand from last year to sup- 
ply the demand for another twelve months 
there is now in the flelds a yield of about two 
and one-half billions of bushels. The crop 
is reported out of danger and the market 
has to meet conditions in which there is 
little prospect of change. The speculative 
market was practically without support all 
day on general conditions and beg ye os 
wheat. Norton-Worthington and Bartlett- 
Frazier bought some October corn early, 
but nearly everyone had selling orders. 


Large Clearances of Corn. 
Barrett, Updike, Patten, Day, and Gehart 
were among the Sellers. September opened 
at 19%c, and at once declined, closing at 
19%c. December sold off from 21%c at the 
opening to 21c at the close. October closed 
at 204c. May ranged at 24Kc, down to 24«c, 
closing at the botton. Outsidé markets were 
easy and cables lower. Clearances were 
large at 726,000 bu, 270,000 bu of which 
cleared from New Orleans. Primary receipts 
were 533,000 bu and shipments 589,000 bu. 
Local receipts were 423,000 bu and ship- 
ments 529,000 bu. Carlot receipts were 623 
and 900 are predicted for Monday. Charters 
were made for 100,000 bu, and withdrawals 
were 425,000’ bu. Primary receipts for the 
week were 3,475,000 bu, against 2,933,000 bu 
last week, and 1,964,000 bu last year. Sam-

Wheat longs were not inclined to take 
chances with holdings over the Monday holl- 
day, and.it was evening up operations as 
much as anything else that caused the mar- 
ket to weaken under. the offerings and close 
on bottom, with a decline of %c. Outside 
trade was wanting, and the market’ was not 
broad enough to stand the realizing. Hold- 
ers were afraid that piled up receipts in the 
Northwest would making a showing the first 
of the week they did not care to face. The 
market opened firm and a shade higher on 
the Liverpool cable. It was not that it 
showed any particular advance, but the feel- 
ing was firm in spite of Friday’s decline here. 
This was a surprise and set shorts to cover- 
ing.

PROGRESS IN YERKES’ AFFAIRS. 


Settlement Will Probably Be Reached 
Some Time This Week. 

The report that Yerkes, while insisting on 
driving a hard bargain with the brokers who 
have securities going to him, has made ar- 
rangements for raising a large amount of 
money, presumably in the East, is taken on 
the street with a grain of allowance. The 
tendency is to class it with the picturesque 
yarn which was printed a: weék or so ago 
regarding his nest egg in the shape of a big 
holding of government bonds. If Mr. Yerkes 
has an abundance of money at his command 
the brokets would like to see the color of 
some of it. It must be admitted that the 
attitude of Mr. Yerkes and his brokers has 
been such as to suggest a card back some- 
where yet to be played. ‘There has been 
no attempt at conciliation, and overtures 
for a settlement were not started until deliv- 
ery day. But little was done yesterday in 
the Yerkes matters, but the feeling is that 
some adjustment will,be arranged this week. 
In‘ all probability Mr. Yerkes’ agents will 
have to show more spirit of compromise and 
recognition of the ‘rights of the people who 
are creditors. Among the brokers who are 
loudest in opposition to the plan, however, 
are a number who have had concessions 
made to them on Match and Biscuit settle- 
ments, and are, therefore, in a position to 
be reasoned with. One of the arguments in 
favor of a settlement in which but a small 
amount of cash figures is that it will leave 
Yerkes, who will have assumed liability to 
some degree at least on the stock, in posi- 
tion to support the market. It will take 
cash and not debenture bonds to carry ona 
Stock Exchange campaign. With the Moore 
matters adjusted and a yvrospect of a settle- 
ment of the Yerkes matters there is consid- 
erable discussion of reopening of the ex- 
change and ways and means of establishing 
confidence in it. ;

All that has been said about the flat-worker 
who operates by day is true of his brother, 
the night burglar, except that the tools of 
the burglar aré generally a little different. 
The Saw and the jimmy are to him what the 

outsiders ’"’ and the picklocks are to the 
flat-worker. This brings up another axiom: 

There is some excuse for the household- 
er whose flat is entered during the daytime, 
but there is absolutely none for the victim 
of a night burglary.” 

When a householder leaves his flat In the 
daytime he is practically obliged to leave 
one door in such a condition that he can 
readily enter it himself with a key. This re- 
striction, however, has no business to apply 
at night. When the occupant of a flat goes 
to bed it ought to be impossible to get be- 
yond either the front or back door without 
breaking them in. It is very seldom that 
this is the case. As a rule the housebreaker 


from the outside. At the same time it 


‘should be remembered that the spike must 


be placed tn position firmly enough to re- 
sist any attempt to dislodge it, which might 
be made by pushing the blade of a putty- 
knife under the door. Another and even 
simpler protection to a back door 1s a chair 


‘turned with its back against the door and 


with its top rail put under the knob. The 
average window It is a delusion and a 
snare. It can generally be opened ‘with a 
knife blade and protects nobody but the 
man who got a patent on it. Staples and 
padiocks may look funny on.a window, but 
they are the only things for protecting ex- 
pease windows against the average flat- 
worker. 


Keys That Will Not Turn. 


Perhaps the easiest thing to beat of all the 
devices affected by the thief ts the key turn- 
er or ‘‘ outsider.”” Every good lock should 
be so made that when the key isin it the end 
of the key only just fits accurately into a 
steel plate within the lock and does not pro- 
ject beyond it. This simple device gives no 
hold for the nippers and will stop a good 
many thieves. There is ahother thing which 
not only beats the “ outsider ’’ absolutely 
but at the same time can be counted upon 
to.inflict much anguish of spirit upon a hard- 
working thief. Its main advantage is that it 
is cheap and unpatented. Briefly described, 
it is made by cutting off that part of the key 
which projects beyond the bolt turners, 
drilling a hole through it, and replacing it 
on the key as a swivel. This will worry any 
** flat-worker.’’ It looks like an ordinar 
key and the thief who gets his nippers on it 
will think he has truck aneasy job. He will 
twist and twist and keep turning it, but all 
“ea is moving is the swivel on the end of the 

ey. . 

The only policeman in Chicago w 7 
to have used his inventive faculties uponthe 
discouragement of burglary is Lieut. Bbn- 
fleld of the Stanton Avenue Police Station. 
He has invented and patented a device which 
is a modification and an improvement on the 
spike mentioned in the foregoing. It is made 
in the shape of an attachment to the door, 
can be released by the foot, and when in ac- 
tion drops into a small socket let into the 
floor. This latter idea effectually prevents 
it being raised by pushing anything under 
the door. The same idea can be used to 
protect windows, and the householder who 
has something of this kind upon both doors 
and windows can feel moderately certain 
that the flat will not be entered during the 
night. 

Burglar alarms cost much money and a 
complete modern installation would eat up 
several months’ rent of the flat it was in- 
tended to protect. To be of practical use 
during the day it would also have to be con- 
nected with a watch service or a police sta- 
tion and that also costs money. For these 
reasons most flat dwellers eschew electric 
alarms, being apparently unaware that they

How to Prevent Flat Thievery. 


Between the flat-dweller and the “ flat- 
worker ’’ it is, and always will be, a battle 
of wits, with the odds considerably qn the 
side of the one who possesses the least hon- 
esty. it is practically as easy to keep a 
thief out of a flat as it is for him to get into 
the average place. The foregoing has been 
written.with the main intention of showing 


how exceedingly easy it is for a man with 


nerve and a few bits of wire to. get intv 


rooms that are supposed to be safe. What 
follows is intended to show that it is equally 
easy to prevent most thieves from making 
an entrance. ; 

To, begin with, the surest method’ of pro- 
tecting a flat is not to leave it unguarded. 
It is often impossible to avoid leaving the 
house empty for a few hours during the 
week, but it is generally possible to get some

‘average flat-worker is not particularly 


quiet in his operations after he has once got 
inside @ house, and it is seldom the dwellers

standing that the person who hears strange 
noises in her neighbor’s flat will raise an 
alarm.

Cheap locks shouid, be absolutely banished 


from outer doors. The average door might 
as well be tied with a bit of tape as *‘ locked”’ 


with the ordinary factory lock. The usual 


front door lock applied to the mociern flat 


can be opened with a hair-pin and is utterly 
useless except to keep out inquisitive chil- 


dren. Every front door should be furnished 


with a thoroughly well-made and fitted 


night spring latch of the flat-key pattern. 


These locks are not invulnerable by any 


manner of means, but they will act as an 


effective deterrent to 75. per cent of the room 


and ‘ flat workers.’’ No trust should be 


placed in bolts or chains upon a door. The 
best that can. be done with the door that 
must be used for ingress is to put an extra 


lock upon it, but the other doors which 


open to the outside world ought to be burg- 
lar-proof. One of the best means of keep- 
ing a door against attacks from the outside | 
is by the use of a short iron spike sharpened 
at each end. If one end of this is pressed 
against the door at the bottom and the 
other end| stuck into the floor the harder 
the door is shoved from the outside the 
tighter will it become.

can themselves fix up a good one for $2 or $3. 


It is the easiest possible thing to so arrange 


a cheap electric bell that it will ring continu- 
ously when the front door is opened, and 


wires run to.the other doors will protect 


those with the same battery. The best way 
to fix this arrangement is to have the bell 
on the wall of the living room pretty close 
to the ceiling. This should be put in circuit 


with the front and back door, so that any at- 


tempt to open either sets the bell ringing. 


Somewhere outside the door which~is to be 


used as an entrance a controlling switch 
should be hidden, so that the owner can 


throw. off the current before he makes his 


own entrance. It is advisable not to let any 


one but members of the family know just. 
where that secret switch is located. The 


only other thing necessary is to let the neigh- 
bors understand that such a system is in- 
stalled in the house, so that they may know 
what the ringing cf the bell signifies. 

There are two great advantages to a sys- 
tem such as this: It is as much of a protec- 
tion to the flat at night as itis by day. If 
any attempt to enter the place is made at 
night the gong will wake the tenants, while 
during the daytime it will frighten the flat- 
worker. 


During the present summer the flat bur- 


glaries have been exceptionally numerous, 
and it is hardly likely that they will de- 
crease with the coming winter. More than 


$15,000 worth of property is lost to citizens 


every week’ in Chicago by the operations of 
this class of criminals, and, heartless as it 
may seem to say so, it is generally the fault 
of the people who own the property. It is 
always. a mistake to keep money in the 
house. Somebody is sure to know it is there 
and the ways in which thieves get their in- 
formation are devious. It is necessarily a 
fact that the majority of forcible entrances 
are made on pure chance, but there only too 
many which show that the men who made 
the visit had special knowledge of what they 
sought for and found. The favorite times for 
the operations of the flat-worker are at 10 
o’clock in the morning and at3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. These are the shopping hours. 
There are also favorite “ visiting ’’ days, and 
experience shows that these are nearly al- 
ways the last three daysofthe month. Flat- 
workers know when rent day comes just as 
well as the landlord does. They also know 
that nearly every dweller in a flat has his 
rent ready a day orso ahead of time and that 
it is kept somewhere around the house where 


the housewife can lay her hand upon it quick- 


ly. This is why it so frequently happens 


that the rent money its stolen. It was not 


chance which brought the flat-worker to the 
house on that particular day, but a thorough 


knowledge of his business. There are nosafe 


hiding places for money around a flat. It is 


safest in the pocket of its owner. The latest 
hiding place seems to be in the plano; at 
least that is where most of the money has 


been stolen from during the last month. 
The piano was a happy idea, but the flat 
dweller who wants to be able to pay his rent 


will find a safety deposit vault a great deal 


better.

The laundrymen are kicking now; and it is 
all on account of the bicycle. They say the 
laundry business has been greatly injured 
by the wheel and there is no telling where the 
thing will end. " 

The young man who used to put on a clean 
shirt, collars, and cuffs’every morning and 
again in the evening when he went to see 
his best girl now sheds his linen after dinner 
and gets into his bicycle togs. As his bi- 
cycle sult consists of a flannel shirt or 
sweater and a pair of short trousers he saves 
one clean shirt, collars, and cuffs each day. 

As there are not less than 75,000 men who 
ride wheels in Chicago this sort of thing 
would mean the loss of 75,000 shirts, 150,000 
cuffs, and 75,000 collars to the laundryman 
every day.

Jeannette Gilder Tells of the Rapid 
Rise to Importance of the Owners 
of Pearson’s Weekly and the Lon- 
don Daily Mail—Alfred C. Harms- 
worth, Who Is Not Yet Thirty Years 
of Age, Controls Eighteen News- 
papers. 


Americans are very apt to think England 
an old-fogy country, quite behind the times 


as compared to America. America is a” 


young man’s country, they say, whiie En- 
gland is for the old man. 

Il confess that I had something of this idea. 
myself, but when I became better acquainted 


with the men in my own special line of busi- | 


ness 1 was surprised at the number of young 
men at the head of ‘leading houses, par- 
cularly those engaged in publishing books 
and periodicals. / 

Mr. Frederick Macmillan is a young man, 
and so is Mr. John Murray; Mr. Reginald 
Smith of Smith & Elder is even younger, 
and Mr. William Heinemann is younger 
still, while Messrs. Spillswood, the Queen's 
printers, are mere boys. 

Two of the most successful publishers of 
periodicals in all London are men not yet 30 
years of age. I refer to Mr. C. Arthur Pear- 
son and Mr. Alfred C. Harmsworth. Mr. 
Pearson graduated from the office of Sir 
George Newnes, the proprietor of Tid-Bits 


- and the inventor of the Tid-Bits School of 


Literature. 
A Youthfal Publisher. 
Mr. Pearson went to Sir William Ingram, 


‘the proprietdr of the Illustrated London 


News and other periodicals, and told him 
that if he would put up the capital that he, 
Pearson, would make a fortune for him and 
himself. He told his plan to Sir William, 
who was enough of a business-man to see 
its value, and the capital was soon forth- 
a ey Pearson’s Weekly was started on the 


‘lines of Tid-Bits, with cunning devices for 


catching the nimble penny, such as insurance 
policies and the great missing-word contest 
that kept all England busy in solving its 
difficulties. Such a success was Pearson’s 
Weekly that Pearson’s Monthly, a six-penny 
magazine, was started, and, that too, met 
with success. — 

Mr. Pearson is said to-have a personal 
income of $200,000 from his periodicals. He 
told me when I had the pleasure of seeing 
him in London that he did not care to make 


_any more money and was quite satisfied with 


his present income. | 

_C. Arthur Pearson, Limited, has been or- 
ganized within a few weeks, with Mr. Pear- 
son as President and Sir William Ingram as 
secondincommand. I call thisa pretty good 
success, for Mr. Pearson has not’ been in 
business for more than six or sever years, 
if that long. 


Napoleon of the Penny Press. 

The Napoleon of the penny press, how- 
ever, is Mr. Alfred C. Harmsworth. Mr. 
Harmsworth was born in Dublin not quite 
thirty years ago, and he is today the pro- 
prietor of eighteen periodicals, with an ag- 
gregate circulation of 1,000,000 copies per 
day. Four of these are dailies, the others are 
weeklies, and he is just about to start a six- 
penny magazine, which will make nineteen 
periodicals of which he is the owner. Mr. 
Harmsworth’s income is said to be $350,000 
per annum at present and likely to be more, 
for everything that he touches turns to gold. 

Mr. Harmsworth was barely out of his 


-teens when he started Answers, a popular 


Notes and Queries, in 1888. He had very little 
capital, but the paper was not an extensive 


one, and at the end of a year he had obtained 


a circulation of 78,000 per week. 
He concluded to offer $5 a week for life 


tothe man, woman, or child who could guess 


on a postal card the amount of the Bank of 
Engiland’s return for a certain week. Mr. 
Harmsworth is a pretty shrewd young man, 
but I doubt if he anticipated the enormous 
success of his scheme. From 78,000 the cir- 
culation of Answers went up to 205,000 per 
week. 

A sapper in the Royal Engineers won the 


prize and got married on the strength of it. 


Then the prize-giving was stopped, and Mr. 
Harmsworth claims that stopping it more 
than doubled the circulation it had gained 


for him, 


The success of papers of this class is in- 
comprehensible to the American, to whom 
they seem very childish and vapid. The most 
that can be said for them is that fhey are 
perfectly respectable and entirely without 
sensationalism. For that I admire them, but 
it is hard to understand the class of mind 


that can find them entertaining. 


I am told that Sir George Newnes talke of 
etarting an American edition of Tid-Bits. 
If he does it will be the mistake of his life. 
There is no audience in America for papers 
of this sort. On some accounts I wish that 
there was, but I am quite confident that there 
is not. The late Walcott Balestier, Rudyard 
Kipling’s brother-in-law, tried’ to make Tid- 
Bits go over here, but it was a failure. 


London’s Newest Paper. 
Mr. Harmsworth’s latest venture is a Lon- 


_ don morning ha’penny paper called the Daily 


Mail. It is a :lively sheet, full of bright 
things, and particularly newsy.. Mr. Harms- 
worth is making a special feature of Amer- 
ican news, but I regret to say some of the 
stories the Daily Mail’s New York cor- 
respondent has sent it are pure fiction. 

For instance, a recent cablegram described 
the shocking odors wafted to the noses of 
New-Yorkers from the dead bodies of men 


‘and horses lying in the streets; and as if 


this was not enough by way of horrors, 
the paragraph added that mad dogs ran 
read and yon to the alarm of the pedes- 
trian.. 

Mr. Harmsworth likes America, and he in- 
tends to do the fair thing by this country, 
but he is at present suffering from his cor- 
respondent. I have sufficient faith in -his 
intentions to believe that no one will be more 
annoyed than he when he realizes that the 
stories that have been cabled him are the 
inyention of his correspondent’s brain. 

The Daily Mail is the one London news- 
paper that is decidedly influenced by the 


‘American press, and its proprietor does not 


hesitate to say so. Nor does he hesitate to 


- express his admiration for a great many 


American institutions, which, by the way, 
he has studied at first hand. 


Belleves in American Journalism. 
I had the pleasure of talking with Mr. 


_ Warmsworth in his office in Tudor street. 


‘and he told me that he was following out 


certain American ideas in the conduct of his 
paper, and that he had a number of Amer- 
ican reporters on his staff, *' believing that 
in mahy respects they were superior to En- 
glish reporters.”’ 

He told me, furthermore, that he proposed 
to develop the supply of American news in 
England, ‘* because,’’ he said, “I think that 
our newspapers do not represent England’s 
great interest in the United States.’ 

{f am sorry that Mr. Harmsworth’s good 
intentions towards America have miscar- 
ried, for so far the Daily Mail’s news has 
sadly misrepresented us. The Daily Mail 
is conservative in politics, but that the con- 
servative is the popular side in England to- 
day is proved by the’fact that, though it 
was only started in June, the Daily Mail has 
row a bona fide circulation of over 200,000 
copies. 

Although it was at his office in Tudor street 
that I saw Mr. Harmsworth, he is not often 
there, two days a week at the most. His 
home is at St. Peter’s, on the Kentish Coast. 
where he has a fine old place and lives the 
life of a country gentleman, a life that is 
the ambition of every Englishman to Hve 
end which he can live with perfect comfort, 
for the question of servants is one that never 
disturbs his peace ofmind. . 

His Kentish home is connected by tele- 
phone with his various offices, and he trans- 
actS a great deal of business while out of 
town, but he has the advantage of fresh air 
and can put in an out-of-doors game or a 
ride across the country between his mes- 
Sages to Tudor street. Mr. Harmsworth’s 
favorite amusement is tarpon fishing, for 
which he has paid several visits to Fiorida. 

It is not, however, only publishing and 
_fishing that engross his attention. Some 
time ago he fitted out a polar expedition 
with Mr. Frederick Jackson at the head of 
Be a as the oo have not been heard 
of for over a year he is sending out

Young as Mr. Harmsworth is, he looks 
even younger. He is tall and blond, with 
abundance of blond hair hanging over his 
forehead.

It is not only in newspapers that Mr.

Nathan Haskell Dole has compiled the two 
volumes which have lately come to us from 
the house of Joseph Knight iff Boston. 

I suppose that it has been deemed neces- 
Sary at this time of day to collect all the 
literature upon the subject, and to collate 
the different translations, in ordér that the 
American reader may be able to form for 
himself some definite idea of the real Omar 
Khayyam. .Our present editor has certainly 
performed the office of collector with con- 
siderable success. And we are able now for 
the first time to read each quatrain of the 
Persian poet done into English, French, and 
German by all of his various translators. 
We have also an introduction of some hun- 
dred and fifty pages, which is an elaborate 
mosaic of all the outpourings of the aforésaid 
translators. There is a whole volume of ap- 


| pendices, and two excellent portraits of Ed- 


ward Fitzgerald and 8ne of Friedrich von 
Bodenstedt. So that it may be seen ata 
glance with what completeness the work has 
been carried out. It still remains to be 
shown, however, to gg extent such a work 
will benefit the public. On that point there 
ean be very little question. Mr. Dole has 
given us an excellent book of reference, and 
nothing more. Perhaps that is all that was 
intended, in which case we have to con- 
gratulate the editor for the thoroughness 
with which he has carried out his task. On 
the other hand, it seems a pity that in so 
complete an edition we should not have been 
given.a single copy o a Persian manuscript. 
It may be objected, ot course, that the MSS. 
are many and vary extremely in their con- 
tents, so that the collation would have added 
immensely to the bulk of the present vol- 
umes. In spite of the difficulty, however, it 
seems to me a pity that some attempt should 
not have been made to present at least one 
version of the original to American readers. 
It has been done before with considerable 
success. Mr. Whinfield, for instance, printed 
an interleaved translation page for page with 
the Persian, and no. variorum edition can 
possibly be complete without doing at least 
as much as that. If it does omit the original 
entirely, it falls at once to the level of 
a popular work, useful for the purposes 
of high schools and free libraries, but un- 
acceptable in the eyes of the true lover of 
literature. 
Value of the Original. 

It may be. answered that few people have 
any ,knowledge of Persian, and that the 
extra work expended upon copying the 
original MSS. would not have been warrant- 
ed. Such an argument should have no 
weight whatever ‘with a true man of letters 
for whom such work would be a labor of love. 
It has weight, unfortunately, at the present 
day in America because the expense of time 
has come to be weighed in dollars and cents, 
and there is ne inducement for a man to 
publish a work which may appeal to unborn 
generations if it does not also repay him in 
the immediate future. It is much to be de- 
plored that translations of foreign authors 


‘are so rife at the present day; for it isa di- 


rect inducement to English-speaking men 
and women to understand nothing but their 
own language. However that may be there 
is still a greater reason for the publication 
of the original Persian of Omar, in the fact 
that we have never vet had*the opportunity 
of getting @ecquainted with the real poet of 
the East without much groping in the mazes 
of the Bodleian and other great libraries. 

We all know Fitzgerald, and we are con- 
stantly told that Fitzgerald is not Omar, but 
we should like to formukate our own opin- 
ion on the matter without the help of Mr. 
McCarthy or Mr. Dole. It must be said for 
the latter that he sinks his personality in 
the editor, and ventures very little ¢riticism 
of his own. Perhaps this fs just as well. 
When he does break out into commentary 
he gives us sentences of the following na- 
ture: *‘ A completeness which, however com- 
plete, must ever lack completeness.”’ Or he 
refers to Mr. Vedder’s illustrated edition as 
a triumph of the plastic art. 

Such confusions of terms are the more 
striking when they come in direct contact 
with the lucid style of Fitzgerald, and it is 
on the whole no matter for regret that Mr. 
Dole should let his various authors speak 
for themselves. The point, however, is this: 
Omar is known to us chiefly, if not entirely, 
through the medium of Fitzgerald. Now 
Whinfield, McCarthy, Nicolas, and Shacht 
are all honorable men and faithful trans- 
lators, but they are nothing more. There- 
fore if we are not inclined to accept Fitz- 
gerald’s rendering we would naturally pre- 
fer fo go to the original and consult it for 
ourselves rather than do it at second-hand. 


Value of Various Translations. 


That is why no variorum edition of Omar 
Khayy4m's poetry is worth very much with- 
out an attempt to collate the original manu- 
seript. With regard to the translations 
given us in the present volume, they ars 
for the most part valuable merely as a 
The ren- 
dering of M, Nicolas, for instance, is utterly 
devoid of poetic feeling. The best of the 
(serman is certainly that of Shacht, which 
contains many melodious quatrains, and of 
the Iengliah renderings there is most to be 
cot out of Whinflield’s. MeCarthy’s is in 
prose and, therefore, in a different category. 
It may give a good idea of the poet’s mean- 
ing, but it lacks the individuality of the Per- 
Sian quatrain which Fitzgerald so effect- 
ively Anglicized. Mr. Leslie Gamer’s is 
good, but entirely without the spark of 
genius. ; : 

In a word, it is Fitzgerald, and Fitzgerald 
alone, that we desire to read, and if that is 
so I would rather have the edition of ’68 
printed in good type by itself than any num- 
ber of additional renderings. These various 
translations and introductions do, however, 
enable us to get a dim general idea of what 
Omar Khayy&m really was: 4 

As is generaly known, the Rubé@iy&t ar

anywhere from 400 to 1,200 in number, ac- 
cording to the trustworthiness of the differ- 
ent manuscripts. The true quatrains are 
probably not more than 500. They are ar- 
ranged according to the alphabetical order 
of the verse endings, so that we have an ex- 
traordinary jumble of grave and gay, jovial 
and repentent, utterly without sequence of 
thought. .Now Fitzgerald: has strung to- 
gether some odd hundred of these quat- 
rains upon the thread of an imaginary in- 
dividuality, and has succeeded in evolving 
what is almost a consistent philosophy out 
of seeming chaos. Of course he has been 
vigorously attacked. Yet if we pick out all 
that we can say with certainty about Omar 
and hig creed, we shall find that Fitzgerald’s 
portrait of the poet is about as true to 
nature as any that could be painted from 
these scanty and confused materials. 

Omar Khayy4&m lived in a period which has 
been reproduced at other stages of the 
world’s history. He represented the rebel- 
lion against the dogmas of fixed creeds and 
the freedom of thought which accompanies 
such a rebellion. He is in no way a mystic. 
He lived before the days of the Sufi, andthose 
apologists who would have us believe that 
his wine was a symbol for divinity are either 
blind to the common meaning of words or 
they willfully deceive themselves in order 
to protect their own cherished beliefs in the 
goodness of providence. No one who reads 
the many quatrains of the poet which have 
reference to the juice of the grape can pos- 
sibly substitute the word divinity for wine 
in every case without making themselves or 
the poet ridiculous. Moreover, the languagé 
of Khayy4m is simple and the thought con- 
cise, far beyond that of any other poet of the 
East. We may be shocked at the ultra 
epicurean ring of his Rub&éiyat, but we 
must be absolutely deaf to the voice of 
common sense if,we can attempt to explain 
away this tendency by extending to it the 
wide cloak of symbolism. Just as the age 
of Diderot and Voltaire has been followed 
by an age of mysticism in the France of the 
nineteenth century, so the free thought to 
which Omar gave vent in his Rubéiy4t was 
followed later in Persia by the mysticism 
of the Sufi, Attar, and his contemporaries. 
But if there is anything at all to be gathered 
by reading the various translations of Omar, 
it is the settled conviction that for most of 
his life, at least, the astronomer poet was 
as much a free-thinker as Heraclitus or 
Lucretius or Horace. 


Epiecureanism of Omar. 


It is the habit naturally to compare Horace 
and Khayyam. Both were epicureans to the 
extent of singing the praise of wine and the 
charm of the passing hour. But if woutd be 
a great mistake to place the Roman on the 
same level as the Persian philosopher. The 
epicurean philosophy may, like every other 
theory of life, be interpreted in many ways. 
It becomes in the mouth of Horace, simply 
the exaltation of calm and simple enjoy- 
ment—‘‘ carpe diem,” and nothing else. It 
may plunge us on the other hand into the 
debauchery of a Nero or a Charlies Il. It 
may and far more often does rise to the 
heights of the greatest creeds of the earth, 
so that Omar can say, with the founder of 


within you,” for that is the meaning of the 
following well-known stanzas: 
I sent my soul through the invisible, 
Some letter of that after-life to spell; 
And after many days my soul return’d 
And said, ‘‘ Behold myself am heaven and hell.”’ 


** Heav'n but the vision of fulfill’d desire; 
And hell the shadow of a soul on fire, 
Cast on the darkness into which ourselves 
So late emerg'’d from, shall so soon expire.’ 

In other words, the best interpretation of 
the doctrine of Heraclitus is that we can 
know nothing of the future, therefore we are 
bound to make the best of the present—that 
is to say, not necessarily to drink wine or in- 
dulge the appetites, but to fulfill the high- 
est functions of the man. 

There is besides this final resolution in 
Khayyam the spirit of rebellion against fate. 
This spirit has been described as intensely 
modern, but it is hard to see why a feeling 
which inspired the poet of the Psalms and 
the writer of Esdras should be called modern 
—it is, in fact, the oldest of world yearnings, 
the veritable ‘*‘ welt schmerz’”’ of the Ger- 
man language which has found expression 
in the mouths of the great poets of every age. 
It does not imply a denial of God’s existence, 
although it is'consistent with a pantheism 
similar to that of Virgil or Shelley. The 
‘‘nars diving mentes’’ which pervades 
every living thing in the language of Virgil 
is very like that— 


** Secret Presence,’’ 

7 veins 
Running, quicksilver-like, eludes your pains; 
Taking all shapes from M4h to M4&hi, and 
They change and perish all—but- He remains. 

It is this invisible power against which 
the poet rebels, because it has placed him 
in this world against his will and bound 
him down to a contract which he has never 
signed. He argues, however, that such be- 
ing ~“e case, and God being merciful, man 
cai. .be punished for following his own in- 
clinations. Still, there is the shame of for- 
giveness Which the proud spirit of the poet 
ean hardly endure, and here we have a 
thought which is almost blasphmeous in 
its utter daring, and which, I believe, was 
never voiced before the day of Omar. Inthe 
first place he is ashamed to be forgiven: 


**I know his mercy covers all my sin, 
For shame that he has seen it!’’ 
Which leads us to the supreme stanza, as 
Swinburne calls it, in Fitzgerald. 


which through Creation’s 


The Supreme Stanza. 


Unfortunately the thought in this stanza 
is represented in none other of Omar's 
translators, and therefore it may belong only 
to Fitzgerald, and not to the Persian at all, 
in which case the boldness of idea which we 
said was met with-for the first time in 
Khayyam may never have formulated itself 
the present century. Here is the 
stanza: 


© thou, who man of baser eartit didst make, 
- And e’en with'paradise devise the snake 
For all the sin the face of wretched man 
Is black wWith—man’'s forgiveness give—and 
take} . 

It is easy to see how the bold thought of 
man forgiving his Creator Would appeal to 
the flery Swinburne, and we should like to 
find it in some other rendering of the Per- 
sian original. Unfortunately there is nota 
trace of such a thought in any of the paral-. 
lel passages,’ 3 
of the same idea in the well-known lines of 
Fitzgerald: 


‘* What, without asking, hither hurried whence? 
And, without asking, whither hurried hence’ 

Ah! contrite heav’n endowed us with the vine 
To drug the memory of that insolence!"’ 

The last two lines have the stamp upon 
them of Fitzgerald's genius and have upon 
them the brand of immortality: but the 
“contrite heav’n "’ is probably found some- 
where in the original, because there is an 
echo of it in the German translations: and 
yet it is changed in the 1889 edition. 

Whether the crowning idea of man’s for- 
giveness is to be found in Omat or not it is 
cne of the most striking things tn modern 
poetry. It has its echo in Swinburne and it 
may be found at the nd of Alice Thompson's 
exquisite little volume of poems in some 
lines entitled *‘ Veni Creator,’ the best of 
which, if I remember rightly, implores the 
Savior as a final sacrifice to— 

Come to our hearts and be forgiven. 

We cannot, however, attribute the 
thought to Omar against the opinion of the 
learned. But we can refuse to find any 
quatrains which are certainly genuine and 
which are at the same time in dicative of 
repentance. This is a word that I heartly 
believe never existed in the mind of the 
Tentmaker, and the stanzas which. Mr. 
Keene quotes to prove it seem to advance 
his theory. very little, Here is one which 
yd be genuine, but 1 can hardly believe that 
tis so: 


‘‘I weep because I am of evil fame, 
Detiled with many a lust and taint of shame; 
Commanded things undone; forbidden done, 

I weep to find my life so full of-blame.’’ 

If this be Omar I prefer to let the rest of 
the translators go and‘cherish Fitzgerald 
the more. His Omar is never a coward and 
always lovable, so that we would gladly 
comply with the final request in Fitzgerald’s 
last stanza to his faithful Saki: 

‘* And when yourself with silverfoot shall pass 
Among the guest's star scattered on the grass, 
And in your joyous errand reach the spot 
Where I made one—turn down an empty glass'’’

Frozen After-Dinner Coffee.

About Dog Shoes. 


No dog really needs stockings, but two 
pair of shoes, of whick one should be made 
of anhydrous leather or of india rubber, are 
very useful. When a-dog is to have a good 
two hours’ play on the lawn, or, what he 
loves better yet, a scamper in the woods, he 
ought to be barefooted, so that. he can 
scratch and dig as much ashe pleases’. Butit 
is only fair to the servants in a house that 
when a dog is taken out for his little consti- 
tutionals he should have his feet covered, so 
that he will not track mud across the car- 
pets. . 

The fissures in a dog’s paws make it al- 
most impossible for him to clean his naked 
foot on a doormat, and the helpless little of- 
fender gets many a cross look and some: 
times even a blow from*an angry house- 
maid’s broom because he has unwittingly 
added to the burden of the day’s work. A 
cleanly dog soon learns, too, that if he has 
shoes put on when he trots out in the morn- 
ing he is not obliged to elean his toes with his 
tongue after his morning constitutional, and 
when one thinks how nasty street dirt is one 
is not surprised to see the little comrade 
eagerly asking for his boots on a muddy 
morning. 

During warm weather the best garment for 
a\ dog to wear indoors in the morning is a 
thin silk dressing gown, but a few weeks 
from now this ought to be replaced by a saut 
dulitin flannel. For seaside wear during the 
first promenade in the morning white pique 
is the neatest possible coat, and one or two 
dogs at Ostend this summer wore with this 
alittle sailor hat on the sunny days. 

Except in the case of a dog whose ears 
hang as flat as those of a spaniel the hat is, 
however, more of an annoyance than a 
comfort at any time, dnd is a complieation 
of canine apparel which has not found’ gen- 
eral favor.

For town dress a cloth coat witha Medicis 
collar trimmed with flowers or a bright ruche 
is the best. For special occasions various 
dresses are naturally enough indicated. For 
the dogs’ weddings, which have become so 
fashionable, the bride wears a white satin 


coat trimmed with white gauze, and a col- ’ 


lar decorated with orange blossoms if it 4s 
her first marriage, or with pale lavender 
bows if she is a widow or divoreée. The 
groom, of course, Wears a black coat with 
white trimmings. There is a special pocket 
in his waistcoat for the anklet, which takes 
the place of a ring.

cord are the most @ractical. The leading 
dogs’ tailor of Paris has made three or four 
fur coats for Russian clients.

The new dog houses lined with yellaw 
leather or white silk, and arranged to stagd 
in the corner of the room about twelve 
inches above the varpet, in order‘to avoid 
the drafts from under doors, are very con- 
venient and pretty. They soon pay for 
themselves in the decreased wear of chairs 
and sofa cushions in the drawing-room or 
boudoir. A well-mannered dog, if he has 
his own little house, will always go to it 
when he is left alone in a roorn, and he ac- 
quires a sense of security and independence 
which can never be his when he is cpried up 
in a chair which may be wanted at ee time. 

The most useful of all presents that can 
be bought for a dog is a shower-proof coat. 
It is no exaggeration to say that any dog 
which lives in the house becomes too deli- 
cate.to ‘bear a wetting, and in an uncertain 
climate one has to leave a pet at home day 
after day rather than. to face a ¢loudy sky. 
The figured stuffs introduced within the last 
few years for ladies’ gossamer coats make 
the prettiest possible waterproof clothing 
for dogs: and if the coat is finished witha 
hood trimmed with waterproof ribbon the 
rainy day costume can be made as smart as 
anything in a dog’s wardrobe. 

No little care is needed in fitting the hood, 
as, if it is the least bit too snug, a dog will 
worry until he rubs it off; and ff, on the other 
hand,: it is the least bit too large, a little

dressed at all. | 

A ‘great deal of care is, indeed, always 
necessary in arranging a dog’s apparel. It 
is kinder to let even the shortest haired dog 
go without a coat in the worst weather than 
to dress him irregularly and capriciously, 
forgetting to take off his coat when he comes 
into a steam-heated house, or leaving him 
with a wet cape around his neck.

“One of the girls who learned before I 
did had a room next to mine, and used to 
keep her bicycle in the hallway. One day 
I took it to my room and felt it all over. It 
seemed to me that it was risky for a blind 
girl to try to ride a thing like that, but one 
day this girl rode her wheel along the road 
by the side of a buggy in which I was riding. 
She kept up to thé horse and talked to me 


as she rode. I think it was this incident. 


that gave me confidence to learn to ridea 
wheel. 

-“*F— will never forget my first sensation 
when I mounted the’seat. It seemed as if 
I was away up in the air, and when they 
moved me along I felt as if I was ina swing. 
But I grew to like it right away, and before 
my third lesson was finished I could balance 
the wheel pretty well. As soon as I could 
ride at all I was crazy to ride out of doors, 
and was not content until I did so.” 

‘*My firstattemptin the street inspired more 
confidence. My teacher ledj me out to the 
middle of the road, and went up and down

two or three times with me, so that I could 
learn the surface. Then he let me go. He 
kept close ‘by. me, but I did go alone and 
didn’t run into anything and didn't take a

Miss Morris went on to say that she had 
never taken'a header. ‘‘I guess there arc 
not many girls who can say that,” said she. 
‘So you see there are some compensations 
in being blind. You have to™be waited on 
and taken care of.’”’ 

At this point young Master Hartmann vol- 

unteered the information that it was no 
trouble at all to take care of her. 
_4*f had always heard of Chicago as such 
a fine place for wheelmen, and I made up my 
mind to try it some time, I have had that 
in mind during the whole three years that I 
have been riding. I have been out nearly 
every day. We usually go in the morning. 
{am not afraid of the crowds, but I don’t 
believe in running any more risk than neces- 
sary.’ 

Miss Morris’ description of the. benefits 
she derives from wheeling is. particularly 
interesting. She says it increases her con- 
fidence in all kinds of locomotion. he says 
she walks better because she is in the habit 
of moving so fast when riding. She likes to 
be out in the air and to hear the bustle all 
around "er. 

‘* We went away up Michigan avenue past 
the Auditorium one day,” she said, “andI 
knew perfectly well when we came to the 
Lake-Front. I know Twelfth street by the 
cer tracks, and I know when we swing round 
into Washington Park by the curve we take, 
I am still better acquainted on the West Side, 
for we have ridden more there. I think I 
could call every track crossing on Washing- 
ton boulevard.”’ :
